N the great volume of Foſephus there were 
Hiſtorical Narrations made of things, as they 

had reference in chiet to the Romars and 
other Nations : This, leffer- piece or Epitome 
rather, declares matters as they relate principally ..

When theſe Seventy Elders had tranſlated the 
Law into the Greek tongue, Ptrolomy rejoycing 
much in their wiſdom, honoured them with Prince- 
ly apparel and great Rewards, brought them 
home again, merry and glad. Moreover he ſent 
by them Qblations to our God. At that time 
there were many that condeſcended to follow the 


, & Laws of the Grecjans, but theſe Seventy refuſed. 


| Not long after Captain Selencrs, Prolomyes com- 


panion/ in Office dyed, in whoſe fiead Antzvchus 
rejgned in Macedonia. This Autiochns making war 
upon Ptolomy, bereft him of all his Dominions, 
and ſlew him. After that, he ſubdued the Land 
of 1ſrael then under the Regiment of Ptolomy, 


| and waxcd yery proud. He hated Iſrael alfo, be- 
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cauſe they loved Ptolomy, and aided him in the | 


Wars againſt him. 
This is that Antiochus that builded a great City 
upon the ſea coaſi, and called it Antiochia, where- 


in he made a golden Idol, commanding that the | 
children of Tfrael ſhould be brought untoit, and | 
worſhip it. But ſome of them chole rather to ſuf- | 
fer death for the Religion of their God, and ſome | 
other fell from the Synagogue, their Mother | 


Church. Before this he took away alſo their Sab- 


bath, their New Moon, and league of circumci- | 
fion : forbidding that in any wiſe they ſhould ob- | 


{crve theſe Commandments in any place through- 
out all his dominions. For the which he put ma- 
ny of the Iſraelites to death, and oppreſſed them 
more, than did ever any of their enemies or ad- 
verſaries. The ſecond man in honour next himſelf 
in Feruſalem, was one Polipus, he ereced an Image 
in the Temple, commanding the people of Tſrael 
to worſhip it : and whoſoever was difobedient, to 
be ſlain. Therefore he put to death Hanna and 
her ſeven children, as it is mentioned in other pla- 
ces. When Antiochus perceived this, it increaſed 
his hatred towards Tſrael, infomuch that he did 
his endeavour that none of them ſhould cſ{cape or be 
left alive, except ſuch as would worſhip the Image. 
Then fled many of the Iſraelites to the mount 
Modiit, and to Fericho, becauſe of the law of Polz- 


pus and Antizchus his Lord, having to their Go- | 


vernour the high Priclt Mattathias Son of Fubn, 
otherwiſe called Chaſmoname. The Pricſt enjoyned 
thcm to faſt and puniſh chemſclves before the

Which thing being liked 
both of the fellow and of Polipys with his whole 
army : Mattathias came down with his drawnſh 
{word in his hand and the fellow ſtood againſt him 
ready to receive him. But the Prieſt ruſhing upon 
him by the affiſtance of his God, overcame him, cut 
oft his head and 'caft his carkaſs upon the Altar, 
whereat Polipus and his whole Hoaſt' were much 
aftonied beholding one another 3 The Prieſt ſtood 
fill by the Altar crying, which of you will come 
to me man for man ? Then Polipas picked out a 
| ſtrong Champion, the beſt of all his Army, and 
brought him out of the arreis of hoaſt, to -teach 
him his leſſon, how he ſhould bchave himſelf with 
the Prieft. The Priefi therefore drew toward the 
Camp, with his naked (word in his hand,as though 
he came to joyn with. their Champion : but leaving 
him, he turned his ſword upon Polipas : firuck off 
his head, and fled to the hill. Then blowing their 
horns, and making a ſhout together, they ruſhed 
down upon the Grecians Camp. But when the 
Grecians (aw that their grand Captain was ſlain, 
they fled; Chaſmoname and his Sons with all Iſrael 
followed the chaſe ; overthrew' them, and made 
great ſ[aughter. | SA 
This done, Mattathias the Prieſt went toi 
Jeruſalem , puriticd the Tcmple,' reftored thei 
Worſhipping of God', and'commanded all

achll Soon after, Fudas gathered an Army of Iſrael, 
vithſand made an expedition againſt the Remnant of 
chefſthe Greeks that were left in the Holds of Iſrael, 
and whatſoever he took in hand, God gave it good 
ucceſs. Notwithſtanding Antioch (ent againſ 
ima Puiſſant Army,under the leading of one Cap- 
Fain Pelonivs, againſt whom Fudas ſo warred, that 
he Grecians went to wrack, tor he eſpyed his time 
the when they were defiitute of Victuals, and fpce- 
1, Wdily ſet upon them beat them down handſmooth, 
-ael Fand approached to Captain Pelonius ; flew the va- 
zAnteſt about him, yea and himalſo. When Antz- 
xchus heard this, he was in a greatrage ; wherefore 
he choſe out a moſt valiant Captain, called Lyfias, 
nd ſent him againſt Feruſalem with 1000 Horle- 
all Emen,and Footmen without number. Fudas _— 
x TEN 4 now- 
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knowledge thereof, commanded a Faſt through. 
out all Tree] for three days, and afterwards tooklf 
Muſter of all his Army, and made over them Cap 
tains of thouſands, hundreds, fifties, and tens}. 
Theſe (aid to their Souldiers, whoſoever is afraid 
8c. whereupon many of the. people returned 
home, yet there remained 7500. of fuch couragy 
all, that one would not have run away for a hun 
dred. Lyfias divided his Hoaft into three parts 
committing them unto three Captains, Nzcano 
Bagris and Ptolomy : But after the Iſraelites hac 
once giyen a great ſhout, the Lord beat down the 
Greeks, ſo that the Iſraelites defiroyed nine thougf; 
ſand of their enemies,and ſpoiled the whole Hoaſt 
and they that remained alive, took themſelves te 
flight. The next day King Judas kept his Sab 
bath, together with all Iſrael in the Temple, fo 
the battel was upon the ſixth day. The morro 
after the Iſraelites retyrned to the ſpoil of thoſ@ 
that were killed, and after to purſue others thaſ,, 
were not ableto refit : but they found none, fa. 
they fled into Aſtaroth Karnaum. | E.. 

During the time of theſe Wars, Antiochus inv 
ded the Land of Perfia, for they had moved W: 
againſt him, and done injury, wherectore he foug 
againſt them :; but having the overthrow at thei 
hands,he returned to Antochia with great ſhame 
where alſo he found his Armies with another dil 
honour and foi', Wherewith he was in ſuch rag} 
that he gathercd together all the valiantefi ant,

The fam 
Ptolomy King of Egypt invaded Iſrael with all thi 
power that he could make. But Fohn the Son off 
Simeoh; met him, and the Lord overthrew Polo 
with his whole Hoſt, that they were ſlain of the 1 
raelites, and purſued to the City of Dagon, abou! 
which time the Tſraclites made trenches, and ba 
fieged it. Now within the Town they had the md? 
ther of King Hircanus, whom Ptotomy cauſed to bi 
ſet upon the walls, and to be fcourged with whigf* 
in the fight of her Son. When Hircanns ſaw thi 
great 2ffiiQion of his mother,he would have raiſe 
his ſiege, and departed from Ptolowy. But his mF* 
ther called unto him, and ſaid, my dear Son Fol 
regard not my trouble, for all chafinings confff 
from God. Proceed manfully with thy liege 
gainſt this City, for it is in great diftreſs, and 
venge me, thy tather and brother murthercd 
Ptolomy. The King followed her adviſc, and ma 
fally raiſed a Mount, from the which he batter 
the walls with Engins of Iron like Chariots, if * 
they began ro ſhake.

The King of the Grecians therefore raiſed 
Vreat towers againſi the City apart from the wall, 
igged a trench and caſt up amount, Then plan- 
Hd they their Engines, named Rams againli the 
ates, fo the City was hard belieged : for they 
Scat down one of the Turrets that ſtood upon the 
all, whereat all Tſrael was afraid,and agreed to- 
ether to iſſue out and skirmiſh with them what- 
ever ſhould come thereon, lite or death. Which 
though Hircanwus liked not, yet they did fo, and 
ew many of their enemies, and put them alſo to 
ght that they were conſtrained to encamp them- 
Ives further off from Feruſalem. Then the 1/- 
4 elites came to the towers that the Greeks had 
-4 FÞi1dcd,and razed them to the ground. Thus they 
ued out daily, skirmiſhing with Pizs until the 
aſt of the Tabernacles. Then ſent Flircanrs to 
zu5,defiring him that he would grant them truce, 
Id lt them be at peace while the Feaſt laſted : 
Mis requeſt Pzus granted, and ſent a fat Ox to be 
 afai-rcd to the God of Traci, covering his horns 
Rich beaten gold, and dreſſing him with fillets of 
Wryital & other precious ſtones, clad alſo in a gar- 
ent of purple, and divers other precious cloaths 3; 
fc {ſent moreover plate, both of ſilver and gold,

c Lord. When Hircanus (aw this, he went out 
to Pixs, and after he had made peace with him,

Wherefore FHircanuys end tne Holi of Tſrael retu 
ned, but Pius and his Army of the Grecians pre 
ceeded. Whom the King of the Perſians met i

{lidue,that almoit none remained. Whereof whe 
tidings came to Hircanus he was very glad, ani 
returned to Feraſalem with peace and joy. 

After this, Hircanuus made many great Batte| 
with the Nations abuut him, and had ever vidto 
TY. 

He alſo cawe.to the Mount of C:rizim, whe 
he won a fort of the S:Ctaries and Samaritans, an 
razed the Temple that the Scctaries had there ; 
their houſe of SzrGtuary, which they builded b 
the licence of Alcxandcr the firſt King of th 
Grceks. Hz that built it was Manaſſe the Pric 
brother to 5Szmeon the juſt, But Hircanus the higt 
Prieſt pull. d jt down two hundred years after tha 
It was builded.. From thence he went to the Ci 
ty of S2maria and beticged it. Tis was the mc 
ther City ot the Samaritaits and S.Ctaries, whic| 
was brought to fuch ditirels by the long fiege c 
Hircanw, that thcy within were fain to ear th 
Carkafl:s of Dogs.

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day he ſent poſt to Samaria and was affuredly 
certified again that this was true, Wherefor 
King Hircanus was magnified greatly of all Iſrael, 
for they knew that the bleſſed Lord accepted his 
doings,inſpiring him with the holy Ghoft, and in 
crealing his kingdom and Prieſt-hood. After this 
he took journey to 'Samaria; belieged it a whole 
year, and at length wan jt, ſlew all alſo that bargſ. 
life within. He razed the Walls, the Palace and 
burnt up the City. He had wars alſo with the Ro 
mans, and the Arabians : and God proſpered all 
that ever he took in hand. Shortly after, God gave 
him reſt and quietneſs from all that dwelt about 
him, and from all his enemies, fo that Tſrael relied 
boldly in peace and tranquility all his time. 

On a time the King made a feaſi to all the Sa 
ges of Iſrael, that they might make cheer wit 
him. And being pleaſantly diſpoſed, he ſaid, T an 
your Scholar, and whatſoever I do, that do I by you 
Authority. Wherefure T pray you, if you ſce any faul 
z1 me, or if I do not as becometh me, tell me of it, th 
I may reform my evil way. Then every man great

That whatſoever that-undifcreet perſon had ſpoken- 
Wit was not without advice of the Sages. 
 Whereupon the. King demanded of the Sages, 
what law ſhall that man have that in deſpight of- 
the King ſpeaketh things to his reproach ? They. 
Emade anſwer, he is worthy to be whipt. Then' 
Yſaid one of the Sadacees, the matter is plain, that 
according to the minds of the Sages, and at their 
g. bidding, he upbraided thee, and therefore they 
would not award him to dye. Whereat the King. 
held his peace, and gave never a word to anſwer : 
ſo all the joy was turned into ſadneſs. The next 
day at the commandment of the King, proclama- 
pM £i0n went to all the Cities of the Kings Domini- 
ons, that they ſhould ſtand to the ordinance of $4- 
.M boch and Bithas : and whoſcever ſhould refuſe to 
<þ& follow their Decrees, or would obſerve the tradi- 
kf tions of the Sages, and obey their will, ſhould ſuf- 
fer death. This was Foh# the high Prieſt, which had 
F the Prieſthood forty years, and in the end became 
a Saducee. Notwithiianding the [ſraelites. obeyed 
ml not the Rings commandment, but rather privily 
ak followed the ordinances of the Sages.

He went: there- 
fore and made war upon Tyre and \Si4o#, ſubdu- 
ed them, and compelled them to' be circumci-'&

Ariftobulus regarded not the high Prieſi-hood, 
but ſet light - by it, whercfore the would nor exc- 
cute the office. thercof, but took the Kingdoms up- 
on him, and fct the Crown upon his head,and was 
called the great Ring, | Belides this, he baniſhed 
his mother, and Alexander her Son, his younger 
brother, ar d would not ſuffer them to dwell in Fe- 
ruſalem.

d | After him his brother Alexander reigned, who” 
er fſyas allo called King Fania, being brought out of 
e- priſon, where his brother had put him, and'made- 
id King of Iſrael.He was a mighty man, & valiant in 
t- WI! his wars againſt his enemies, prevailing againlt 
e- flhem.He had wars againſt the Philiftims,namely A- 
dd im and A4ſcalon, whom he put to the worle, and 
»k ſÞvercame them. This man refuſed not the Prieſt-' 
he hood, but was high Priefi, It chanced on a time, 
or hen he food at the Altar to offer ſacrifice, one 
c- þ{ the Sages caſt a Cedar trce on him, whereat he 
he ſited up his right hand upon the Altar,crying,give 
m, Þe my ſwoxd.

"Sf words of comfort, ſaying, My brethren, ye ſhall 
underſtand, that the thing which is once done, 
he muſt needs be termed as it is, and cannot be re- 
mf voked. And truth it is, you cannot excuſe the 
reproach that ye did me, nor I cannot call again 
- the blood that I have ſhed. Notwithſtanding I 
confeſs my fault unto you, and have changed my 
FE indignation. to love, praying you to put. out of 
your heart all rancor and malice, lay away all your 
mourning and ſorrowfulnefs of your minds, re- 
Joycing in your reconciliation and atonement with 
me, and be of good cheer. But they made him 
anfwer : we will not lay away our hatred and en- 
mity, for thou ſpeakeſt but deceitfully, and we 
ſpeak that is truth.

conſultation had, they went to the King of Greece, 
whole name was  Demetrins,ſhewed him what Hir- 
ears and Alexander his ſon had done to the Pha- 
riſees, and all the Iſraelites that bare them good 
will and followed their traditions, and how they 
alſo hated Alexander, for the miſchief that he had 
wrought them, ſo that if any man will come and. 
revenge the malice of Alexander they would be. 
ready to aid him. Demetrizs followed their ad- 
vice, and afſcmbling together all his people, co. 
the number of 400000 horſemen, and footmen 
without number, he took his journey, and encam- 
pcd againſt Sichem- 

The King Alexander raiſed {ix thouſand horſe- 
men to aid him. But the King of the Grecians 
writ privily to the Ancients of the SeQaries, that 
they ſhould not aid Alexander to the ſouldiers 

allo that Alexander had hired, he ſent rewards, 

old and filver, that they returned home to their 
country, and aided not Alexander, whereupon he If © 
was not able to withſtand Demetrius. Therefore $®! 
hearing that Demetrius was removed from Sichem 
rowards Feruſalem, intending to take him in the 
C:ry, he fi:d by night with a tew of his men to the 
mountains and Jlurked there. 

When the men of Jſrael that were in Fudea, 
heard that the King was fled out of Feruſalem,and 
that the City was in fear to come 1n'v the hands 
of the Grecians : thcy gathered themſelves toge- 
ther, and flood tor ther lives, as though all had 
bcen 
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been one man,to the number of ten thouſand, and 
ſet upon Demerrius Camp, killed all his beſt men 
of war, and ſpoiled all his Hoſt, that he fled from 
hem, and came home into his Country with great 
Jiſhonour. | 

This done, the King took heart to him, and re- 
urned to his Kingdom, but the Phariſees fled to 
Bethſhemer, fortifying themſelves aginſt the King, 
vho having intelligence thereof, gathered an Ar- 

y and went againſt them, won the City, and 
ook Boo. of the chiefeft Phariſees, bound them in 
hains, and brought them to Feruſalem. 

Then banqueted he all his fervants upon the 
oof of his Palace in a high place, where his lear- 
ed Peers did cat and drink, till they were drunk. 
And in his merry mood he commanded thoſe cighe 
undred Phariſees priſoners to be fetcht forth, and 
o be hanged cvery man of them upon Gallowſes 
defore him, at which fight he drunk and laughed 
1eartily. 

After this he fc} ſick in the four and twentieth 
ear of his Re1gn, of a grievouz diſeaſe, a Quar- 
ain Aguc, that held him three years 3 and for all 
his he ſhrunk not,nor letted to go to the 'war to 
ncounter and fight with his enemies, what nation 


, ocever they were round about him, as though he 


ad been a whole man. 

In the 27 year of his Reign, which was the 
hird of his fickneſs, he made an expedition into-:_ 
he Land of Moab, againſt a certain City called-:.. 

At which time he was- 
ery ſick and weak; wherefore his wife Alexandria

ſhall have aid of all that dwell in the Land. The 
King anſwered, weep not, nor thew any relem-þ, 
blance of penfiveneſs : I will tell thee what thou 
ſhalt do, and if thou wilt follow my counſel, thou 
ſhalt preſper and Reign, thou and thy children 
as thou wouldſt defire ; put caſe I dye, there is no 
man in the world nced know thercof : tell thou 
every man therefore that asks for me, that I am;

T the Game time came from Rome a famous 
4 A Captain called Pompeixs to war againſt the 
Country of Armenia : This Pompeius (ent*one © 
his chief men to Damaſeo, of whom as AriſtobuſÞ 
lus ( thus befieged ) had heard, and that an Ari 
my of the Romans was come to Damaſeo, he ſent 
him a preſent of four hundred pound weight mÞ 
gold, dcfiring him to remove the Army of th 
Arabians from him, and to raiſc the ficge. 

In thoſe days all the world obcyed the Romr.2ny, 
That Captain therefore writ unto Hartam Kinghh: 
of Arabia in this wiſe : Depart from Jeruſilcm, 
af not, thou ſhale underſtand , thou haſt broke thy 
league with the Senate of Rome, and the whole Army 
of the Romans ſhall ſhortly invade thy Land. Har- 
zam on the fight of this Letter, raiſcd his ſiege ſe; 
and departed from Ferafalem, Hircanr:s allo 

anc 
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rnd Amtipater departed with ſhame and reproach. 
Ariftobulus upon that gathered a great power, 
nd putined after them, gave the Arabians and [/- 
aclites that took Hircanus part, a great over- 
hrow and after returned to Feruſalem with great 
0s 

Shortly after Pompeiues came to Damaſcy, where 
{riſtobulus preſented him with a Vine of Gold, 
s. arve)lous artifhcially wrought. The roots of the 
ine, leaves, cluſters, and Grapes that were upon 
t were pure gold, the weight whereof was five 
undred pound. Pompeius was very glad thereof, 
nd ſent it to Rome to the Conſul, And the 
hole bench of the Senate, which was of the num- 
der of three hundred and twenty Senators , 
ondred at the cunning and wit of him that made 
t: and with great joy they bare it into the Tem- 
le of their gods, placing it in the preſence of the 
rcat Idol Frpiter , fo called after the planet Fu- 
Ar-@yer. | | 
ent Pompeiys writ his Letters to Ariſtobulus, with 
inÞreat thanks and commendation for the ſame, af- 
theBuring him, how both he and the whole Senate fa» 
oured him, and that he ſhould have a fricnd of _ 
im to ſpeak in his cauſe as long as he lived, Hir- 
*nus hearing of this, was clean daſhed and in 
i (pair. But Antipater comforted him, ſaying ler 
ot the friendſhip that js betwixt Pompeius and 
myShy brother diſmay thee : I will go to him and 
ar-Fn.ke him thy friend. Upon that he went to Pom- 
gepeins, and perſwaded his mind to hate Ariſtubulaus

ard moprſhreft, with lack, of courage. 
| When Ariſftoblus had ſaid, there flood up Sn 
great multitude of goodly and beautiful young mene 
apparrelled in cloath of Hyacinth and purple, wit 
mighty targets upon them, and other ornamentWe 
Ot 
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gold: chryſtal, -and precious ſtones, affirming 
ith one accord, that Ariſtobulus {aid the truth :; 
4#Mamecly, that Hircanus was not favoured by the 
tWingdom. At which Pompezzs marvelled, ſaying, 
W2ppy is this people, having ſo many goodly men, 
tWuc in their words, and wife : Happy alſo were 
the Scnate of Rome, if they could bring to paſs, 
PHhat this great Nation might be under their Go- 
efflernance. So he took his journey to Feruſalem 
hQith Hircanus and Ariſftubulus. But aftcr Ariſto- 
"rſh/us perceived that Pompeins ſtood not to the 
s Somiſe he made him at the beginning, or the 
es Mine, he ſet light by him, and fled from him to 
DeEWlexendria in Egypt, whither Pompeizs followed 
ith his hoſte and befireged Alexandria.From thence 
riſtobulus fl.d again to Feruſalem, and Pompeits 
r{ued him alſo thither, writing to Ariftobulus a 
ter of truce and pardon. So Ariſtobulus came 
rth unto him, and Pompeizs did him at that-timc 
© harm, but demanded to be given unto him alli 
e veſlels of the Houle of the Lord, which Ari- 
bulus refuſed to do 3 Pompeius in a rage, cauſed 
lay him faft in heavy iron chains, and aſſaulted 
ryſalem, battering the walls very fore, ti!l rhey 
the Town iſſued out againtt him, and flew of his 
lte twelve thouſand men. 

WAttcr this had the Tſraclitcs civil wars within 
ruſalem, becauſe the hrge was grievous unto

Theſe things done, Marcus Antonius a Nobl 
man of Rome, next unto Otavian Auguſtus Ki 
of Kings, being ſent by Azugaſtus to war upon t 
Kings of the Weſt Countries, reigned in Eg 
and by the provocation of his wife , rebellc 
againſt Ofarian Anguſius, made war with hin 
both by the Sca and Land. And forafmuch 1 
Egypt is near adjoyning to the land of Jſrael, Hi 
rod joyned with him, and helped him. For-Ma 
cus Antonius had aided him before in fuch fort 
that no King durſi meddle with him for fear « 
Marcus Antonius. Whereupon when Marexs co 
ſpired againſt his Prince and maſter, Hercd aidet 
him with an Army, with horſemen and wit © 
ſhips alfo againſt Ofaviaz. In which” wars Odin" 
. vian got the victory, flew Antony and: all his peo 
ple coming by ſhip into the Ifle of Rhodes, and if 
into the Land'of Epypr. F D0330% — 
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Herod hearing that Marcus Antonins was flain, - 
d that Ofavien Auguſtus was come into Epps 
fainted for fear of the diſpleaſure of Ofaviane 
at length he took heart unto him , prepared 
royal prefent to be carried before him, and fol» 
wed after him to  Otavian Anguſtur. And 
ting forwards he called Joſeph rhe husband of 
dumith his fifter ; whom he made' chief of his 
auſhold, commanded him that if O#avian put 
m to death, he ſhould poiſon.

hcy would rub their forebeads, and dv it openly with- 
ut al ſhame; ſo ſhould yow make of your Tudges and 
wulers your open Enemies : But it were far better to 
affer an unjujt Governor, than a juſt exemy , for the 
me robbeth men privily, the other is an open deſtroyer, 
provoke them not therefore» Con(der the wild beaſts ; 
bat be under mens power, and kept in chains as Ly- 
ns, Bears and Leopards : if a man. let them alone, 
bey are quiet and harm no man : but if a man go to 
heir dens and anger them, th:y will fly upou him,and 
orry him, and others too that be preſent : The ſame 
e may perceive in a Fever, and an Agne, which if a 
nan will go about to cure at the beginning, he ſhall 
ahe it more grievons, but if he will remedy it by 
iſure, the fervency of it will eaſily be quenched. Now 
hercfore refrain your ſelves, aud take heed that you

Ciptains that came with Azgrippa and flew them,

YouEdea, with the wiſeft and goodlieft Tſractites, fee- 
ing what was done, departed from Fernſalem, feax- 
Wing Nero, and the cruelty of the Komans :; there- 
fore they took the Town of Sior, and remained 
Where, for they would nur be taken of the Romans 
to be of the ſame confcdcracy with the other : The 
ſeditious hearing that, took the Temple of the 
Lord ; ſo ſedition and civil wars fell between the 
2e MScditious and the Antients : For when Eleaſar 
folfheard, that the Elders and the Heads of the peo- 
es ple were fled to the Mount Sjoz, he and his com- 
o'W pany ſet upon them, prevailed againſt them, and 
ailew a great many of them. Agrippa perceiving the 
power of the ſeditious grew apace, he ſent out of 
I camp, where he lay without the Town, two 
valiant Captains,one named Darixs, the other Phz- 
[ lippus, with 6000 men to ſuccour thoſe Elders and 
ui Sages, that were deſirous of peace : Theſe prevail- 
for ed againſt Eleaſar 3 and the ſcditious that took his 
part; made a great ſlaughter of them, skirmiſh- 
ing for the ſpace of ſeyen dayes together, and at 
olt length put them to flight, and purſued them to 
the Temple. From that time forth the wars 1n- 
> *Wcreaſed more and more, between Eleaſar and his 
Complices, and Agripps with his hoaſt, and the 
PU Sages, Elders, and Princes that took their part.

So Neger decls 
red unto them at large, all things how they chan 
ced unto him ; whetefore the Fews rejoiced great. 
ly that they had found him ahve, and that he wg 
layed by ſuch a miracle, and the Lord delivered 
him : Therefore they put their truſt 1n the Lord, 
belicving that God would be preſent with then 
to aid them, whereof this deliverance of Negr 
they took for a ſure token. The Romans kep 
themſelves within the Town for fear of the Fen 
that were come to bury the bodies. So the Feat 
buried all the bodics of their own part that wer 
flain in both battels, for the Romans were not abl 
to prohibic and let them, but held them in tix 
Town.

Zippory, 
ought with them and got the upper hand, there 
ed he much blood gf the people that had conſpi- 
ed with the Romans, utterly deſtroyed them , 
urnt their Cities and Villages, led their wives and 
hildren priſoners unto Feraſalem 3 and all the Ry- 
ans he found there, he put them to death. 
When Veſpafian and Titus had heard of all that 
7oſephus had done againſt the Romans, both how 
eſlew the Garifons, as many as he could find in 
alilee, and all the Fews that had made any league 
ith him and his ſons,they were wonderful incen- 
Wcd,and in a great ragc. They took therefore their 
ourney, and came to Apitelma, otherwiſe called 
{cho, where at that time , Agrippa King of Fu- 
leaz was abiding, and forty thouſand. men with 
Im, all good men of war, and archers every one:

ut Foſcph had _ intelligence of their coming , 
Wherefore he left Zippory, and went to Tiberius , 
Whichcr Veſpafian tollowed : Foſeph perceiving 

« hem coming, fled from thence to Forpata, the big- 
eli City in Galilee, cloſed up the gates, and there 
Wmaincd with. his Army. Then fent Veſpaſian 
Wcrtain Noblemen, Emb.ſſadors to Foſeph, to 
Wcbate the matter with him in this wiſe : Veſpoſian 
zeneral of the Roman Army, delixcth to know 
hat it ſhould avail thee to be thus pend up with- 
2 walled town,he wills thee rather to come forth 

W entreat a pace with him, and to enter into a 
2guc together 3 for it ſhall be to thy avail co ſerve 
eſar Emperor of the Romans, that thou maycft 
ve, and not be defiroyed, nor any of thy people 
ith thee. Then F.ſcph, ſent Embaſſadors again 
Veſpafian , demanding truce for a few dayecs, 
ut he might deliberate upon the matter with the 
cople, and let them underſiand his words ; perad- 
cnture ſaith he) they will be per{wadzd to make 
exce with thee, and then will we enter lezgue 
ith the Roman Empirc« $0 Veſpaſian ceaſed 
om tighting againit Foſeph, permitiing him to 
nafulc of the thing. Upon that, Foſeph ſent Em+ 
:f{:dors to all the people at -Feruſ.ulem, to the 
ricſts, Chief men, Rulers, and to che reti of the 
zople , giving them to underſtand Veſpaſians 
Wind ; Te ball wnderſftaud brethren, thats Velpatian 
-- Os General 
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eral of the Romans, ſint hs Embaſſadors unto m 


enquiring, What it would avail us, to be ſtiff agaiy 
them, and not rather to come forth, and intreat 


peace, and to Joyn in league together , Hat we muſe: 


ſerve the Emperor of the Romans, ſo to ſave on 
lives, and not to be deſtroyed : And I pray ye,why wi 
ye loſe your lives, your wives, your ſons and daugh 
ers? Why will ye all fall together onthe ſword ? tha 
both they that ſhould be left alive among you, ſhall i 
led captive out of your Country t9 a people that th 
never kyerr, whoſe language they underſtand not 3 an 
your Country ta be made deſolate, your Sanitary lai 
waſte,that there ſhall not be ſo much as one man leftt 
enter into it. Never ſuffer this, you that be wiſe me 
but rather receive my counſel, and come hither tos 
that we may deliberate together, what condition 
peace we ſhail make for the ſafety of our lives, rath 
than to be deſtroyed ; and that we may uſe the can 
modities of your Country, being at peace therein : F 
life and quietneſi, is t0 be preferred before death an 
baniſhment. 

The inhabitants therefore of Feruſalem, both 
Pricfts, Chief men, Rulers, and Noblemen of Ju 
aca with the reſt of the people, ſent unto Foſeph; 
ſaying 3 Take heed to thy (ef , that thou ncv 
conient to this, to receive conditions of peace with 
them, but be ſtrong to fight, till ſuch time as tho 
ſhale conſume chem, ortill thou and all the pec 
ple dye in battel, and fo ſhalt thou fight the bat 
tel of the Lord, tor his people and his Sanctuary, 
with the Cities of our God : in the mean ſeafor 
be it as it may,but let not thy/power be with -

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When Foſeph heard the determination of the 
ople of Feruſalem, how all forts with one'con- 
t willed by the Embaſſadors the continuance 
Wo wars; he was wonderful wroth , and jn a 
Mrcat fury iſſued out with all his people, and ſet 
Wm in array againſt Veſpafian, and the Roman 
oſt, in which conflict were ſlain very many of the 
ews : and from that day forward, Veſpafian began 
Wcrcely to war upon the Ferws. He departed thence 


1" the City Geerara, a great City inthe higheft 


lilee, beficged it, and won it, razed it, flew all 
e people, Man, Woman, and Child,Oxen, Sheep, 
amels and Aſſes, leaving nothing alive ; And then 
efaid, Now begin I to be revenged for the Res 
aus which the Fews murthered in the Land of 
Fudea. From hence he departed, and brought his 
Wrmy to Forpara, where Foſeph remained 3 The _ 
rſt day that he encamped about Forpata, he re- 
cved his ſouldiers with meat and drink plenty , 
nd made them good cheer, then furniſhed he eve- 


uy man with weapons. 


So on the next "morning early; the Roman Ar- 

y gave a great ſhout, and befet the City round 

bout on every fide. In this buſineſs Foſeph food 
don a certain Tower, from whence he beheld the 
uge camp of the Romans z wherefore he ſounded 
orth a Trumpet and gave a fign to batte], iffued 
ut wich the whole power of the Fews that he had 
with him, and fet upon the Romans Camp at the

ed,. that they. ſhall. annoy us no more , and aff 
terwards we (hall 'be.at relt, The Fews alſo on th b 
other ſide encouraged themſelves againſt the K 
mans, (aying,,: At:this time we will-all die toe 
ther, for the-zcal of the Santuary of our Godlif 
and never ſuffer theſe unclean perſons to pollu 
it 3 and having, once dcſiroyed them, we ſhall t 
quiet : So what with the pride of the Ronzats 0 
the one - fide, and the Riffnecked Rubbornnels « 
the Fews on the other 3 much people was flain | 
that- tight, for it continued till the ſecond, thin 
and fourth day. In this while, all the Fews chal ' 
dwelt about Forpata, fled unto Veſpaſians Camp 
and joyned themielves to the Romans to aid them 
and ever as Foſeph skirmiſhed with Veſpaſiun wit 
out the City , Veſpaſt an ſent a power to aflaulc th 
City. So Foſcph and) his men tought with Veſpaſiu 
without the Town, and the Fews,that were with 
in the Town defended the walls againlt the Ar 
of the Romans, .that was a Icfler hoſt made of t 
main Army : but the Fews that were within t 
Town, began to diminiſh every day , -until ve! 
few were |itr. The hardlictt alſu of Foſephs ſould 
ers, and the worthieli young men that tought with

The manner of making of 2n iron Ram, us 
$, 
Firſt, they take a great long thick beam, ups 
eforepart whereol they put a great Rrong head, 
ade like a Rams head, with horns, all of prince 
[lirong iron, the weight of it as much 2s half che 
an, and covereth the beam to the midſt. Then 
en they i into the ground ovcr againſi the place 
that 
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that they intend to batter, two great Trees, li, 
two maſts of ſhips, between which they hang ti 
beam that is called the Ram, with firong Ro 
made of hemp the beſt that may be gotten, a 
iron wier twiſted together : At the hinder part 
the beam from the wall-ward , are rings of in 
ſurely faſtened , with ropes made of hemp & 
wier, tied to them : that when the affaulters \ 
batter the walls, they puſh forward the beam 
though it were a ſpear, and faſten his firong ho 
among the fiones. Then hung they weights 
the rings of the hinder part, and much people 
far off take hold of the repes that come throught 
_ rings behind, and hiale that part of the beam up 
the ground, and by ſuch means they ſhake 0 
wall, that they make it quake again. 

Thus in many places they did wreſt; and wren 
out the ſfiones of the building, fo that afterw 
the wall falleth down. There be allo other n 
ner of engines, as an iron Ram upon four whet 
bound with iron and faſtned with iron nails, 
| this they make four feet, as hath a Ram, as ( 
bigneſs of the beam requireth. The biggeſt | 
the molt part is thirty cubits long, and the |t 
is ten. And look how many feet the Ram hi 
fo many wheels hath it alſo, for every wheel h 
his foot by him : and when they will batter t 
wall, certain men appointed thereunto, draw | 
firſt a good way off, then a great multitude 
men take hold of the hinder part thereof, by { 
porters or levers of wood that arc put thercin!

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Wrike the wall-they will batter. The head of this 
on-Ram that gbeth upon wheels, hath no horn? 
ut is blunt, made of the ſtrongeſt kind of iron, 
ith a wonderful thick neck : they have alſo up-.

e ſafeguard of them that ſhove forth the Ram be- 


ind from the arrows or ſtones of them that are 


pon the walls. The Ram that Titzs uſed. at 
eraſalem, for the moſt part'iran all upon wheels. 
ff the other fort he had only a couple, as we ſhall 

eclare 1n this place. 
The beam of this Ram we even now Jeſerib'd; | 
as as thick as ten men 'could fathom, . andthe 
Wnreth thereof was tifty cubits; It was alſo  hol- 
ww within, and filled with Ox hides folded 
Mid fowed together. The wood ſerved for none 
Wther purpoſe than that the faſhion of the leather 
waWight be ſet as upon a mold. The hinder part of 
e beam was covered over with iron plates; 
he leather was put within, that the beam 
ould not break with the poiſe of the weights 
at were hanged by the rings behind, whercas 
en appointed - for the purpoſe, haled at the 
pes to draw back the beam. The wood- there- 
dre that went about the kather, ſerved to: keep 
eleather in faſhion. They covered it with an 
on plate, leſt they that k?pt the walls ſhould 
t it on fire: the horns that were upon the head 
f the Ram, were as many as they liſted, .but ne- 
er fewer than ten, and then the beam was X X 
its long, tior alſo more than fifty, and then the 
eam was a hundred cubits in lepgth.

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every: horn was as thick as a man' could fatho 
the length was a cubit and a-half at leaſt. Thyh 
wooden wall or Pentiſe was as long as the leathellfhi 
that was put in the Beam, and it was (et on bot!

fend the men that laboured to batter the wall, le 
they ſhould be hurt with arrows or darts. 
The Ram: that Veſpaſian uſcd at Foppata, whidiſz, 
he beſieged, and me.in it, was, made in this ſorffiy 
The length thereof was fifty cubits : it had twentſhh, 
five horns in the head, which was as thick as talkn 
men,every horn alſo was as thick as one man, ang; 
berwixt every horn, the ſpace of one cubiter 
The weight that 'was hanged at the hinder paihf 
was. a thouſand five hundred Talents, even 
Talent was about a. hundred Troy weight : tihbc 
men that laboured in the executing of this Enginly 
were fifteen hundred. To remove it from ofa 
place. to another, or from one City to anothyghe 
were appointed a hundred and fifty yoke of OxeMac 
or elſe three hundred brace of Hoxſes and MuleWot 
If they were to affault any Forts or Cities th 
ſiood on hills, then they did divide' it in parts, aW&val 
bring it up to the ficge by piece-meal, and thereWpoy 
was fect together again.

' Now when the Romans had battercd the wiliyall 
of Forpata, and Foſeph perceived them to ſhake, We c 
took great ſacks, filled them full of chaff, and hayh 
£d them down by: the walls, that. the hors T] 
the Ram could not come nigh the ones of Wow: 
'wall, but light upon'the ſacks, which by reaWboy 
of the ſoftneſs of the chaff, hindred and brake Mighe

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roke, that the walls were leſs hurt : For the na- 
Wurc of ſoft things is, to give back tothe hard, and 
Wo weaken their force. | | 

But Veſpaſian ſeeing the ſubtilty of Foſeph, uſed 
Iſo policy for policy ; for he ſent into the town 
Wecretly, . Fews, Spices, which when the batteries 
ould be, might cut afunder the cords that the 
cks were tycd to, and with them ſlip down the 
alls, where the Romanys were ready to receive 
Whem, that they ſhould not hurt them in the fal}, 
nd immediately. they firuck the Wall with the 
Ram. There was at that preſent in the City, a 
ertain valiant man, named Fleagzar, of the houſe 
f 442ni the high Prieſt that then dwelt at Feru- 


veralenm : This»Eleazar perceiving the Romans to go 


 tiWbout to batter down the Wall as they did before, 
nWlucked out of the Walt a mighty ſtone, ſo that he 
ade a great hole, or gap, whereat he {lid down 
he Wall, and. firadling did light on the Engine, 
ade faft an iron chain to the horns thereof, and 
Wot again up nimbly and quickly, from the beam 
Wito the Town, with the chain in his hand, for the 
all was not very high above his head, as he ſtood 
don the Ram 3 then the other tall fellows took 
{Wold npon the chain, faſtened it to the pillars and 
alls in the Town, that the Romans might rather 
conſtrained to break their Ram, than take it 

may from thence. | 
The Prieſt Eleazar yet once again boldly went 
Wown and fat upon the beam, ſlew fifty men that 
pooured about the Ram, and the reſt he put to 
'ght 3 then returned into the Town being.drawn 
L 2 up 
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up again from the beam to them that were withic 
the Town,greatly rejoycing in his manhood. Aﬀe 
that, he went up upon a high Tower, from when 
he tumbled down with a mighty force a -gre; 
ſtone, and a hard, on the head of the Ram an 
brake it, that both a great part of the head a 
the horns fell on the ground ; For the iron th 
it was Covered withal was old and ruſty, fo that 
was much walſicd, and eaten therewith 3; the ropz 
were allo old. After that Eleazar went down agait 
took part of the head that was broken, and hurle 
it into the Town 3 the Rowans that remaincd, q 
ther he ſlew, or put to flight. The Archers hy 
at him, and wounded him with five Arrow 
wherefore by the hc!p of his fellows upon the wi 
he climbed up, otherwiſe he had not been ablc folic 
the gricf of his wounds. | 
The people then gave a ſhout for joy of ti 
victory of the worthy Pricſi Eleazar that had flu 
the Romans, and broke their Ram, wherein the 
put their confidence, and brought part of it in 
the Town, and faftencd it with an iron chain, 
the Romans could not pull it back again to then 
nor have the uſe of it afterward, wherefore-d 
vers of the beſt Citizens of Forpata armed then 
{clves that day, being fiir'd with the great coury 
that they had ſeen in Eleazar 3 and went dow: 
hewed-the beam to pieces, brought the poiſes wit 
the rings,and two maſis with them into the Tow! 
and the ſame day died Eleazar with great reno! 
as one that had fought for the SanQuary of t 
Loxd, and for his people and Country of Jr 
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\\teWike a faithful ſervant and Souldier of the Lord : 
Wwhom all the people mourncd for, burying him in 
he Town, honouring him for his death, worthi- 
Wrels, and faithfulneſs, appointing him a worthy 
emory alſo, for that he had waged battel wrth 
he enemies of the Lord. 
The young men of the Fews ſeeing this, and eſpe- 
jally two of them, the one called Nitra, the other 
Polipas, men of great wiſdom and underſtanding, 
and therewith expert in the Wars, being moved 
ith zeal of the God of 7ſrael, opened the gates, 
and iſſued againſt the Romans, skirmiſhed with 
"chem, and flew many of them. But at levgth they 
ere ſlain themſelves in the skirmiſh, for the San- 
fury of their God, for Iſrael, and their country. 
When Foſeph ſaw the Wars to increaſe more and 
Wore, he ifſued out, and made a great flaughter in 
the Roman tents, burnt the mount and Engins of - 
ar that the Romans had left, by which means the 
Wars waxed yet hotter, infomuch that Foſeph 
Wcpulled the Romans. For when they ſaw the Fews 
0 deſperately give their lives for their God and 
Lind, they would not abide their force. 
Veſpaſian (eeing his men ſhrink, he ſtood up, and 
ncouraged them, cxhorting them with fair words 
Wand promiſes, as well Gold and Silver, as meat 
and drink, wherewith the Romans allured, fought 
with Foſeph that day unto the Sun-ſfetting, and as 
onthe battle waxed hot,the Fews wounded Veſpaſian 
{ With an arrow in his right Icg,which fore dilniayed 
[free Romans when they ſaw the bluod run down 
11's leg, and that day was a fore tight between the 
= Jews 
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Fews and the Romani. Titus ſeeing his Father 
wounded, bcing fore abaſhed, ran to him to help 
him, to whom his Father ſaid : How is it my fon, if 
that thou art thus aftonied ? Take heart to thee, and 
with a courage revenge thy Father of theſe Jews that 
have now the better hand of us. So both Titus and 
Veſpaſian, with all their whole hofi, fought that 
day a ſure tight, and many were ſlain on both parts, 
yea, very few wereleft on Foſephs part, with whom 
be returned into the Town. 

The next day, the Romans raiſed a new mount, 


inſtead of that which F.ſepb burned, and plantediif” 


another iron Ram thereupon, between two poli 

accordingly 3 for V«ſþaſian had brought four «ff 
this ſort with him from Rome, but other battering 
pieces upon wheels, had he with him thirty, wha 
more, what lels 3 the bigger ſort were thirty cubit 
long, the leſſer ten. He brovght alſo ten E 
gines to hurle great ſtones withal, when he ha 
placed aboat the Walls. The Romans therefore re 
newcd the aſfiults againtt the Town, as they wer: 
wont before. But the Town was row delolatt 
and naked.of the ftoutelt Warlike men, for they 
wcre all ſlain in the tights. Albeit Foſeph remainec 
and a few with him, who went every one, and th 
women alſo, to defend the walls, for there was a 
mott no men left for the War. Then the Rv 
mans flung, with the Engines that flood on the 
mount, ftones into the Town on every fide. |t 
chanccd that a great ſtone hit a woman with chil 
with {uch violence, that it paſſcd through ht 
body, and carricd the child with it, by the ou 
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her @alf a mile. They caft up and raiſcd yet other 
ounts alſo, from whence they flung itones. And 
Wnother like chance hapned. A fone cameand hit 
ne of Foſephs men of war, 2 valiant man, in ſuch 
ort, that it divided his head from his body, and 
ade it flyea large mile off. At the ſame time one 
ff the Roman fouldiers deviſed with himiſclf, how 
0 hit Foſeph with a venored arrow, and gat him 
Winder a wall where Foſeph was, to accomplith 
is purpoſe ; but Foſeph efpied him, and cryed 
o him, hold thy hand, thou wicked fellow 
and do not kill me : with that the fcllow ſtart- 
d ſomewhat afide, being afraid at Fofephs voice, 
and ſuddenly the Fews out of the Town pou- 
d hot oyl upon him from the wall and his skin 
as ſcalded off, and he ran away naked and 
ng. and yelling to the Romans Camp, where 

e dyed. | 
Viſpaſian 8nd his ſon Titzs were «fully deter- 
Wnincd co continue the affault, untill the 49. day 
notwithſtanding the walls were {o high, that they 
could not win the Town. Yet at kength the men 
were {o ſpent within the Town, that they that 
Wrcmained alive, were fo wearied with toyling that 
they were no longer able to furnifh their watch 
upon the wal). This upon a certain night, Veſpaſiars 
1009 Titus underfianding, ſcaled the Walls at a quar- 
Wecr where watchmen were lacking, and after them 
many more of the Roman touldicrs followed, 
which went down on the intide, and brake open 
the great gate of the Town, whereat centred the 
whole Army of the Romans. And being within tae 
L 4 Town 
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Town, ſounded their Trumpets, and ſhouted 
battle, The Fews with the alarum, tumult, 
hurly burly of the Romans, awaked out of t 
ſlcep, and were ſore afraid. Notwithſtanding ey 
man took him to his weapon, and drew to 
Market-place as faſt as they might. They | 
made the Market-place of the Town o large 
purpoſe, that if any buſineſs ſhould happen, thi 
might come together the whole City it they wou 
and as they looked about them,they faw the Ry 
Army entring in at the Town, by the way t 
came from the great gate. Then fought they wi 
the Romans, and divided evenin the M:1ket pl 
where they flood, exhorting one another, and ( 
ing, Let us dyc here fighting, and never ſuffer 0 
ſelves to be taken alive. But Foſeph and forty m 
with him, worthy men all, fled away into a wot 
where they found a certain Cave, and hid the 
{clves therein. All the reſi of the Citizens w 
tlain in that conflict, for they would not yield, n 
commit themſelves to the Romans, they trullÞ 
them (o little. For on a time,a. ccrtain Few beſougi 
a Roman-(ouldicr to (ave his: life, and the Row 
ſware unto him, ſaying, God deal thus and thi 
with me, if I ſlay thee, therefore yield and con 
bither to me. The Few rcquired him to giveh 
Tight hard that he might truſt him, and the Rom 
reached him his Icft hand. The Few being difmay' 
In that great fear mark*e 'not nat it was his le 
hand , But when the Roman had once ho!d of hi 
he kept him faſi with that hand, and with his rig 
took his (word,& flew the Few that then was na 
Dy = __hawin 
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ing caſt away his weapon, upon truſt of the 
mane 

When the Fews ſaw how the Roman regarded 
t his oath, but ſlew the Few, that,upon the truſt 
his promiſe and oath, had yielded himſelf unto 
z they determined to die altogether, and ne- 
to truſt the Romans : Whereupon they reſol- 
1, th(id with themſclves, utterly to die for the holi- 
woulHls of the Lord God of 1ſrae!, but in fo doing, 
y ſlew much people of the Romans, and far 
re than they had done in any other battel, yer 
Y!cngth the City was taken.

to live in this diſhonour. What fect thou thy 
thou wouldſt defirxe to live > Should thou nofffl. 
rather defire death than life ? Peradventure tho 
perſwadett thy ſelf, that they call unto thee to ſay 
thy life, or for thy commodity 3 but without dout 
this were a vain perfwafion:: For they call thee fy 
none other intent than to take thee alive, and t

ith one of his arms alſo.But his Servants ſtept

did at Tzarva, to leave not a man thercin.

Widcs this, he was a murtherer, ready to ſhed 
100d, and to do any miſchicf; a great robber, 
Wnd one that ever gapcd for other mens goods, 
y which means he was become very rich : 
Wherefore there reſorted unto him all vain per- 
ons, manſlayers, Rebels, and Rufhuns like him- 
giving them large rewards, that they might 
eof his traternity, his brethren, and adherents 
nd he to be their head. Titus was fent to this 
ty by his Father, to offer them conditions of 


haYWcace, whicther when he was come, he ſent his 


mbafſadours to the Citizens to treat of peace 
ith them 3 whercunto the Citizens accorded 
d were ready to enter into league with Tztus. 
hen as this wicked Fehochanan perccived 
at the ancient men of the Town,and the heads 
ould accept of peace,he commanded his com- 
Waanions to guard the walls, to hinder them from 
caking with the Romans, ſaying, that they 
emſclves would return them an anſwer : fo 
Wercfore (editious Fehochanan made anſwer to

anfiver ; wherewith Tizus was content, and 
ferr'd the aſſault for two days.

” Whcarken and to aid theſe. God forbid we ſhould 


do this, for we all both chat be here, and the 
other Edomites alſo, be ſervants of the Lord and 
his people, and the houſe of the Lord. Whiles 
they were thus talking together, there aroſe up 
"Mz great Cloud, and lightnings were fcen, with 
fre and darkneſs, with mighty thunder-claps 
and ſhowers of hail, that all that ſaw it were 
wonderfully afraid, wherefore the people fled 
wholly z left not only the walls but A4nanz al- 
ſo, for they could not abide to tarry any lon- 
ger : but Anaxztook heart unto him,and abode 
it, to mark thoſe horrible figns of Heaven

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Mary of the Lord. Solikewiſe judged all the 
IME'ders that were with him, without perceiving 
What all theſe ſigns betokened the evils that 
hould come wpon Feruſalem and all 1ſrael. 
2M When they that were ſhut in the Temple, per- 
ceived that they that kept the watch before the 
gate of the Temple, were fled alſo for fear of the 
Wicmpeſt,they went and opened the doors of the 
AM Temple, and in that darkneſs, which although 
MW it was fo great, that one could not ſee another 
for the thickneſs thereof, neither durſi any of 
the town once lock out of his doors (they were 
ſo afraid of thoſe terrible figns of the Element) 
Ml yet came thoſe delperate fellows, the Seditious 
SM out of the Temple,drew toward the walls with- 
2 out all fear,with Saws and other Inſtruments.to 
ſl cut alunder the bars of the gates. And when the 
craſhing of the thunder and hail was greateſt, 


the locks and bolts of the-gates, leſt they ſhould 
be perceived. And ever when the thunder-clap 
was paſt,then ſtayed they and left offtill it came 
again. Thus plaiGithey till they had broken 
and opcned the gates; and let the Edomites into 
the City : who being once come in, wandered 
here and there, for that night, deviſing how 
they might ſet upon the Citizens of the town, 
and utterly defiroy them. 
They calld out firſt their confederates, that 
tf remained in the Temple, brought them thence, 
and joyned together with theEdomres, (wearing 
off 20s to another, that they ſhould be one people 
/ Bs an 


then laboured they hardcfi in wreſting aſunder 
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one Army.And forthwith, being fo confederat; 
together, they ſlew the fame night, 8500 of the 
people of God, all good men of God, all good 
men of War ; beſides innumerable other, that 
they killed of the common people.In the morn. 


ing they laid hands on the rich men, haled then 


betore the Judges,and lxx. Elders, which other. 
wile is called Sanbedrim, whom they called to- 
gether : And there wicked Fehochanau the 
Galilean, (pake unto them in this wile. 

Why condemn ye not theſe rich Cobs, that 
have made a conſpiracy with the Romans, and 
determine to betray this holy City into their 
hands ? namely, one Sechariabs a juſt man, a 
perfe&, godly, and vertuous, one that fearcd 
the Lord, and loved both God and man ; but 
for his riches only which were great, this Feh» 
chanan (Captain of the Seditious) apprehended 
him, willing the Elders to condemn him to 
death, for that he had joyned with their ene- 


mies, (as he ſaid) to betray the City to them. 


The Prieſts, Elders, and Judges hearing his 
words, and perceiving that both he and the ref 
of his bloody band, delired nothing elle than to 
make this man away,althoughthey knew him to 
be moſt innocent, they wept and ſighed greatly : 
Fehochanan \eccing them weep for Sechariabn, 
and that they would not condemn him,reſpcc- 
ing his juſtice and integrity z; What quoth he, 
do you begin to mourn before there be any 
corple preſent ? 1 would I ſhould never come 
where God hath to do, but if ye order it thusin 

your 
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your judgments ye thall be the firſt that we will 
ay hold of, and we will fit in judgment our 
ſelves, to diſcern the matter for the people of 
God according as we ſhall think good. Then 
lying apart all ſhame, with an obftinate mind, 


the wicked fort hoyled away Sechariahwn,carried 


him out of the place of judgment, 2nd brought 
him up to the top of a high Tower, at the Eaſt 
end of the Town, from whence they caſt him 
down headlong, and he died at the Wall fide in 
the vail of Feboſopbat.ThePricfts therefore were 
fore afraid for their own parts, and the Judges 
alſo with the Elders ſeeing the wickedneſs of 
Fehochanan and the reſt of the Seditious : For 
Tehochanan had given them warning and faid, 
Except ye give ſentence on every man that we 
ſhall bring unto you, according to our minds, 
be ye aſſured, all ye ſhall go the ſame way that 
Sechariabu 1s gone before you. Acer that they 
apprehended a juſt man, and a rich, that was 
beloved of all the Town, whoſe name was Go- 
rinian, furnamed Valiant, and he was a valiant 
man indeed, moſt expert in wars, thereto wile 
and witty,and a man of a pure and perfc& life, 
one that was ever the foremott in batte], when- 
loever they had any confli& againſt the Gentiles - 
that befieged Feruſalem ; and this was his ac- 
cuſiomned manner, when the encmics marched 
to joyn battle with the Fews, we would run 
upon them with all his might, avd made ſuch 


{haughter of them, that in ſpight of their hearts 


he-would force them to retire 3 and by that

head wonderfully mangled with the wound" 
that he had received in the battels that he had 
been in for the people of the Lord ; yet noy 
becauſe he would not follow the villanous mind

When they were come to the place of execution, 
Gorinion fell down before them, and belought 
them with tears in this wiſe 3 ſeeing ye have loÞ*!

When 
Schimeon heard this, he went and deliberated 
with his own Council, and they liked the laft 
advice beſt, wherefore that they concluded up- 
on. So Facob the Edomite returned by night , 
to Aſa, and declared to the Ancients of the 
Town,how he had been in Schimeons Cimp,and 
had viewcd his Army , whereby he had percei- 
ved good hope , that he ſhould deliver Schime- 
ou into their hands ſhortly. The Elders there- 
fore made him grand Captain, and chief of all 
their men of war , charging cvery man in this 
wiſe: Foraſmuch as none ot you are fo expert 
in the knowledge of warfare as is Facob, therc- 


| fore it behoveth you to follow him in all things: 


If he ſet forward, fet ye forward 3 whereas he 
pitcheth his tent, pitch ye alſo; if he ſtay, ſtay 
ye; if he fleeth, fleeye; To be ſhort, when 


he returneth, then return ye, and go not one 
hairs 
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Hairs breadth from that that he thall command 
you neither one way nor other. Upon the next 
morrow Schzmcon iſſued out of his C:mp, with 
all his Army, and upon that afſembled Fay 
his men, and went out to mcet him, But when 
they came to the point ready to joyn;end Schi- 
mon with his Company had charged their 
ficves againft them z by and by Facob left the 
Ficld, turned his back and fled , and the chic 
ſouldiers that were about him, fied with him, 
The xcſt of the people ſeeing their Captain 
flze, they took themſelves likewiſe to flight cve- 
ry man: then Schimeon purſuing, made a great 
{laughter of them, and won the Tows,bringing 
them under his ſubjc&ion. And when he had 
ſacked the houſes of them that were flain f 
the Edymites, and fpoiled their goods, which 
was very much ; the reſt that he took priſoners 
and kept alive, he made peace withal, and 
pyncd them unto his own Carp. 

Aﬀter that he departed from thence, accom: 
panicd wich 40000 good fighting men, part E 


damites, and part Fews, and came to Chevron... 


which he won, and defiroyed all their gram, 
and coin fields : Yet after, he repaired their 
walls, and ſuch of them as were left alive, madc 
peace with Schimeouy, who received them 1nto 
League with him, and they became his men, 


and fol!'owcd him in all his wars. So he diff 


lodged from thence with all his army, whic 


by the. accelhon of the Chebronites was nov 


wondertully increaſed, aid determincd to

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' And when he came nigh unto the City, he 
ranged here and there , d«firoying the truirs 
that were upon- the Ground, and alfo their 
COIN». 

Captain Fehocbanan having intelligence of 
Schimeons coming to beliege the Town, and 
how he had deſtroyed the fields, thought to 


have gone out of Feruſalew, and to fight with 


him, but he duxsſt not 3 for his Spies had told 
him that he ſhould not be able to overcome 
him, he had ſo puiſſant an Army , and fo well 


appointed. Yet neverthele{&he ſued out, and 


hy in ambuſh tor Sc-2zmeen. In the mean ſpace, 
by: chance Schimeons wife (that was fled out of 
Ferieſalem, with her men and women ſervants 
toward her husband; for fear leſt he ſhould be 
flain for her husbards ſake, if ſhe ſhould have 
tarricd at Ferwſakers) paſſed by where he lay in 


bis ambuſh : 'Hir he took, end brought again 
to Feruſalers, nbt a little proud of ſuch a prey, 
thinking, Now we ſhall have Schimeon at our 


pleaſure, ſeeing we have his wife our priſoner : 
he loveth her fo entircly,that he will do for.her 


fake whatloever we will have him. This came 
to Schimeons ear,who had taken that time many 


of Fehochanans men, and cut off their right 
hands, ſending them with ſuch ſhame to Feru- 
ſalem to theix Mafter. He: fent moreover Em- 
biſſadors to Fehochanan , willing thim to ſend 


' him his Wife, in ſuch fort, that ſhe might come 


to him with all that was hers : or if hc refuſed” 


' todo it, he {bould be cxtieamly handled, = 
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he would take the Town ere-it were long, an( uf 


to Fehochanans ſhame,cut off the hands and leg 
of all them: that did inhabit it. 


Febochanan hearing this, was ſore afraid, and|ff 
all chat were with him, and therefore they ſen 
him his Wife 3 whereupon Schimeon kept hin 
within the Town. - And as Schimeon played 
the Tyrant without , fo likewiſe did Febs 


chanan within. For Febochanans Souldier 
raviſbed the T/raelites Wives , and ſhed inno- 
ccnt blood. 

Shortly after, Schimeon left the Town for : 
ſpace, and returned into Idumes; for he hai 
word that the men of moſt power,and the rich 
cli ſort of that Country rebelled. Whereupa 
he ſacked and ſpoiled all che Towns of Idames; 
and left them nothing : infoumuch that he ws 
| become very rich, and then returned to Fers- 
ſalem, bringing the Edomites wholly with him, 
that were meet for war : and many of the Fen! 
reſorted to him, and with his power he be 
lieged Feruſalem, even at the very gates. Yet 
the Tyranny of Fehochanan and his Complice 
ceaſcd not, but increaſ.d more and more daily 
in 7eruſalens, infomuch that they, taught the Ci 
£12cns of Feruſalem to murther their neighbos, 
and to commit adultery with their wives: bj 
which means fornication was rite and common 
in the City. Yca,many of the pzople and youths 
ſhaved their beards, letting the 'hair of. thelt 
« heads grow, and accompanied themſelves with

And « xcept the Edomites 
that were fl d to Feruſalem from the tyranny of 
Schimern, had (uccoured the Citizens, the'whole 
peopl. of Feruſalem had been utterly deſtroyed 
Wand fliin every muthers fon by Febochaxan 3 
be. is power was {o great. 

Yall Then Aran the High Prieſt, and the other 
Priefts, with the wed. faichful, and Sages , 

and the reli of the pevple of Feruſalem ſccing 
Cite wickednels of Jebochanan, and that they 
could not ſuff. r it any longer , conſulted toge- 
ther to deliver the Tuwn to Schimeon; and 
bring him in, and make him their King, to help 
che them againſt Fehochay 74, whom they took to be 
far worſe, than Schimeon hoping that it might. 
«| ome to paſs, that Sehimeon ſhould lay Fe-

the Town 3 bur Schimeon craftily denied it 
ſaying 3 What ſhuuld I come into thc Town toſf 
you that hate me, and of late baniſhed me your 
Town? Yc<t they cealcd not, but ſent the ſame 
Amitzai to him again , to intreat him in the 
name of all the people, to come into the City, 
And by this means, upon a certain night ap 
pointed, he entred into Jeruſalem with his who 
army: Notwithſtanding he was no ſooner with. 
in the Town, but he brake his promiſe and 
league - that he had made with the Ci: izens;ii 
and whereas he had promiſed to ſuccour them i 
and aid them, now he was altered, and became 
their enemy, joyning himſclf with Fehocbanan; 
And thoſe two Rebcls reigned in the City 
Fernſalem by courſe, one one month, and ane 
ther acgather. So where before Schimeors com 
ing, they thought much to bear the yoke an{ 
opprethon of one ſcditious perſon, now wer 
they conſtrained to hold aown their. ſhoulder, 
and bear the yoke of two. - | 

Yet within two dayes after, there fell a vari 
ance and diſcord between Fehochanan and Schifihi 
meon,about Eleagar the Pricit, the fon of Anal 
the high Prieſt. This Eleazar was the beginner, 
and firſt ſower . of {edition amongſt the Tſe 


lites , whom Schimeon would now have put ; 


.to death, fo be revenged of his father that br 
niſhed him out of Feruſalem; but Febochanm 
. took Eleazars part , and defended him; Fa 
Eleagar was alwayes Febochaxans fricnd , -

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ntofided him. His Father was high Pricſt,and bare 
tſp great rule in Feruſalem, wherefore Eleazar 
\ toffkwas of a great eſtimation and authority wich 
ourWhe Elders, ſo that they durſt not apprehend 
mem ; and as his father alſo looked negligently 
theFnto him, and let him do what he lift, becauſe 
ad no more ſons but him. So he was the firſk 
hat aſſembled naughty perſons together, and 
eld ever on Fehochans fide , from his firſt 
oming to Feruſslem. And for his ſake, tell di-

N this while, Yeſpaſian had ſent Antony, and 
ML Marnkinimwu, (.two Noblemen, and of his 
"Wouncil ) to Rome againſt Viteliizs, that they 
"Wight make him out of the way, and then 
"Would he come to Rome to recave the Imperi- 
Crown there. 

Theſe two Captains went therefore and rai- 
81 an Army, by whoſe aid they (ct upon Vzzet- 
vil, and ſlew him not without much ado ; for 
nice were ſlain that day at Rome, So. thouſand 
Fabod mcn of - war. When Veſpafian had word 
alt he was diſpatched; he made ſpeed 
al | P to 
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to Rome to his Coronation, dividing firſt hig4y 
Army into two parts 3 whercot he took the © 
wirh him to Rome, as a (ſafeguard for him 
whatfocver ſhould happen, and the other hel 
with Tizus his fon to befiege Feruſulem with 
So departing, he left his fon Ti: at Alixa 
dria, commanding him to rem4in therc,till (ud 
time as hethould fignific unto him otherwil 
by his Letters,and ſhew him what hc ſhould doffþby 
and that in no wilc he ſhould aticmpt the fiep 
of Feruſalem in the mean ſpace Titus anſwerdt 
T ſhall do (dear Father) :c-ording wito your confffot 
mandment, for to you it blong.th to commu 
and unto meto obey. 

Veſpafian took with him Rig Agrippa, J 
Munabas his fon, he fearirg, ictt ihicy w. uld 
bc}, and me F»ſcph Prictt and prifon.s allo 
bound tn chains. for fo had hi: Council mov n 
him, ſzying : We cannot fay the contrary, bday 
thai we have found no fiyn of rb: lion un 7 
ſeph tutiierto, nenthe thiuk we that Ic hath ga 
about any 3. bur, Who can tdll whin we 
gone hence, whether he will not flLe to Jer 
im, and help toftt thim ai unity and c:ncon 
then they make him thei: Ki: g, and attcr 
be the ſorer enemy unto us? B.tides this, yi 
ſhall have necd of him in this journey, he be! 
a man of ſuch great prudcnce, and wild: 
that whoſoever tolloweth his, counſcl!, 
bring his mattcrs to good ard fortunaic| 
cels.Veſpaſian liked well their advice, ant 
him. pritoner with him, together with Ki

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{yrippa and his fon : albeit they had no irons 
pon them, neither on hand, or foot, but only 
ad their Keepers appointed them, that they 
ould not ſtep «fide. 

And as. Veſpafizy drew nigh Rome, all the 
xaFCitizens came forth to meet him, and received 

udſhim with great joy, and mighty Shews. Then 

Sc commanded chat I thould. bo put in priſon, 
Wut Agripps and his fon he let go at liberty. 
he next day aſſembled all the Senate of Rome, 
Wo create Veſpaſian Emperour, after the mannex 
f the Romans, with whom was Agripps and 
his fon. I alfo entreated the Jaylur to let me 
have Keepers with me, and ſo to bring me to 
he place where he ſhould be Crowned Ceſar : 
phich the Jaylor granted me, and went with 
e himſclfto the place, and brought me where 
might ſce all that was done. Within few 
layes after, Veſpafian took diſpleaſure with 

(grippa, upon the information of certain evil 
Milpoled perſons, that had ſlandered him, and 
perlwaded Veſpaſian that he went about to re= 
bel, and how he had ſent letters unto Feruſa- 
Wen, concerning the ſame matter 3 wherefore 
\Ypaf zax put both him and his fon Munabas, to 

cath. 

This befcl three years and a half before the 
lefiruRtion of Feruſalem. Moreover, before this 
Sdeced, the continual Sacrifice ceaſed, for a thou- 
land, two hundred, and ninety dayes, as if is 
written in Dag. Chap. 12+ Aud from the time. 
tbat the contingat Safrifice frall be taken away, 
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and abomination ſhall he put into deſolation, « 
thouſand two hundred and ninety dayes. 

The ſame year and month that Agripps was 
put to death, God moved the mind ot Veſps- 
fan to remember me with his mercy : where. 
fore he commanded that I ſhould be fetched 
out of priſon and brought to his preſence. And ſh, 
as I ſiood in irons before him, Ceſar bade me 
welcome, and ſpake comfortably unto me, ſay- 
ing, Thou knoweſi very well that Lhave loved 
chee from the day I firfi ſaw thee, and though 
I have kept thee continually in durance, do not 
think I did it of any ill will or malice toward 
thee ; but rather thou mayeſt perſwade thy, 
CeIf, I did it left the Roman Princes ſhould diſ-M 
dain at thee, and ſay : Sce, here is a fellow, that 
in our wars hath endamaged us fo greatly, y« 
now gocth he check-mate with us, in as great 
fayour as we : Let us kill him, and put him out 
of the way. But, my friend Fſzph, be of good 
chear, I will deliver thee from theſe iron bands, 
and thou ſhalt be with me 'in no wox(ſe calc 
than one of my chicf Princes. I will ſend thee 
into Fewry to my ſon Titus, to whom thou ſhalt 
be as a Father and a Counſellour. 

Thou knoweſt Titzs was he that took pity; 
on thee, and would not ſuffer thee to be put to 
death; Yea, he hath ſundry times moved me to 
releaſe thee of thy bonds, and to honour thee, 
which I have deferred to do only for this caulc 
that I ſhewed thee. I made him anſwer, But 
how can I be quiet, or in ſurety of my lit: Wc 
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; long as I am in thy company and thy ſons, 


cing Agrippe and his ſon, were ſuddenly put 


" death by you ? Ceſa? anſwered, Hold th 


ace Foſeph, I never looked for any goodneſs 


f Agrippa and his fon. Thou knoweſi not what 
hey had wrought againſt my Majcſiy, and how 


ey went abont to rebel 3 thou haft born their 
nes with thy hands. Doft thou not know I 
onoured him and his ſon in Ferry, how I 
ould not ſuffer any of my Army to annoy 
y of his Cities ? I anſwered, Yes, I know, it 
28 fo, as your Majeſty faith, Then faid he; 
ut for all this hath Agrippa requited me again 
ith evil. For what time as the Nobles of 
ome in Ferry went about to make me Em- 
rour, thinking me ſomewhat more meet to 
| the Empire than Viwellizs, Agripps perſwa- 
d them that they ſhould not make me Em- 
rour, affirming that there was nothing in me 
orthy wherefore they ſhould promote me to 
at dignity. And after when he came to Rome, 
went from one Biſhop to another, and cau- 
d them to go to the Biſhops, to accuſe me of 
ch crimes as in my Conſcience I knew no- 
ling at all of. . 
By this I perceived that Agritps's heart was 
ll of -xencour and rebellion, and therefore I 
dged him to death. For wbere 4s wicked-. 
i is, there it is meet that condign puniſh-. 
# ſhould not be lacking. And I pur his fon 
death likewiſe 3 For the Son of a Traytour 
tht 2208 to live upon the earth , becauſe thas_ in 
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bis beart remaineth the work of hus Father, being 
conceived and born of a rebellious ſeed ; But (Yn 
have found thee always faithful and true, an#: 
therefore I commend my fon to thy witdon 
With this he commanded my irons to be take 
away from me, and bcing releaſed and at libe 
ty, he ſet me honourably among the Prince 
and Senators. Then faid I unto him, Is nc 
this a great diſhonour unto me, that I ſhoul 
be delivered from my bonds, and neverthelc| 
my Country-men thet be with me to be kept 
priſon till?

But Fehochanan, who becaul: of the great rc- 
ſort of the people unto him, was fironger than 
EleaZar, he took the Market place and tireets, 
and the lower part of the City. | 

Then Schimeon the Feruſolemite , took the 
higheſt part of the Town: wherefore his men 
annoyed Febochanans part fore with Slings and 
Croſs-bows, | 
- Between theſe three there was alſo moſt cru- 
e] battels in Feruſalem tor the ſpace ot tour 
dayes, without ceaſing or any breathing, and 
every day were very many lain, ſo that the 
blood of the Fewr that were then ſlain, ran 
every place moſt abundantly, through the mar- 


ket-places and ſtreets, yea even to the roxy 
01 
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of the Lord, like unto a flood that-had come of 
oreat ſhowers and unto the. threſholds of the 
gates of the teraple, the dead bodies overwhel- 
med one another by heaps, for no man buried 
ef them. Febochanan having the middle part of the 
town, had Schimeon on the one tide of him, and 
Fleazar cn the other. 

But Schimeon had the beſt place; from whence 
he might avncy both Zehochanan and Eleazar. 
Flezzar did alſo what he could to endamage 
Schimeon. Ard Fehochanan that was in the midi, 
encombexed them both , notwithſtanding 
to little purpoſe. For Schzmeons company 
flung, fiones, and ſhot at them fore : but when 
4 Fehochanans part flung likewilc at them, the 
ſtones xcbounded back upon themfelves. Thus 
imongft theſe three the battel was fore, and 
encreaſed every day, thatall men were in great 
terror and tcar thereof. 

Then af{cmbled to the Temple much people 
of the Prie#s and Elders, beſceching theſc Inte- 
fine and Domeſtical Enemies, not to: pollute 
and dcfile the Temple wirh their flaughters, 2nd 
were almoft all flain for their labour. The fame 
day was ſlain the Prieft Annani, and Foſhua a 
Prieſt, but of the chicfeſt Priclts. Secharisba allo 
the moſt faithful Prophet of the Lord. 

Then had the continual Sacrifice ceaſed 36. 
dayes: for ever until that time, was there forme 
good men or other of Feruſalem, that offercd 
alway ſacrifice to the Lord. 


But now when they would haye continued it, 
| and

' wicked and vertnous, thief and true man, 
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and the Prieſis laid the facrifice upon the Al th 
tar, the Seditious would run upon them andſſher 
kill them, ſo that the Priefts bodies and theirſhhe 
cattel that they would have facrificed, ſhouldfs tl 
fall dead to the ground together, They thatſore 
reſorted alſo out of the Country to Feruſalenhd 
for dc votions fake, the Scditious flew, and ut- Wore 
terly deſtroyed them, that almoſt no one offithc 
them was left alive. led 

Morcover, the dcad bodies of men lay cali od! 
in the Temple, and that without number trod Wee, 
under fcet: yea, the dead body of the Pricfi Foul 
that was offering facrifice, lay upon the earth it 
together with his off:zring. And when any 
man would offer any Sacrifice , firaight way 
one or other of the Seditious would ſtep to 
him and kill him, that che blood of the ſacrifice 
and facrificer, ſhould be mingled together , In- 
fomuch that the pavement of the Temple be- 
wp all of Matble , was made fo ſlippery with 
the blood and fat of them that were i1uiv, that 
no man could go vpon it without falling. And 
the Pricft ſhould no ſooner lay hands on the (a- 
critice, but he was fliin, and ſtraight another 
dead body ſhould fall upon him, ſtranger or 
other, they ({parcd none : So thus the dead bo- 
dics of the good and bad, clean and unclean, 


lay one upon another, and their blood mixt 
cogether in the midfi of the Temple, without 
reſpect of any man, of what degree or condi- 
tion foever he were : Wherefore the fight and 

» ſlwghter 
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aughter was great, both in the Town, and 
Al che Temple. Nay, whomſoever the Seditious 
ercare, they fſ{ct tixe on their houſes alfo 3 
hereby the fire took into the great tnens hou- 
uld ſs that were nigh the Temple, and into the 
hat ſore-houſes, whereas againſi times of neceſfity , 
lend beficging of the Town were laid up in 
ut- Wore, Corn, Wine, and Oy1, to the number of 
of thouſand and four hundied flore houſes, all 
{ed full of victuals. For the Elders and other 
cali ſWodly men, what time as Veſpaſian was in Ga- 
rod Wee, they made up the doors of thoſe Garner- 
icſt Wouſes, and laid in viduals into them , (uffici- 
rth Wit for two hundred thouſand men twenty 
ny Mears, and now in this one batte] of the Sedi- 
ous they were burnt every one , flick and 
one, which was a ſpecdy cauſe of famine, and 
unger in Jeruſalem. 
At the fame time alſo, the Seditiovs pullcd 
own and razed all the fair houſes, and goodly 
ith Fuldings, that there ſhould be no Monument 
at Many Noble houſe, left to any in the City of 
nd Wruſalem. So thus you ſee at that time the Lord 
[7 Filted the Citizens of Feruſalem with four kind 
er Wplagues, (word, pefiilence, hunger, and tire : 
or [{ides this, a fifth was added, the ruine and de- 
0- ky of all beautiful and glorious buildings. 
1, Mid whereſoever a man turned him, there was 
1, Wothing but deſolation, pollution, ( namely of 
xt Mic Temple and all holy things) uproars, with- 
1t ut all reſt and refuge; no help, no fuccour, 
- ut every corner of Fernſalem was full of —_— 
'M | ing, 
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ling, and yelling, wailing and weeping, ſobbing!: 
and fighing of women and children. Hero 
ſhould ye hear the roaring and groaning of 
wounded men, not yet through dead 3 there th 
mourning and lamentation of the Elders youn 
ger children crying out for hunger ; to be ſhort 
moſt ſorrowful oppreſſion of them that lived 
done by the Seditious : Such lamentations were 
made every where , that happy and fortunat: 
was he that before this day died, and unhappy 
and in a woful caſe were all fuch as remaine 
alive to fee this day. 
All theſe things wen I Foſeph heard tiding 
of, I tore my hair with my hands, and al 
aſhes on my beard, fitting in great forrow 
the ground, bewailing the milery and calami 
ty of Feruſalem. And this lamentation mad: 
Foſeph upon Feraſalem : How is the City(quot 
he) laid wali, that was wont to be more hap 
py and more renowned than all the Province 
upon . the earth ? How is the City that wa 
heretofore in ſuch highneſs and dignity, non 
brought under the foot , through the ſons 6 
the Citizens thereof ? Whereas ſometime wa 
the dwelling place of the faithful, now bea 
rule thert {uch men, as provoke and fiir God 
wrath againſt it, and turn it away from the 
God, waliing it as Thieves. In the whic 
ſometime remained the brightncls of the God 
hcad, it is now become a by-word, and mocking 
ſtock to the enemies, repleniſhed with blood 
of wounded and flaja men. Inſtead of mirtl 
gladnels 
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inoÞp|adnc{s , rejoycing , harps and pfalterics, is + 
Ierorrow, fighing, heart-breaks, mourning, bt 
- offÞcnfivercls come in place. Even as hexetofor 
> thhc Pricſts executed the (crvice of the Lord in 
ounefſerivg, ſacrifices 3 fo likewiſe now , fſeditious 
jortlpcrions murthered godly and faithful men : 
ed Elyherc was went to be the dwelling plice of 
verflmoſt wile 2nd prudent mcn , now it is made a 
natecoo mon hotiry of wicked murtherers & thieves. 
poo Lo1d Gud of Ijract, have not angels in time 
inepaii come down trom haven to earch to fight 
thy baticls ? H ve rot the floods of the ſeas per=

the ſediticus ſuffering no man to bury them, b 
ſlaying all that attempt to beftow any ſuch war 
of mercy upon the dead, in ſuch fort, that th 
fall dead upon the Corpſes which they wo 
have buriedzand by that means both the Corp 
lie caſt out into the field, no better than 
Carcaſcs of brute beaſts that be found in deft ub 
places. Yea, the iniquity, and cruelty of thy 
tizens (O Feruſalem) is grown fo far, that th 
were not content only to kill their neighbou 
but they muſt alſo hew their miſerable limbs 
pieces, for elſe they thought they were not (| 
ficicntly revenged 3 akhough that in fo doit 
many times the ſlinch of the dead, took wort 
vengeance apain of the living, by caſting t 
info incurable diſeaſes. All theſc evils are con 
upon thy people, becauſe they have forfak 
the law of the Lord, and have tranſgreflcd i 
Covenant that he made with their brethre 
becauſe alſo they have finned againſt the Lo 
God of their Fathers, in ſhedding the blood 
juit men,and innocents that were within tht 
even in the Temple of the Lord. And there 
are our ſorrowful fighings multiplyed, and 
weepirgs daily increaſed, for that we have bt 
the cauſe of all theſe evils that are befallen' 
and arc not yet ended, O Lord our God, ol;

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ins are gone over our heads, and the wicked 
$:4s that we have committed in chy fight are 
innumerab!e. The Lord our God 1s righteous, 
it is we that have rebelled againſi his-will 3 we 
have prophaned and unhallowed his Law, we 
Fhave broken his Covenant, and ever the more 

that his wrath kindled againſt us, the more 

have we tranſgrefſed againtt him. Wherefore 
Eto him belongeth juttice and judgement,he hath 
Yworthily poured the fury of his diſplezſure on 
usz to us only belongeth ſhame, as we have 
Fabundantly at this day : But he will once curn 
2gain ard have mercy upon us, vanquiſh all our 
Elins, and caſt them all into the deep bottom of 
the ſea, ſo be it. 

After theſe things, the third day of the firſt

Ef from Ceſare with his people, and came to $4-

* preat joy, and much honoured him, wherefore 
tf * ſpared them, and did them no harm. 

From thece he came to Ajelona, thirty fur- 
longs from Feruſalem, there he pitched his tents 
and leaving them there, took fix hundred 
horſemen with him, and came to Feryſalem 
| of 9 view the Town, to know of what height

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the walls were of, what ſtrength there was inf | 
the Town, eſpecially of the Scditious, of whonEint 
every where great rumour was 3 finally to ref: 
ccive peaceably all ſuch as were dcfirous fffflc: 
peace. So when he catne to the wall he ſaw noſſſhin 
man, neither to go out nor in, for the gates wereſſthi 
ſhut up, and the S:ditious had Jaid an ambuſiſiſil 
without the Town to trap Titus, who went 
ſomewhat before accompanied with a few, theſſſh 
reſt following a pretty way bhchind. While 
therefore he was in viewing the Walls, the $c. 
ditious iſſued out of their ambuſh that they had 
laid nigh unto Ajelons, and ſet upon the back 
of Titus men bchind. Then iflued anotherſfl * 
Party out of the Town. So that they had Twſ 
between them, and running upon him, ſcpars-if 
ted him from his men, and enyironed him of 
every ide 3 where they ſlew ſixty of his men, 
and: might have ſlain him alſo, ſave that they: 
coveted to take him alive. Titws fſecing him-Iſf 
{clf beſet, and forſaken of his own men, that ſi 
thought it was impothble for him to eſcape,per- WW, 
cciving alſo that they went not about to kill him 
but to take him alive 3 moreover, that he could her 
in no wiſe eſcape, except he would make an ir-ſ 
 Tuption and run through their bands 3 he took WW] 
a good heaft unto him, and valiantly brake 
through ſlaying whomſoeyer came in his way to 
lay hands on him,and fo he eſcaped. It they had 
intended to bave ſlain him, they might have MW 
done it, but being dcfirous to tzke him alive (as WC 
he ſaid) they abliaincd from ſiriking him, und $) 
\ | 
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s inffllo they loft him : And God did not deliver him 
10minto their hands, that by him he might ſcourge 
\ re-Mfrael, But the Jews ſeeing him to be thus 
s ffleicaped, repented fore that they had not killed 
him 3 ſaying one to another, What meant we 
that we killed him not while we might? it was 
jl done of us. Therefore. they purſued him, 
hurling and ſhooting after him with engines of 
eflvar, but they could not overtake him, for 
God preferyed him, .that he might afterward 
deliver Feruſalem into his hands, So he re- 
turned to Ajelona, and perceived the hearts of 
rMkings to be in the hands of God, | 
The n« xt morning brought- Titzs all his Ar- 
my to Feruſelem, determining to encamp him- 
*Mlf upon the Mount Oliver : wherefore he firſt 
pake unta his ſouldiers in this wife. This day 
ye go to fight againſt a mighty Nation, whoſe war-- 
n-urs be as ſtrong as Lions, valiant as Libards, 
md nimble as Farwns, that run in the Mnuntains, 
to overturn Chariots, and ſuch as fit upon them. 
Now therefore take good hearts unto you, and be 
erapious, for it beboves you- Do not think, 
them to be like the Nations that heretofore ye have 
hd to do withall ; I my ſelf have experience otber- 
riſe of their valiantneſs and ſleights of war.

Therefore when he came to the Mount 0lj. 
vet, he encamped there againſt Feruſalem, right 
over 2gainft the brook Cedroy, that ran be- 
tween the City and the Hill, and many times 
ran very ſhallow. Tits Camp was about fix 
furlongs from the Town. | | 

The next morning they of the Town ſeeing 
Titzs to be encamped on the Mount Oliver, the 
Captains of the Scditious with their Comp 
nies aſſembled together, and fell to agreement 
every man with another, intending to turn their 
craelty upon the Romans, confirming and rati- 
fying the ſame atonement and purpole, by 
ſwearing one to another, and fo there was peace 
amongſt them. Wherefore, joyning together, 
that before were three ſeveral parts, they (et 
open the gates, and all the beſt of them iſſud 
out with a horrible noiſe and ſhout, that they 


made the Romans afraid withall, in ſuch wiſe 


that they fled before the Seditious, which fud- 
denly aid {ct upon them at unawares.But Tits 
ſeeing his men flee, rebuked them, ſaying, Ar: 
ye not aſhamed of this timerous cowardlineſs, whe

What ignominy ®# it, ſo many to be repulſed of | 
few ? Wherewithal Titus ſtayed them, and 
brought them manfully to withftand the 
| 0 
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ſo that very many were ſlain on both fides. But 
the Romans were not able long, to abide the 
force of the Fewr, albeit that Titus with his 
choifeſt and moſt valiant fouldiers did man- 
fully Keep their ground, and never retreated, 
Titus alſo laboured and encouraged the reft to 
fpht : but they were fo diſmayed, that they 
wilt not what todo. For to forſake Titzs they 
were aſhamed, and to refift the violence of the 
Fews, they were not able. Notwithſtanding 
Titus and all his Company made his party good 
againſt the Fews, who at length left the ti:1d, 
and withdrew themſelves towards the Town. 
Then Titzs being wroth with his ſouldiers, that 
they had fled trom the Fewer, faid unto them : 
Shall Tnot be revenged of theſe Jews ? Shall ſo few 
of them put us to flight, not able to ſtand in their 
hands 2 and will ye flee or retreat, ſeeing me 
abide by it ? 

The next day Titus took all his Army, fave 
a few that he left in his Camp to Keep his bag- 
gzpe, and went down the Mount O1zvet, fetting 
his men in battle array, even againſt the gatcs 


of the City. | 


Then exhorted he them to play the men, and 
although they were come down the hill, yct 
they ſhould not fear the Fews concerning their 
Camp that they had lefe behind them, tor the 


| Brook Cedron (faith he) is between our Camp 


and the 1ſraclites. With theſe words they were 
encouraged, and determincd to encounter with 
the Fews under the walls hard to the gatcy 

: ot Js 
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of the City, truliing to the ſafeguard and de- 
fence of the Brook Cedray. 

The Captains of the Seditious likewiſe uſed 
policy :. for they dividing their men, ſent one 
company to pals ſuddenly the Brook Cedron to 
invade and tpoil the Roman Camp that was 
left in the Mount Olivet. Theſe therefore went 
and fought with the Romans upon the Mount 
ard drove them out of their Camp. 

Titas looking behind him, and perceiving 
that the Fews had gotcen over the Brook, and 
were in hand with his mcn, he was wonder- 
fully afr3id, ſeeing himſelt environed with bat- 
tcls on every ide. 

They within the Town, when they ſaw their 
fellows once at the Mount Oliver, they opened 
the gates, iſſued out with all their power that 
w3s lcft in the Town, and encountred with 
Titus, where he had (et his men in array over 
againſt the' gate, where they made a great 
 MNaughter of the Romans, which ( deſirous to 
avecrge the ſhame gotten the day before ) fled 
nat, but ſtoutly withliood their force. Alſo the 
Fews took heart to them, fought manſully, and 
beat down the Romans, fo that at length they 
bctook them to flight toward Mount Ol3vet, 
and in their flight many of them were lin by 


the Fews that purſued the chaſe, Upon this, . 


divers of Titus louldiers ( fecing themlelves 
beſet both before and behind) counſelled Titny 
to flee with them to the mountains to fave 
hjs life, leſi he ſhould be ſlain by the Fews, _ 

they 
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they altogether with him. For thou (fay they) 
art a great Lord of many Kingdoms, and God 
ſhall one day bring thee to the Imperial Crown | 
of our Lord thy father : Now therefore it thou 
ſhouldeft be ſlain of the Fews, we are all buc 
dead 3 and what good ſhould thy death do, 
either to thy (elf, or to others, to be flain like 
one of us ? Titxs would not be ruled by them, 
nor receive their counſe}, but kept his ground 
boldly, without once turning his face, ſaying, 
I will chooſe rather to die with h»nour, than to 
live with ſhame : And with that he ruſhed up- 
on the Fews that were nigh him, and compcl- 
ld them to recoyl. 

When the Fews that had environed the Ro- 
man Camp, {aw that, they lett the Kemans, and 
came flicking about Tirzs by routs, zffuiling 
him on every fide, endeavouring allo with all 
their might to overcharge him ; Where in that 
place was a ſore and vchement hgiht, and much 
pecple f1iin on both ſides 3 yea, Titus eſcaped 
narrowly from being ſlain in that tight, and 
had diced indeed, if certain of his valiant foul- 
diers had not returned unto him, ard refcucd 
him out of the Fews hands. That day were the 
chief of Titzs ſouldiers fliin : Then the Fews 
retired to their place at the walls fide. 

They alſo who went to the Mount O/zver, 
returned homeward by the Brogk Cedron : the 
Romans ſecing that, purſued them 3 whercupon 
the Fews returned again vpon the Romany, 
who fled by and by : Thus the Fers put the 


h.mans 
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Romans to flight thrice upon one day. 


It camc to paſs then, that the external wars i 


pauſed, and inteſtine civil wars returned moſi' yz; 


terribly amongſt the Seditious at Fexxſalem. 
For upon the firſt day of the high folemn Feaſt 
of Paſſcover, Captain Fehochanan and his men 
came into the Temple of the Lord, where he 
was honourably received of the Pricfis and 
Elders, with the relt of commonalty. And 


when they were within, they caſt off their up-. 


per garments, under which they were armed 
with coats of fence, and {words tycd to their 
thighs. After that they beſet the doors, and 
laid hold of the Prieſts, flew them and the 
people alſo, thcir hearts were fo cruelly bent 
againlt their brethren , neither regarding the 
\ reverent countenances of old men, nor incline- 
ing to the prayers of them that beſought them 
without fparing Women or Children, no not 
the ſucking babes. 

This done, Fehochanaa ſtood up, and openly 
protcitzd, that neither Schzmeon nor Eleazar, 
nor any of the reſt of tne Captains of the fedi- 
ious, nor any man elic, ſhould have the 
Soveraignty in that City bue he. The other 
hearing that Fehochanan had wrought ſuch dil- 
pleaſure to the people of God in the Temple, 
xofe together, and {]:w very many of Fehochs- 
ans part 3 but in the mcan teaſon, what of the 
one part, and what of the other, the Iſraelites 
-went to wrack, and werc fl: mn in great 
auumber. p 


Tydings 
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| Tydings came co Titus, how the Jews were 


at odds among themſcives,and flew one another 


Jaily z whereat he rejoyced greatly, and came 
with his whole hoſt to the Town, where he 
ſound certain Fews without, that had fled, be- 
cauſe of the rage of the civil wars. When they 
ſlaw Tits,they came and beſoupht him to enter 
the Town, and deliver tlicm trom the cruelty of 
the Seditious, and they would be his Servants, 
for theſe Wars had made them almoſt weary of 
their lives, Yet Titas gave little credit to their 
talc, although they uled maiiy words to per- 
ſwade him that it was true. For he remembred 
that within three dayes afore, he ſaw the Jews 
hght againſt him eagerly, all with one accord,fo 
earneſtly one reſcuing and defending another, 
that no diſcord appeared to be among(t them : 
Wherefore he would not truli thiir words, in 
that they required ſuccour, and offcred to yield. 
And as they were thus debating rhe matter, 
ſuddenly they heard an uproar in the Town, & 
wonderfu] hurly burly 3 fome crying, Open the 


gates, and ict Tits come in, others cryed, ſhut 


the gates,and ict not the Romans come in. Then 
certain upon the wells called to the Romans, 
ſpeedily to come unto the Town, and they 
would then open the gates, that they might en- 


ferinz requeſting the Romans to deliver them 


from the tyranny of the S:ditious,lcfi ( {ay they) 
we ſhould be all fl:in by the hands of theſe ra- 
venous, and cru: 1 S:ditious perſons. The Ro- 


-mans therefore xan to the gates, and when 


thcy 
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they approached nigh to the walls, and were(ht 
come within danger, the Fews hurled ſtones 
from the walls, and ſhot arrows at them, ſlay. 
ing very many of the Romans. The other Few} 
alſo that were without the Town, and had be. 
ſought Titus to deliver them from the hands 
of the Seditious, began again to aſſail the Ry 
mans that were gone to the walls, with much 
force, that many of them they flew, the reſidue 
they put to flight, and the Fews followed the 
chaſe almoſt to Ajelona. 

Then the Fews mockt and flouted the Rs. 
mans, calling them freſh-water Souldiers, men 
of no experience, and innocent fools, that ne 
ver ſaw the trains of war before; clapping alſoWh 
cheir targets, and ſhaking their {words againk 
them in mockage. The Roman Captains (ceing 
theſe things, they took great diſdain at the 
matter, and in great ire would have turned 
back upon the Fews again, had not Titzs cauled þ 
the retreat to be ſounded. Upon this Tits! 
aſſembled all- his Counſellours, Captains and 
Souldiers together, and ſaid unto them in this 
wiſe. . 1 have a ſufficient crial, and underſtand 
well enough your valiantneſs and - courage if 
C molt worthy men and Souldiers ) which far 
paflcth the firength and man: hood of all other 
Nations, and not only in this moſt excellent 
vertue do ye excel, but allo in knowl:dge and 
ſlcights of war, in wiſdom and forecaſt ye have 
beca chiet of all other z Now therctore, bre- 


thren and friends, I marvel not fo greatly at 
the i 
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vereſhe Jews ſubtilty and craft in their ſwearing to 
onesJou, for the perſwading of a thing, and after 
cep not the oath; but this ſeemeth wonder- 
luntome, that ye ſuffer your (elves fill be 
«Fcccived of them and to be lain by their wiles. 
or all the wit ye have, could not deliver you 
ut of their ſnares,but now yet again the chird 
ime ye have approached the walls, and this is 
duchc third time ye have been put to the foil for 
the ſour labours. And all this cometh , becauſe ye 

ill not be ruled by me, but trariſgrets your 
Rg-FWcneral and Lords commandment. But now 
nen Wy Brethren, take heed what ye do hercafter, 
ne-}Mt becometh you not to diſubey my words, 
allo Which ye have done often times. Do you not re- 
ink Member a certain Nobleman of our country, in 
ing Whc wars of Auguſtus Ceſar againli the Perſians, 
the Wow he put his own ſon'to death, becauſe that 
ied Wontrary to his Fathers commandment (who 
(ed Fas grand Captain of the army under Augs- 
vc) he had fought with his enemies, yea al- 
bough he killed three Perſians.Bat what ſpeak 
of once? ye have oft-times ſect light by my 
ommandments, skirmiſhing daily wich the 
ſews, and that "without all diſcretion, raſhly 
ut of order : whereby you may gather your 
terpriſes have no good luccelſs. It you conti- 
ue theſe manners, it ſhall redound unto your 
wn diſhonours, Wherefore it were better for 
0u to leuve off thefe doings, & lay away your 
ide, contumacy, and fiubornneſs : which if 
edo, things ſhall be in beter (afegard.

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Much more ſpake Titus to his men, rebukin. 
them ſharply, not mentioned here, but dec 
red at large in the volume that we writ un 
the Romans. When he had faid theſe wolf 
his Princes and Captains, fell every one pri 
ſtrate to the earth, and beſought pardon of hi 
for their raſhneſs, in that they had ſo una 
viſedly,and without order againſt his mind « 
countrcd with the Fervs. 

Then Tizzs taking pity of them, pardone 
them, requeſting them to beware hereafter t 
they commit nothing againſt his commandme 
neither in word or deed, and ſo doing, th; 
ſhould have his tavour, and avoid his diſple 
{ure and danger of death for the contrary ; bil 
if they refuſed to do it, he would not ſpare 
man whatſoever he were, that (hould tranſgr 
his commandment, but put him to death, a 
give his body to be caten of the Fowls of t 
air, | They anſwered with one voice, We at 
content with theſe conditions, and will « 
whatſoever thou ſhalt command us. | 
After this Tit#s conſidering how earneſil. 
the Feruſolcmites were ſet one againſt another 
how they were become ſuch cruel enemies, thi 
cach of them conſpired others death, he calf 
{cd the pits, cilterns, and trenches that wet 
about Feruſalem, to be damm''d up, and ſip 
with carth, that the wayes might be level 
for his Army. This done, he encampt himle 
nearer the walls. Againſt which attempt th 
Fcws if[ued not ont of the City after their 0 
cuſtomid 
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ftomed manner, to put them back from the 
ralls. For Schimeon was otherwiſe bufied, he 
ad entertained ten; thouſand men of the beſt 
f the Seditious Fews, and joyned: himſelf co 
acob the Edomite,Captain of nine thouſand E- 
Wimites, with whom he had made a conſpiracy, 
Fiterly to deſtroy Captain Fehochanan, and ſet- 
ng upon him, they compelled him to flce into 
e Court of the Temple, where he remained 
the gate of the entrance of the Temple, with 
Woht thouſand and four hundred good mien of 
Sr, all well appointed in jacks. 
Wl Eleazar alfo was againti him, and joynetl

ſhall dye for it,znd his houſe be deſtroyed. 

Titus alſo admoniſhed his to keep their array 
and not to give back to Schimeon. Then went 
he himſclf ro that part of the Town where ]e 
bach2nans ward was, there he caufed a batter 
ing Ram to be plantcd, and bent againſt the 
wall, (for there was a very large plain.) There 
was at that time in Ferxſalcm one calPd Kanty 
who got him a company of the Seditious, and 
ſhot from the walls into the Romans Army, * 
where he flew very many, and compeclled the "* 
reft to retire. This Kantor with nine other talllſſ ' 
fellows, whereof he was the Decurioa, detended th 
one part of the Town: Now as the Roman'® 
bended the Ram to batter the wall, Kant" 
cryed unto Tit, I beſeech thee my Lord Tit 
i#s,be merciful unto this moi famous City,that 
15 almoſt beaten down alreacy,do not deface it © 
uttcrly, but take pity of the Sanctuary that 8 ®Þ 
n it,and deftroy not the habitation of the Lord I" 
God : Titws at his r:quelt commanded his menil Y 
to tay, and to leave cf battering the wall; then ® 
faid he to Kantor, Come forth hither to me, ne 
and thou ſhalt fave thy ſelf, I will pardon thee, I ©* 
thou ſhalt not be deſtroyed 3 Kanter anſwered, i th 
I will fee jt I can perſwade theſe my fellows to Hf 
come with mc.

the fight of the Romans, which were ignorant 
of his deceit. Then one of the Romans let fly? 
an arrow, that wounded Kantor upon the face 
and glancing, from him, flew another that ſtood 
by him : Then Kaxtor cricd out What do ye? 
will ye ſhoot at us that defire to be at peace 
with you, which ye granted your felves, and 
now will break your promiſe that ye made un- 
tous ? Is this the reward, my Lord Titws,that 
degfff thou rendereſi me, for going about to fice un- 
to thee, that thy ſouldic:s ſhould ſhoot at me, 
hearing me require conditions of peace? Now 
Tj. therefore,my Lord,may it pleaſe thee to fend

ec © common deſtrudtior; F:ſeph anſwered, Why wile 
dM thou ſend me ? what have I offended thee ?

or fl ſavice :- Therefore if thou bear me any good 
me will or favour, ſerd me not unto him whom 
he | cannor tru, For Fuſeph miſtrutied ſome 
1 ſubtilty, knowing Kantor afore. So Tims 
WS (cnc 
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ſent one Captain Tarus, who ſaid unto Ky] 
tor, Come down and let us go together to Ce. 
ſars ſon. | es 
Kantor defired him to hold abroad his cloz 
lap, that he might hurle him down his money; 
that he had there, (leſt the Fews perceiving 
it, would take it from him.) and then he would 
come down. And as Fiarus held up his lap to 
receive the money that Kantor ſpake of, Kay: 
witchall his might caſt down argreat ftone,whichl 
Fiarus eſpying, lept afide and avoided : (but 
it lighted upon one of his fellows, and ſlew]. 
him. Titzs was wonderful wroth at this, andiſſ;, 


forthwith planted yet another Ram' againſt; 


the wall, and at length laid it flat upon the 
ground. | 

Then comanded Titus to make *fires about 
the wall, where the Fews ſhould think to ef- 
cape 3 Kantor iceing that, would. have fled, 
and as he mad: hatte to eſcape the fires, the fl 
weight of his Armour bare him down iato the if 
fire, and there he died, more defirous of death F: 
than life. | 

Then cntred the Rymazzs within the ſecond 
wall, againit whom the Seditious' iſſued, and 
fought with ſuch vehement force that they pre- 
vailed againſt their enemies, ſlew many of the 
Romans, and forced the reſt to retire unto the 
firtt wall that they had beaten down before. 

In this skirmiſh Tzzzzs himſelf took a bow, 
and ſhot az the Fews inſuch wiſe, that not one 


of his arrows were {pent in yain, but that _ 
di 
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jid Come annoyance unto the Fews. The Fews 
potwithſtanding gave them the repluſe trom 
the Town, and they were not able to make 
their party good with them. Within four days 
oarEfter, came unto Titzs a new ſupply of ſoul-

Why do ye not rather 
favour and ſpare your own lives, your wives 
and Children! But the Fews , fet upon a (ul.

Therefore Titus ſent Foſeph to declare his 
mind unto them in Hebrew, that they might 
ſafely credit his promiſes, and the peace that 
was offered. Foſeph therefore went and ſtood 
over againſi the gate, keeping himſelf aloof 
off, for he was afraid to come nigh the wall, 
knowing, that the people hated him, becauſe 
he had yielded himſelf to the Romans; He called 
therefore untothem aloud : Hearken all ye He 
brews and Fews, I will declare unto yoa that on 
which ſhall be to your commodity ; Then- the 
people gave car unto Foſepb, who ſpake untofiai 
them in this wile. , 
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007 Ou ſhould ere this (good people of Fe- 
ol ruſalem ) have fought fo carncflly , 
il whilcs your Cities were yet ſianding, 
uleſWd your Land repleniſhed with people, 
dF: ever this michicf had -lighted upon you :

Neit 
yet do you forſake your purpoſe , for | 
ceive you contiuue in this (elf-will to wit 
ſtand the Romans fill, which is nothing e 
than to ſpread abroad this calamity furth@ 
bath on the people of God, and on. his he 
Temple. Albeit, I amnot afraid' only for tiff 
holy Temple, and moſt renowned City , Li, 
ſhould be razed and dceſiroycd,: but for t 
Sacritices and burnt effcrirgs, leſt they (ſho 
ceaſe, as the daily facritice is ceaſed ; Af 
why ? becauſe we have finned againfi our Lo 
God.

Search the Hiſtories and Chronicles 
Mom the time of your Anceſtors z When was 
here any time wherein you were free from the 
oak of the Gentiles? Do you not know that 
jacob our father of worthy memory, who was 
Wiways with God, took his journey into E- 
- Wt, to be a ſiranger- in a ſtrange land, amongſt 
proud kind of people, Icft he, his children, 
. : Wouſhold and cattle, ſhould periſh with hun- 
fg? There he had with him his twelve ſons 
hich he had begotten, and dwclt there alſo 
th his (mall family, for fear of the grievous 
mine that was at that time. Remember you 
t, when that Fzdas with his brethren went 
bwn into Egypt, how Joſeph was goved as 
ranger , to pick a quarrel againſi his bre- 
. 4 thren 
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thren to bring them into bondage, bearing 
yet in his mind what injury they had don 
unto him ? Wherefore ſome of them he caſt 
in priſon, and harg:d them at his pleaſure 
with crafty accuſations 3 eſpecially Judas, wh 
was the chief amongſt them, of whom all the 
Fews took thcir name, who if he had been 
diſpoſed, had been able to lay F»ſeph at hi 
foot a thouſand times, not knowing him tc 
be Foſeph , Wherefore when he was fo rough 
ly and fo tharply taunted of him , he migh 
have killed him inhis rage : for he was a ve 
ry bold man,and a hardy, and of a very Nob 
courage, who ſurely would not have counte( 
it nothing to have {l.in the Ezyprian , angſt; 
many more of them. N»otwithtianding he di 
no fo, but contrary ſubmiting himſfclt u 
der the yoke of Foſeph, called: him his Lori 
and good Miſter, and ſuppoſing him to bf 
ſome Eryptian, he humbled himfelt befor 
him, to obtain his Petition, and to get Con 
left his Father, his Brethren, and their Family 
ſhould die for hunger. do\ 

What ſhould I ſay of Foſeph, fo beautifuifif! 
ſo wiſe and witty a man ? Was not he fain i 
ſerve in Pharaohs houſc : wherein althougite 
his Wiſdom was well kaown in ſo much thin 
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Pharaoh (et more by him, than by all the Nr 
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blemen that were then alive ; Hz.was alſo 
led Lord, great Maier, and Pharaobs Fathe 
Nevertheleſs he humbly beſfought Phar: 


that he mjght ſuſtain his Father and Brethit 
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wich bread, knowing at that time the Domi- 
tion belonged unto Pharob and his 'people- 
being given them of God. And although Fo- 
Mb had liſt co return into the Land of Ce- 
12n, With all his Fathers whole houſhold 
Mvichout Pharaohs leave 3 no man could have 
kited him to do it, for he bare the greateſt 
nle at that time in Egypt, yet he did not fo. 
Benjamin allo was likened toa ravening Woolf 
or his ftierceneſs, when he was fetched again 
by force of Foſephs Steward , fainjng a lie up- 
on him z how chanced he did not kill him? 
Or elſe When he alone purſued Berjemin and 
Whis other brethren 3 could not he if he had liſt 
hive ſlain the man and buried him, ſo that 
\Wthe matter ſhould never have come to light ; 
Notwithſtandirg they did nothing lo, nor fo : 
ut Fadah wiſely weighing the cx«|tarions and 
lIrcEtions , the promotions , and diſgraces ; 
with the common courles of the World, rctur- 
ned again with his brethren into the City, 
ent to Foſeph and befought him, untill his 
bowels were moved to pityzand he was known 
of his brethren, 
All theſe things doth the moſt holy Law of 
e Lord rchearſe unto us, and puttcth us 
In mind of for this intent; that we may 
karn to bear for neccflities ſake, the yoak 
of him chat hath the preheminence and 
ule for his time. Neither Jet any judge 
r think that Foſeph offended God,, in that 
£ ſubmitted himlelf under the yoke of Pha- 
| . rack 
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raoh, for it is no ſhame for a wiſe man to couch) 
unto him whoſe help he ſtandeth in need of 
whatſoever it be, much more if he be a King, 
ora Lord; know ye not that our fathers were 
w bondage to King Paracb in Egypt? But af 
tcr the Lord remembred the Covenant that hi 
made with our fathers, and had determined ti 
lead them out of Egypt 3 he ſent Moſes our M; 
ſter of famous memory, his Angel , his choſe 
who knew the Lord, to be with him, where 
he was able to deſiroy whoſoever did riſe x 
gainſt him ; Nevertheleſs when he came 
Pharaohs preſence,who then bare rule in Egypt 
he ſhewed himſelf in arms, but rather with thun 
der and hail, that Pharaoh might well perceive 
and know God-was the Lord.But at what time 
as Pharaoh oppreſſed the Iſraelites too fore, ou 
Maſter Moſes (by Gods help) brought them ou 
of Egypt,with a ſtrong hand and firctched fort 
arm, againſt rne Egyptians, whom he puniſhed 
with continual plagues: by that means deliver- 
ing the Iſraclites out of the hands of their 
Lords and Maſters, and bringing them to the 
Mount of God, made them heirs full of all 
goodneſs , that is to ſy, of the moſt holy Law 
of God. Os | 
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And after Foſhna had ſubdued the Holy 
Land to the Tſraelites, and that they inhabited 
Ir, there chanced unto.our fathers times, ofad- 
veriities, 'a$ 1s mentioned in the books of by 
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Prophets, that they were covuſirained to 
E{crve the King of 4ſþur a long ſcafon, and the 

Kings of Perfiaz To the Chaldees allo were we 
© in bondage, although not very grievous, but 
tolerable. Moreover, with other King; of the 
Ml Gentiles we had wars, and ſomctimes we were 
put to foils, ſometimes we had the upper 
hand. 

Now therefore, my brethren, tell me What 
ſhame were it to you, if ye were ſubj<& unto 
the Remans ? Or what axe you to be compa- 
ied to other Nations that be under their Do- 
minion? Do you not fee that the Romans 
Reign over your enemies, and bear rule over 
them that ſometimes were your Maſters, and 
hateus? Were it not reafon that you ſhould 
love them, which have brought down your 
enemies, and revenged you oft them ? Which 
notwithſtanding you have nothing at all done, 
but rather have hated them, as men void 
of all perſeverance , without weighing and 
conſidering, that fince the time you were un- 
der them, ye have always lived in much 
peace, And I myſelf, when I withfiood the 
Romans in Galilee , knew very well that I 
(hould be overcome at length, but I could do 
nothing becauſe of the ſeditious perſons that 
were with me, which would in no wiſe follow 
my counſel : Yea, it ſtood me in hand to have 
a care of my own perſon, that I were not 
killed of them, after I had once counſelled 
axd moved them to give up the gz 
ore 
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fore ſceing the matter ſtood fo, and God 


knew my heart, I though bett to tight againſt 
the Romans, as I might,and when occalion ſer. 
ved to clcape to the Romans, to take it. Fur- 
ticr, when I'was in the Cave with. my forty 
companions, I had been Joſt and periſhed had 
not God given me counſe], making me a way 
to «ſcape and fave my lifes For they had al- 
moli f1.in me, becauſeI gave them counſel to 
yield thenitclves to the. Romans, and obey 
them. For 1 law this was the time of the Ry 
mans, to bear rule, and that God had appointed 
them to bc Lords over all Nations For this is 
his manner, like above he hath made ſome 
to be Rulers over other ſome, even fo be- 
neath alſo he hath ſet Rulers over the Kings 
of the earth. Who can controul him that is 
ſtronger than he? The Romans at this pre- 
ſent have the Dominion over all Lands and 
People, over the Egyptians, Aſſyrians, Perfi- 
ans and Caldees , (to every one ot theſe you 
have becn in bondage) and over other Nati- 
ons- allo, which nevertheleſs do eill ther 
grourd, fow, mow, plant, and gather in their 
truits ; and who hatiz the protit of theſe goods 
and labour but the Romans? who whiles the 
other toyl and travel, do live in peace and reſi 
themſclves. 

Wherefore mark this alſo, my brethren, 
the Kings of Maccd»nia once had the Rule 
of the whole World, ſpecially in the time 


of Alexander oft Macedonia , but at = 
ay 
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Bday their Empire is taken from them, and they 


arc become ſubjects to the Romans. They when 
the. Romans firlt ſet upon them, were very haugh- 
ty and ſtubborn, ' determining to rcfitt the Ro- 
mans.nowithitanding they were ovtr=ome of the 
R1m4ns, and are under their (ſubj.Ction at this 
day .What ſhould I ſpcak of the people of the 
Philijtiaes, which heretofore alwaycs have vexed 
and annoyed you? doth not the meancfi among(t 
all the Princes of the Romans bear rule over 
them, 


What hope then have you to eſcape, when 
ye know the Philitines were evcr ſtronger 
than you, and you were oftentimcs overcome 
of them:!? As for example, Saul your King was 
(lain by them. But you will ſay David the an- 
nointed of the: Lord of Jſracl, pulled them 
down, and brought them into ſubjccion. 
Wote ye what? thcn God looked upon you 
with a favourable countenance, and fought 
your battcls himſe'f; but at this day he is in 
no wiſe preſent with you, for he hath turned 
away his countenance oft ſalvation from you, 
becauſe ye have finnzd againſt him. And 
which of you can (ay, he hath intelligence 
of the ſecret of the Lord, or hath received 
any ſuch watch-word as God gave at that 
time unto David? When thow ſhalt bear «a 
ſound of mourning in the tops of Mulbery trees, 
then ſhalt thou ſet forward, for then ſhall the 
Lod go before thy face, ſmite the Tents and 
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Camps of the Philiftines, 2 Sam. 5. Whoſoever 
(1 f:y) hath knowledge of any ſuch token, let 
him reveal it to his neighbour, and I could 
well conſent to follow it. But ſeeing there 
1s no ſuch thing, hearken unto me, my dear 
brethren, Come and ſerve the Romans in peace 
and tranquility. It ſhallbe no diſhoneſty for 
you, with the Kings of Perſia, to be ſubject to 
the Romans : They that ſometime were your 
Maſters, ſhall be now your fellows and com- 
panions. But if you will perſevere, and ſtand 
in your Opinion ſtill, 1 will enter -into this 
diſcourſe with you : Tell me, I pray you when 
were ever your Anceſtors free, and when were 
they not entangl:d with the wars of the Gey- 
tiles, and the Dominions of other Nations? 
Had you not ever the viory from the time 
you came out of Fgypr, until the reign of 
Saul the ſon of Cis, So long as the Lord was 
your King, you were in bondage to no man, 
you ſcrycd God as your only King. But af- 
ter that your cvil and corrupt defire flirrcd 
you to be irkfom to the Lord, and, left he 
thould rejgn alone, to chuſe a man to have the 
Dominion over you, according as the cuſtom 
was in other Nations (I mean Saul the fon of 
Cis, and the "other Kings every one) then 
ſexved you him, you and your fons, and the 
chiefeſt of you bccame his ſervants , your 
goodlicſt daughters were made his Con- 
tcFionaries, his Cooks, and his Bakers. After 
Saul,regncd David, of worthy mcmory, yr 
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ruled over many Nations: But he alſo broughe 
you into bondage , and put divers of you to 
death, to fſatisfic his plealure withal. He be- 
ing dead,you ſerved Soloman his fon, who no 
leſs than the other, even! as he lifted, exer- 
ciſed Dominton over you : he allo took up 
your ſons and daughters, and made them his 
ſlaves. 

After this, ſucceeded other moft wicked 
Kings ? (o that from chat time your Country 
began togo to wrack , and he that was the 
beſt amongſt them was Reboboam, which ſaid 
unto. you, My father correded you with whips 
but I will ſcourge yow with Scerpions. And fo 
did the reſt of the the Kings, which reigned at- 
ter him 3 very few of them pleaſed God: All 
the other wrought abomination, not one of 
them did any good, or rcigned in the fear of 
the Lord. 

And in this manner remained the Empire 
long time with you, until the Kings of Chal- 
dea came and led you Captive into Babylon; 
where you were kept until Cyrus time, King 
of Perſia, who lent you again into your own 
Country with a wonderful deal of gold and 
ſilver, with great honour, which was counted 
unto him for rightcouſne(s. 

-Aﬀter Cyrus death, there roſe againſt you 
the moſt wicked Kings of Greece, who wat- 
ring upon you , gave you great overthrows; 
untill God fiirred up the ſpirits of certain 
Sage Pricſis of the fiock of Chaſmonani, that 
reven- 
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revenged your injuries. At that time yo 
were Brethren and Friends with the Ro. 
mans, and friendſhip grew betwixt you many 
years. | 

Aﬀeer that, you fell from the fiock of Chaſ: 
moxani, which had delivered you, and che 
one whoſe name was Herod , who oppreſſcd 
you grievouſlly. 

After him ſucceeded Archelays his ſon, he 
yet laid a forer yoke upon you; whirefore 
falling upon him, he protelted never hereaf- 
ter to (crve the Kings of Judz. So going 
tothe Romans , willingly--ye ſubmitted your 
ſelves under their ſubj<E&ion, to lerve Augy- 
ftus the Emperour, who ordered you gently, 
Him you (:rved as other Nations did , and it 
was to- your praiſe, becaule ye were under a 
good Governour. Es | 

Therefore, now, my Brethren, and Chil- | 
dren of my pcople , what mean you. at this 
preſent , that you have determined to dic, 
and do not rather fpare your f{clves and your 
children ? Confider 1 befecch you, the things 
that grow upon the carth, and all living crca- 
tures3 beatis, woims that creep upon the 
ground, fowls of the air, and hi{hcs of the fea 3 
Do you not fee that ever the ti-onger hath 
the Dominion over the weak: r, neither 15 it 
any rcbuke or ſhainic tor the weaker, to give 
place and «<bey ri-at which is {tronger : For 
the Oxe 3nd the Gizat arc in awe of the Lt 


en, the Ram ard the Ewe of the Woolt,

Weigh the manner of beaſts and birds amongſt 
their own kind, you ſhall (ce ever the bigger 
and ſironger, to be maſter over the leſs = 
weaker : And fo in all other things, the 
ſionger ſet themſclves before the weaker al- 
Way CS. 

Wherefore ye mortal men , learn by me: 
Did not one God make all things , and He 
himſc1f hath Dominion over them all ? Not- 
withſianding, all things are ſo knit together 
amongſt themſelves, that no one thing can 
ſtand without another. But he that holds 
up all things is the Blcflcd God: who if he 
lift, can bring them all into duſt, again «His

And the 
prayers that Hezekjah made, mounted fo faj 
as an arrow was never able to flee 3 (o that his 
petition and prayer, overthrew 185 thouſand 
molt valiant men of the hoſi of Sexacharib.Fur- 
thermore, the King of Fuds,and King of Iſrael, 
and King of Edm, joyning their powers to-. 
gether, invaded the Moabites, and' in a wil- 
erneſs and unoccupied and barren dry land, 
they were in great pcril and thirſt ;' what pro- 
tited them their artillery and furniture of war 
Did there not iſſue out: for them at the inſtant 
prayer of Eliſhs, a Prophet and 'man of God, 
plenty of water in the D.ſart, a Brook in the 
Wildcrneſs ? Came ie not to 'pals allo by 
the prayer of che.ſame Fliſhs, that a wonderful 
hutly burly, a rumbling and ritling of Cha:

- At this time, Titus gave camtmand- 
ment to all the Romans, to ſend again, the Ferws' 
that were priſoners, and the ſlaves intb the Ci- 
ty : By what means he ſhiftcd from himſelf the 
blood of the Fews, and laid it upon-thei necks _ 
of their Maſicrs 3 for Tzt#s took pity>af them 
through Foſephs Oration, and his-gagd: coun-

In'the mean ſeaſon fell # a 
great dearrh and famine in Jeruſalem,inſomuch i 
that che Seditious ſearched evsry mans houſe 
and Cellar for food. 
And becauſe a' certain houſholder withſtood | | 
them, they Killed hirm. Thus they dealt with WP 
21l them that dwelled at Jeruſalem, till the vi- 
Qtuais in the Town was all ſpent, that men be- 
gan to ſeek! dung and even mans excrements 
to eat; by which means much of rhe people 
dird tor linger. Wholvever at that time 
could ger any herbs or roots, Mice, S:rpents; 
or other creeping Worms ( whatloever they 
were ) to eat, he was counted happy, becauſe Fi 
he had found tr it to ſuſtain and fave his life (ſY 
withall,in tharhard famine, and terrible hun- 
ger. Morcover, whoſoever had any corn in 
fiore. that no man knew of,he was afraid to ſend 
*to the Mill, or bake it, becauſe of the wick- 
cdnefs of the -Scditious, left they ſhould take 
away' from them their ſuſtenance 3 wherefore 
many did eat the dry corn unground in theit 
cellars privily. 
. At that time alſo were many exceeding rich 
men in Jeruſalem, which ſtole meat one from

Newt to the Weeſel 3 whereby a moſi grievpus 
eftilence followed, that innumerable of the. 
feople of the Land died, and there was no man 
to bury them. 
: When they chanced to find any dead horſe, 
Gr other beaſt in the Town, a man ſhould ſee. 
nany Tfraelites ſtrive and fight for it 5 in all: 
points like to famiſhed Ravens lighting upon: 
tdead carka(s,fo that in ſuch contentions very: 
many were ſlain. Therefore when divers men: 
ith their wives and children, gat--out of the 
City to gather hezbs to eat, and chanced ame 
the Romans, the Romans laid hold: of the little. 
hildren, and killed them 3 ſaying, We will 
diſpatch theſe, left when' they grow .once to 
nans ſtate, they make war upon us as their fa- 
exs do at this day. So many as came out of, 
he gates of the City now and then, the Ro«

ber againſt the:gazes of Feryſalcm,to the num- 
xr of tive hundysd ; Atter the ſame manner, 
(chime: 1t,. Felnabenan, ard Elcagar dnl wich

Whoſoever allo thcy could perceive would flee 
unto the Romans, they hanged: them likewiſe 
over the walls to the number of 500. But' Tims 
gave commandment to all his ſouldiers, that no 
ran, upon pain of death, ſhould kill any 9 
them tt.a: fl:d out of Ternſalems For he. took 
pity of the Iſraelites, and cealed not to fpet 
friendly, and lovingly to the Feruſolemites3'fo 
that he went yet once again to the Walls,; 
ſpakc unto the Fews in this ſort. 

Hear I beſcech you the counſel of Foſeph, W- 
come unto me that you may live, -arid not pe 
riſh utterly. Spire-your people : "why will ybu 
oppreſs them vexed with hung«:r, thirit, pefti=iiſh 
lence, and beficging? But the S- ditious hearing 
Tites ſpeak, were woriderfully incenfed, andMice x: 
intended to add miſchict upon milchiet, hand: 
ling yet more cruelly the pevyple of God. More 
over, they rail at Titzs to provoke him. to ans 
ger, that he might leave off {peaking to 'thi 
people, which had now almoſt loſt their obedi 
ence and fear of the S-:ditious. 

Wherefore the Scditious ſpake unto "or Res 
mans, it is better for us to die with hunger, 
and to be killed in this «M:&ion, fo to com* toi 
che bliſs, and light we hope for, than to livelood 
and ſee the mott holy Temple of God detiled(fh 
and defiroycd. When Titajdzw this, he com- 
manded an iron Ram to be ſerbaſothe wall to;

At the ſame time as they erected that Engin 
ſ the wall,it hapned there was in the Camp a 
rtain young man whoſe name was Memaganin 
Won of Antiocbus of Macedonia, one of the Rings

Wandment to aid 7izur. The fame young man - 
Wis very (witt,a good runner, and a hardy ſonl- 
lier, but he lacked diſcretion. He came to Titxus 
id faid, 1 cannot but marvel at thy ſouldiers 
Wat vanquiſh all Nations, and dare not fect up- 
the Fews to kill them. Os 
BM Tits hearing the young King ſay fo, ſmiled 
Ward faid 3 How chances it, that being of* this 
dgement,thou armeſt not thy felt,and makeſt 
Wie ready to do like as thou fayeſt ? Why 
Wraweſt thou not out thy {word to declare thy 
unhood upon them ? | 
Y Wherefore the young King encouraged him- 
Wit, and called together all his Macedonian foul- 
irs, then approached to the Fews, and began 
lirmiſh with: them, ſhooting with their bows 
Wd arrows apacc.But at length the Fews hand- 
$1 them fo, that not one of the Macedonians 
Wcaped;ſave only the young King, which by his 
od foot-manſhip and ſwift running, gat.

well tryed, maycft report and teftifie when tho 
art asked the queſtion. adds 
Afrer this, Tits divided his whole Arm 
and layed them privily in ambuſkes round 
bout the walls.

Where- 
at the Romans were much diſmayed, and faid, 
It is not poſſible we ſhould affault this City 
'Y hereafter : for they have burnt all our Engins 

of 'war, wherewith we have ſubducd all other 
Kingdoms : fo that now of 50 iron Rams which 
T we brought with us, we: have but fix left, and 
© the Scditious Fews have burnt three of them, 
what ſhall we now do? How ſhall we batter the 
walls hereafter ? The Fews upon the walls hear- 
JF ing their words flouted them, and laught chem 
to ſcorn. Wherefore Titzs incenſed with an- 
2er commanded the other three Rams to be 
addreſſed in the place of thoſe which were 
burnt. In the mean ſeaſon, while the Romans 
were at work, four young men moved with 
preat zeal, whoſe names were, firft Theopatius 
Galileus, that* Magarus Chebroxita, the third 
Forminus Schomronita,the fourth Arius Feroſole- 
mita. Theſe all armed,ifſued out of the Camp of 
the Romans, that then ſfiood about their 5 En- 
gins and jron Rams, deviſing how to batter the 
walls of the City z of whom ſome of theſe men 
killed, the other fled. Then two of them ſtood 
at defence to keep oft all them that approached 
nigh the Engins, while the other two Feruſolymi- 
tanus and Schomronita daubed the timber, with 
a certain matter which they had prepared fo 
make it take fire,& ſtraightway fct tire on them, 
fothat ſuddenly the Rams were on a light tire, 


Then they all four joyning together withſtood 
u 2 the 
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the Romans, that they ſhould not come at the 
Engins to quench the tire, Shortly the Rams 
fcll down, and the Romans ſtood aloof, hurling 
ſtones and ſhooting thick at them : for they 
were afraid to come nigh them, becauſe of their 
great hierceneſs, although they were three 
thouſand men that kept the Rams, Yet theſe 
four ſet nothing by them, nor yet never went 
off the ground, till the Rams were clean burnt 
up, ſhot the Romans never fo thick at them, 7;- 
ts hearing the valiantneſs of theſe young men, 
and the harms they had done unto the Romans, 
made ſpeed with his whole Hoſt to fave the 
Rams from the fire, and to apprehend thole 
young men. Then forthwith iſſued out Schi- 
meon, Fehochanan, and Eleazar,Captains of the 
Scditious, with their ſouldicrs, founding their 
Trumpets, and made the Romans retire, that 
they could not come nigh the fire, and fo rel 
cued the four young men from the Romay 
that had environed them round about. 

[In that skirmiſh were killed ten thouſand 
and five hundred men. Then gathered toge 
ther all the whole Army of the Romans to af 
fault the Fews at once, approaching hard tc 
the walls of Ferzſa/em, where they cryed unte 
the Fews, ſaying What are you Oxen or Goats 
that you fight on this faſhion upon the walls! 
Will you be taken in the midtt of the City, lk 


as Oxcn and Goats arc taken in their folds ? 1 


ye be men, come forth and let us try our man 


hood here .in this Plain. But you by ſtealth an}. 
. ol | 
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at unawares ſet upon them that keep our En- 
ins, ſnatching them up like as it were wolves 
foould ſnatch (hcep, then run away into the 
town,as the wolves run into the wood. If there 
be any manhood in you, behold we are ready 
here, come forth to us, ſo many for ſo many, 
and then we ſhall ſee what end will come there- 
of. When the Captains of the Seditious heard 
that, they ſpake unto the warriours that were 
in Feruſalem, which of you will go out with us 
to theſe dogs, to ſhew our force and ſtomach, 
for the SanQuuary and City of the Lord ? Then 
five hundred tall fellows of their own accord, 
iflued out upon the Romans ſuddenly, and flew 
cight thouſand men, and compelled the reſt to 
retreat from the walls. The Romans then felt 
what valiantneſs the Fews had for the Romans 
were in number forty thouſand fighting men, 
and the Fews were only five hundred, whereof 
not one of them was killed at that skirmiſh. 
The Romans afar off ſhot at the Fews, aud. 
hurled fiones 3 to whom the Fews ſaid , Come 
hither to us, are you not they that called us 
forth, and provoked us to come to you ?; why 
come ye not now nearer ? you go about to drive 
us away With arrows and fiones. What do you 
think us to be dogs, and that we are afraid of 
your fiones? Are we not men, yea, we are your 


| Mafters and betters, fox you run away from 
' usas {ervanis flee from their Maſters, when they 
. follow then to beat them. Tits ſceing, his ar- 
., My to be part of them fled, and part to be ſlain, 
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he cryed to his people, ſaying 3 Is it not 4 ſhame 


for you, ye Romans, and a wonderful great diſho- 
our, to flee from the Jews, ſo hunger beaten, fa- 
miſhed, almoſt dead for thirft, and b:fieged ? A- 
lis, how ſhall ye pat away thu your rebuke, and 
:gnominy ? When as all Nations, which heretofore 
ye have moſt valiantly ſubdued, ſhall hear that ye 
flee from theſe dead Jews, whoſe whole Land wt 
have in poſſeſi m 3. ſo that they have nothing left 
bat this only Town, which we have all battered, 
that they have but oxe only will to defend them- 
ſelves. Beſides this, they are very few, we are in- 
numerable ;, they have no Nation to aid them, we 
have help of all Lands : Wy then do ye flee from 
their ſight, like as ſmall impotent birds flee from 
the Eaglc.lhat though the Jews vow and hazard 
themſelves deſperately for their Temple and Land, 
why do y. u not the ſame alſo in theſe wars, to ot 
you a renown of valiantneſs. | 

' But the Fews prevailed that day, and had the 
upper hand 3 wherefore they returned into the 
Town with great gfory,having'put the Romans 
to ſo great a foil. Tirys commanded his to ad- 
dreſs and prepare 'the other 'two Rams that 
were left to batter the'walls of Feruſulem with- 
all: Wherefore the Roman 'Carpeniters caſt a 
trench, to prepare and ſet up the Rams in ſuch 
places as Titas had atfigned them. png: 

"The Fews were aware of it well enough, but 
' winked at that'matter as yet, until they had 
planted the maſter beams between the ſtanding 


' poſts. So when the work was finiſhed, even to f 


the 
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e hanging up of the Engins betwixt the 
Mianding poſis to ſhake the wall withall ; the 
Romans being ſecure and void of care, nothing 
. Iniſirufiing that the Fews would ſtir, becauſe 
_ they had been quiet a few nights, and never if- 
1 Rſved forth of the City : upon a certain night, 
» apretty while before day, the three principal 
+ Captains of the Seditious, came and cafi their 
> hcads together, to deviſe what they ſhould do. 
;  Eleazar gave this counſel, and ſaid; you two 
| the laſt time iſſued out, and burnt three Rams, 
and got you renown, 'and I kept the gates the 
while 3 now keep ye the gatcs, and I will iflue 
out with my men againſt the Romaxs to get 
me a name alſo, 
The other anſwered, Go then on Gods name 
unto. them, the Lord God of the SanQuary . 
which is in Feruſalem ſhall be preſent with 
thee, but beware thou be not lain, and in any 
wiſe thou be not taken alive ; to whom he an- 
{wered, the Lord God ſhall keep me, for up- 
on the truſt of the righteouſneſs of my father 
- Ananias the high Prieſt, and his fincere- ſer- 
vice unto God, L will ſet upon them. 
EleaZar therefore choſe 100 valiant fouldi- 
ers, and with them he.ifſucd out of the town. 
before day :- The'ſame night the Romans had 
. made fires: about: their Engines where they 
watched, becauſe of the cold : the Artiti- 
cers and , ſouldiers that kept the watch and 
. ward about the- Romans, were in number an 
| hundred and: fifty. The day was the 27 of the 
| u 4 month 
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month of Scprember, which was the ninth 
month that Tits had beſieged Jeruſalem. Ele 
azar and his company thus bci:ig 1flucd out, i 
came and found ſome of the Romans tnorting 
about the fires, others watching, in their wards, iſt 
and killed them all, that not one remained, 
Then ſome of Eleazars company {ct tire upon 
the Rams, burnt the fianding poſts, ropes, 
chains, and other inſtruments of war 3 the Ar- 
eificers that were there, they apprehended alive 
and burnt them, {o that no man eſcaped. ; 

When it was day, 7its obſerved the ſmoakſ 
of the fire mounting up very foul, and ſtinking 
of the wood and- men together 3 he drew to- 
wards the place therefore with his hoſt, to (ect. 
what the matter was: Eleazar in the mean 
ſeaſon, and his companions,took as they might 
get, every man a piece of the Engines out c 
the fire, or ſome of their heads that they had 
killed, and returned with great joy, flouting Wdoz 
the Romans, and laughing them to ſcorn by 
the way, till they came to the gates of Fer: 
ſalcm, where thcy were received of Schimen 
and 7 chochaney with great honour. | 
+ Soon aſter this, came many fſouldiers and 
*great bands of men -out of all Nations, that 
' were ſubjeR ro the Empireof the Romans, to 
aid Titus; to whom Titus declared what hap- 
ned him in that ſiege, the ftoutnels of the Fews 
and how they had annoyed many wayes the 
Roman army, adding moreover and ' asking 
\ them; did you ever fee four men withſtand WH 
| | Gy | 
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en thouſand, and five hundred, fo that they 
eing altogether, could neither overthrow 
them, nor take them priſoners ? but the four 
Micw them, like as it had been tops of Cucum- 
Wbers ſmitten off with moſt ſharp ſwords ? 
When they heard this, they wondred all very 
much. Then Tizzs ſpake unto his hoſt, and to 
them which were newly repaired unto him, 
Mio ſhew their advice and beſt connſel what 
was to be done, leſt we ſhould be aſhamed 

(faith he ) before all them that ſhall hereafter 
(ſhear of our wars. 
M The graveſt and moſt ancient of the Nati- 
ons that were newly come to his aid, anſwer*d 
fit pleaſe your Majeſiy,let the Romans breathe 
a while and take their reſt, which are now 
wearied with the ſundry battels of the Fews, 
and we, who are not ſo broken with labour, 
but freſh and luſty, ſhall try what the Fews can 
gozwe cannot think that they are able co with- 
land fo great a multitude. 

But the Princes of the Romans defired Titus 
'Fthat he ſhould not. permit them this, lelt he 

ſhould encreaſe their own ſorrows; if perad- 
| venture they ſhould be diſcomfited (ſay they) 
Wot the Fews, and the matter redound unto their 
Wown ſhame, For it we which are acquainted 
With them, and know. their manner of hght, 
cannot ſuſtain theix violence, how ſhall they 
do it that never had proof of the ſixengih and 
force of the Fews ? They ſhall be to them like 
Hyfſop which grows upon the walls, in com- 
E pariſon 
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Pariſon of the Cedar-trees of Lihanusg. | 
The other faid, nay, they ſhould do welf{thi: 
enough with them. And they urged Titzs (of Th 
inftantly, 'that they conſtrained him to grangic tt 
them their deſire, Then Tits gave them leayghc n1 
to ſet upon the Fews, thinking with himſe 
peradventure the Fews may be put to the-worllr, 
_ of theſe men that will tight without fear, noÞeli t 
knowing the force of the Fews : for the Roman, 
that have had tryal of their firength fight fe; 
fully and warily. So the Lords of the ſtrany 
Nations, choſe out of their Armies eighty: tho 
{and men; ten thouſand Macedonians, ' twen 
thouſand Britains , five thouſand. Aramirl 
ten thonſand Africans, ten thouſand valia 
Burgundians, five thouſand Redarans laſt offi 
all, ten thouſand Perſians and Chaldeans. The

# them, but they refuſed it, and they themſelves 
re cauſe of this miſchief, they have ſinned againſt 
heir oxyn ſouls and lives ; I beſcech thee impute 
not to me for a ſin, that the Jews die on this 
anner. 

At that time, certain wicked perſons of Fe- 
ſalem flandered Amittai the Pricft falſly, 
Wying to Captain Schimeon, Behold, Amittas 
Wc high Pricft, which did Jet thee into the 
ity, goeth about to flee to the Tents of the 
mans.

fin. Wherefore let his jud;;cment and fen-

den in milk, wherewith they firengthen their 
. bowels before they take meat 3 eſpecially ſuch 
as walked through wilderneffes, whoſe bowels 
were: long empty, when they' cartic_ to places 
inhabited and found meat, they were wont tg 
uſe this means. *- 3 ot oh | 
- Thercfore Tirzy commanded: his men to do 
25 Joſeph bad them, whereby many of the Fewg 
recovered, and many died of theflux. Theſe 
Fews which eſcaped thus out, df Feruſalemto 
the Camps of the Romans had {wallowed their 
Gold, and Silyer;'and precious Stones, to hide 
them, leſt chey' ſhotld be found 'of the Sediti- 
'OUS: : 44 71) - F 187” ws 
'' They therefore which recovered and brook- 
ed "meat, when they would fatisfie Nature, 
they went alone out of the Camp, and affer 
Tought their Gold 'and  Silver' and precious 
$tonies which wete digeſted in their excre- 
thents, and fo did'they every day. At length 
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certain . Aramites and Arabians,  elpying the 

ews to uſc this faſhion, told it amougli. their 
{llows, one fo another, and made a confpira- 
Q to lay wait for the Fews, and whomfoever 
they got, they ript their bellies,to ind the gold 
and othes Jewels which the Fer hed hid there. 
And by this means the Aramites 3nd Arabians 
had murthercd two thoutar:d Ferre. But when 
Titus heard of this he was worderful wroth; 
and con.manded them to be agpic.hended that 
had done this wicked deed, and to be put to 
death,whoſe goods were given to the Fews that 
remained alive. They that were put to death for 
this fat, were two thouſand Aramites and Ara- 
bzans rogether. 

After this, Titus eſpicd the Princes and Cap- 
tins to have decked their Armour with Gold 
and Silver, ſome of them alſo to wear Golden 
Cepters, and ſome Scepters. of. Silver, with 
other Ornaments upon their heads : he called 
them together, and (aid unto them, Lay away 
this vain oftentation, theſe things are they that 
provoked the Aramites and Arabians to work 
this wickedncis, againſt theſe.poox miſcrable 
Jews which fled forth unto us, that they might 
Ive under our protection. The Captains there- 
fore and Princes of the Romans hearing Titus 
commandment were obedient, and tiraight laid 
away from them thoſe Ornaments of Gold and 
Silver. Titus alſo gave commandment, that the. 
reſt of the Arabians and - Aramites (hauld be. 
baniſhed the, Camp, and thar no man hereatter 
| {ſhould 
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ſhould commit any ſuch heinous deed agai 
the Fews. Notwithflanding,when as any Ara 
mite or Arobiay could get any Few far vut of the 
Camp that no man might ſce it, he killed him 

Of the Romans in the Catnp, no man eithe 
did or (aid any evil unto the Fewy, fave certain 
ungodly Ruffans, which had learned of the 
Aramites and Arabians, thoſe cvil and wicked ion 
prancks : for they alſo when they chanced tofff into 
meet with any Jew out of the Camp, if thereſſſ the. 
were no man by they killed him, and took 99# 
away his Gold and Silver that lay hid in his hur! 
bowels. any 

When this came to Titus's ear, he com- cone 
manded to make Proclamation in this wiſe; Cat 
Waoſoever he be that hath ſcen, heard or 1 
known any thing of this horrible deed, which that 
15 committed of certain Rowans upon the Few, Mez 
or whoſoever hath done any fuch thing him- ſtou 
ſelf, let him come and make relation untof NE! 
Titus , which if he do the matter thall befſſ thc 
forgiven him, if not he (hall bear the bur- that 
den of his own wickedneſs, and fiand at his Pu" 
peril, if any thing be proved againlt him here- bur 
after: II5 

Therefore certain Romays who were conſci- © fon: 
ous to themlclves that they had cymmireed the Met 
deed, and being afraid of Titzs, r:alonced with Fen 
themſelves thus ; If we di- not conicſs unto 2 


him the truth he will by his wiidom ſearch asK 
out thele off-nders, and puniſh thein to d:ath : whi 
Wherefore truſting unto Tit#s's words off 101 


ths 
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the Proclamation, they came all , whoſoever 
had cither done it himſelf, or known other to 
doit; and declared it to Tiras laying., This 
have I done, This have-l known , This was I 
accefſary unto , and have not hitherto made 
thee privy thereunto. There were of them 
TE in number 320. men, that made this confef- 
fion 3 All thoſe Titus commanded to be caſt 
into hot.Ovens, and to be barned. This done, 
the Fews were more ſafe ever after in the Ro» 
mans Camp without any jeopardy, no man 
hurting them either in word or deed ; yea, if 
any Roman found a Few abroad wandring, he 
conducted him gently and peaceably into the 

Camp. | 
There was a certain Scribe of Feruſalem at 
that time, a faichfull man, whoſe name was 
Menachen,ſon of Serh the Scribe, whole Ances , 
ſtours had ſerved E/dras the Scribe of worthy 
memory, in Babylox 3 and being a keeper of 
the Eaſt gate: which was in Feruſalem, upon 
that fide towards the brook Kidroy, noted the 
number of the dead that were carricd forth to 
burying by that Gate, and round they came to 
115. thouſand cight hundred: and eight per- 
ſons, which were all of the Nobles and Gentle- 
menz or at leaſt of the ſubſtantiallcſt men of the 

Tews. ; 
Titus upon a time ( Fſ ph being preſent ) 
asked rhe queſtion of thoſe Princes of the Fews 
which were fled unto him , ſaying , I charge 
you upon your tidelity, to ſhew me how 
many 
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many Fews be dead in the Town, fince the titme 
I b:fieged it to this day. They gave him the 
number therefore, every man as far as they 
knew, of the dead thar were carried forth at 
all the gates to be buried, and the ſum amount:- 
ed to 700575 blides them that every where 
lay dead in their houſes and ſireets; and beſides 
them alſo that were ſlain in the Temple, and 
they that lay here and there unburied ; Which h 
when Titus heard, he marvelled greatly, and il. 
aid, It is well known to the Lord God of hea- 
ven, that I am not the cauſe of theſe evils, for 
T defired to be at peace with them oftner than 
once, but the Seditious eyermore would have 
nothing but War War. |

# Sd that time the hunger began to wax ve- 
ry great in the Town] amongft the Sedi- 
ezous, who never Jackt before, for they took 
it alwayes from other men by force, till now at 
length they were ditircfſ;;d with hunger them- 
ſelves, ſo that after they had eaten up all their 
horſes, they ate alſo thetr dung, and -the lea- 
ther of the Chariots ; ncither were there left 
any green boughs on the crees, nor any herbs, 
that the Scditious might ger to eat; Xo 

For the Romans had hew'd dowa all the trees, fl 
and cut down all the buſhes trom/about  Feru- aulc 
ſaiem,

with:

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xem,by the ſpace of thirteen miles, ſo that the 
hole field and territory of Feruſalem was ſpoil- 
d, which heretofore was repleniſhed with mars 
elloufly goodly- gardens, and moſt pleaſant 
aradifes. 

After that the Romans made up another Iron 
iam, very terrible; this they bended againſi the 
alls, to fee if there were any ſouldiers left m 
he Town, fo ſtout as they were in times paſt : 

hen the Captains of the Seditious ſaw rhat, 
hey iflued out with their companies againtt the 
mans, and flew very many of the in that 
kirmiſh. Wherefore Tits ſaid, It is not wils 
jom to fight with them any more, but rather 
vith the Ramns to ſhake and batter the wall, for 
they have no more but this wall left, and ſo we 
may bring our whole Army at orice upon them, 
ad ſubdue the Seditious. 7 

This counſet of Titxs was liked of all the 
frinces and people. The Captains of the S:di- 
tous miſtruſting what the Romans intended 
that they would be occupied hereafter in bat- 
tering the wall, began to build a countermure 

ithin,over againſt the place where the Romans 
wrought with their Ram, which was in the 
Plain by the Tomb of Fochanan the high Priefi, 
for thexe was ' none other place beſides, that 
hey might approach unto with their Rams 3 
and there the Ratms had made two breaches in 
the two other walls beforc. 

The Seditious made this Countermure, be- 


auſe they were not able to burn the Iron Ram

as they had done before, being now almoſt fa 
miſhed,& ſo pin'd away,that they could ſcarc 
ſtand upon their Legs. For if they had been (c 
luſty as they were beforc,and able to ſet the En 
gins on tire, the Romans was never able tf, 
win the Town, but ſhould have been com 
pelled to leave the aſlault, as they were co 
ſtrained to give over skexrmiſhing and fighting 
On a certain time when the Romans fled , th 
Scditious purſuing and killing many of them 
faith, The Romans will be weary, leave off thei 
liege, and go their wayee, that we may dwell aff 
liberty, and turn to the Lord our God. And 
when they returned at this time(or at any 0 
ther time_) profperoutly into the Town, they 
oppreſſed the people more cruelly, ex:Ging 
food of them,and faying,Give us meat if ye wi 
not, we will eat your fl.th,and your ſons. Buff 
the Romans, took courage to themſelves tal 
fight ſioutly,& {aid one to another ; Let us fiic 
to it hard, nd be valiant in our fights 2 it ſha 
be a ſhame for us to flce from thete feeble and 
hunger-ttarved Fews.which arc more like deaf 
Images,than living p.rlons, Therefore they be 
gan molt earncitly co fet upon the wallr, and (,.. b 
Make a battery : ſuddenly, they. beat down 
Freat part of that inner wall which the Few 
had newly ercctcd, ard gave a great ſhcur, lay 
ing Feruſalem 1s won, we have gotten the town 
But when they looked a litcle farther, they fa 
another Fort raiſed over againſt the: Breach 
Waerefore the Fes thorow the Town gavif 
al 
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iſo a great ſhout,and ſounded their Trumpets, 
\ joycing that they had another new Counter- 
MWure for that which was battered down. The 
"Fame was in Captain Fehochanans Ward. The 
"Womans ſeeing the countermure, & hearing the 
ews make fuch triumphs in the Town, were 
nuch aſtcnied, all their joy was daſhed and tur- 
Wed into damps, fo that they could not tel! 
What they ſhould do with that ſiubborn peo- 
Wplc-of Feruſslem,which had done them ſuch da- 
mages. The Romans fet upon the Town again 
mother way, whom Tit#s willed to remove the 
emne,and to bend 1t to the new wall, whiles it 
Was yet green & unſetled, ſaying let us batter 
Wt,and we ſhall ſee it fall by and by, and then 
hall we enter the Town. The Roman Captains 
bllowed not T:ritxs counſel, but ſcaled the 
walls which they had battered. The Fews there- 
Wore defending the Countermare fought with 
Wie Romans within the breach, repulſed ther 
rom the wall and the Town, and fo having 
ated much the ſtrength of the Romang,return- 
1 to their quarters. F+—"* 
E Then ſaid ſome of the Romans, We will ne- 
er befiege this Town any longer, for we ſhall £ 
tot be able to get ic while we live. And there- 
ore let'us break up and depart, betore - we be 
ſl deſtroyed with this ſiege 3 for except we do 
"Wo we ſhall be conſumed therein. Tits ſeeing 
Is fouldiers to make fo hard a matter of the 
jinning of the Town, called them all together 
Ind aid unto them; Tei me now, ye Roman

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Captains, ds ye not know that all war, and othe 
buſineſs whatſoever they be, are more hard, ay, 
require greater diligence in the end than in the bf 
ginning ? In which who ſo travel, if they faint iff 
the end do they not labour in vain ? Even as yo 

labour ſhall be in vain, if ye give over the Sieg

Conſider a Ship, when it hath compaſſed th 
whole Sea,and 5 now ready to arrive at the ſhor 
being troubled with a Tempeſt, if the Mariner

wail you all that ever you have done, if you ſl 
your diligence, aud will not finiſh the work of tl 
fiege ? Have you not then imployed your lahour i 
vain? And why ſh;uld this new wall ſo diſmay yt 
Yea,why 41 you not prepare your ſelves to beat dow 


this new wall, which yet is ſlenderer than the oth

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bree that ye have caft down? If ſo be ye would de- 
urmine to leave off the ſiege, had it not been bet- 
er for you to bave done it at the beginning, whiles 
your Army was yet whole ? Now,when as you are 
ew, and your moft valiant Souldiers were ſlain, 
why do you n0t rather chuſe to dye than to live ? 

Did you not once entcy this Town,in the time of 
Ncro Celar, and defend the bonour of his name ? 
ww ther:fore when Veſpalian my father reignetb 
who is not only of greater powcr than Nexo, but 
alſo more gentle toward you than ever w4s Nero, 
If you ſhould abate and ſlack yur endeavour and 
diligence it ſhould be your great ſhame & rcjroaehs 

Why take ye not example of theſe Jews valiant- 
weſ#, whom now already, ſword, pefiilence and fa= 
mine hath waltcd, fo that they have no bope left : 
neveribeleſs they ſign: ſtill, end never give overe 
Ds not you ſee every a1» hoy ſome , Hori 3ſoue oat 
of their Town, ard 6.1 ly aff:il yu 19 roithout 
jeopardy of their lives, toifornich #-3.71 nt INT08 
they dye for it ? Which things they 4: {17 none 0> 
ther cauſe, than to get then; praiſe and renown for 
their great proweſs. 

When Titus had well debated thcie and inch 
like things, in the ears of his Souldiers, a ccr- 
tain valiant man name Sb32;2r, faic vwito his 
fellows, Who fo dare g' to 2f.ult thefts Fews, 
let him come hither to me, that we may ful- 
fil the command of Ceſars fon our Lord and 
Captain» And forthwith he took his Targef, 
ind his drawn Sword in his hand, made to= = 
watd the Town with eleven tall tetlows 
T1 tol- 
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following kim, whoſe valiantneſs and courage 
Titus wondred at greatly. 
| The Fews kept their ward upon that part of 
the wall, where the Romans had a repulſe of 
late : fo when they ſaw Sabtanzs and his com- 
pany draw faſt toward them, they began to af: 
ſail them with fiones and arrows, but Sabianus 
ſerting light at them, charged home upon the 
Fews.Shortly one of the Fews met with him, & 
gave him fuch a blow,that he felled him to the 
ground z yct he gat up again, and fought for al 
that mantullyz and as one that had rather leave 
his life, than the reputation of the valour,he did 
fight till anoth«r Tſraelite came and flew him 
out-right. Three alſo of his icllows were killed 
fighting valianrly in that place; the other 8 rc- 
turned to the C:mp fo fore wounded, that they 
dicd the next day every one. Further other Ro- 
mans (ccing Sabianusad@,and fiudying to do the 
like:the next night they took counſel about 206, 
of them, and agreed to aſſault the Town. 
This their enterprize when they declared to 
the Standard-bearer of Titus, he and many 0- 
ther of the Romans went with them. They all 
ſcaling together, and clammering up the brea- 
ches,gat up upon the wall, founding a Trumpet 
- and gave a great ſhout. The Fews being at their 
reſt,as men oppreſi with hunger and wearinels 
and hcaring this Alarum and ſhout of the Ro- 
mans, were wondertully amazed, not knowing 
what the matter was,or how they ſhould defend 
themſelves. Tits alſo heard the ſhout : _ 
| | when 
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hen he had enquired the matter,he choſe out 
tain valiant men, and drew towards the 
eaches with them In the mean ſcaſon, the. 
y was broken, and the 7ews riſing from their 
tep, eſpied Titus upon the walls, and marvel- 
d thereat greatly. The Romans therefore ga- 
hering toward Titzs, came very thick into 
he Town, ſome by the breaches of the wall, 
nd other ſome through the vault, whereby the 
ſews were wont now and then to make irrvp- 
ons, and to recover them(clves within the 

own again. The Fervs fet therafelves in aray 

painſt the Romans in the very entry of the 

emple:upon whom the Romans ran with their 
Iawn ſwords 3 for they had no other armour, 
or the Ferys neither, being haſiily taken at 

ich a ſiidden. The battle waxed very hard, oa 

yonderfu] vehement on both particsz the like 

yas never ſeen in Fernſalem, nor heard of, in 
my time: for every mn clave hard to his next 
low, no man could fize on any ſide. Where- 
Ire the battc] waxt ſirong,with clamours and 
houts on both parties, now the joyful ſhout 
of the varquiſhers, now the wailings on 
the other ſide, of them that were put to 
the worſe. The, Ra m ns encourage & txharted 
ome another to hight, ſaying, this js the day 
which we have long look*d tor. The Jews again 
tok heart unto them, ſaying,(it boots nor to 
llee hence, but,for the glory ot the Lord and his 
Temp!e, let us die mantully, as nccli:y con- 
Iraineth us, and ſo doing, we ſhall be 
- 2 < | coun- 
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counted for facrifices and offerings, Whic 


earneſineſs on both ſides, filled the entry of the 
Court of the Lord with blood, that it food 


ke unto a Pool.or Pond. And that fight con 
tinued irom the morning, till that time fou 
days. 


Then a certain Souldier of Tztus*s, whoſe 


name was Golinusa valiant man, as was ever a 


mongl(t all the comyany of Kwrtus, fecing thi 
Fees prevail, and to have the upper-hand of thi 


Romans, which now had left off fighting, and 
fled, the Fews purſuing them : in a rage he ra 
2painſi them, and met them at the wall whic 
Herod builded, called A4ntochia, drove the 

back, and made them to take the entrance 0 


the Temple again, where, preſſing into thi 


forces of the Fews,he was wounded of a certai 
Jew. And when he perceived himſelf wounded 
he would have ftept back, but ſtumbled at 
tone in the pavement of the Court of the Tem 
ple,and fell down,where he fought yet (till, til 
a certain Few killed him out-right. He fough 
indecd very boldly and valiantly, but unwarily 


for he conlidered not his ground wherein i 


had to do with the Fervs. 


Titus waiting for Geliazs rcturn,and hearing 


him to be ſlain, would have gone himſelf to re 
ſcue the reli of his that were with him : but hi 
men would not ſuffer him, fearing left he him 
- ſelf ſhould be flain, The Tews therefore go 
the upper hand that day, apd flew very ma 


ny Romans in that bats), p yling _— 
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Iſo (which were killed) of their armour. 

| Theſe were the names of the Fews that made 
the skirmiſh:Of the Company ot Captain Feho- 
chanan, Elaſa, and Iptach ; of Sehimeons Com- 
pany, Malchiah and Facob a Prince of the Edv- 
mites 3 and Arſimon and Fchuda of the Compa- 
ny of Eleazer the ſon ot Anani. Theſe with 
their Companies made this flaughter of the 
Romans, in the entrance of the Temple, and 
drove them back to Antochia, where they kept 
them up that they 11d not get out. Where- 
fore when Tity perceived that the Antochia 
was in the Rewans way, and lindred them, he 
cauſed it to be razed and pulled down to the 
ground 3; thelz things were done upon the 
hith day of May, the third month, upon the 
even of the ſolemn Feſtival day of weeks, which 
otherwiſe 1s called Pextecoft, and that was the 
fourteenth month ſrom the beginning of Titzs's 
liege againſt this City. 

Shortly after.upon the third day of the Feaſt 
of weeks, the Fews as many as were at Feruſa- 
lem, kept holy daics, and celebrated the Feaſt. - 
Titus taking with him Foſeph the (on of Gorion 
went into the houſe of the Santuary, where 
the Seditious and Souldiers of the Fews were 
gathered togethcr; and called unto Febochanan 
and the reſt of the Captains of the Seditious, to 
whom he ſpake by the means of F ſcph, being | 
his Interpreter, in this wile : | 

What hath this Temple offended thee (thou 
ſeditiows ]chochanan ? ) Why haſt thou brought 


«pon 
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upon it this great evil and miſchief ? If ſo be thou 
uſt ſo much to thy ſtrength, Come forth to us 
with thy men into the fields, and we ſhall fight 
with thee thy fill. Is not this your ſolemn Feſtival 
day? Why then will yefight inthe place where ye 
ſhonld offer your ſacrifice ? Te pollute and defile 
the Sanfnary of your God and his name, and we 
ſpare it, knowing it is the bouſe of God : And the 
only cauſe why we make war upon you, is your 
ſtubborn ſiiff-neckedneſs, that you will not ſub- 
mit your ſelves to us, whom God hath given the 
Dominion unto, whoſe will ye labour in wain to 
diſappoint. Either therefore if ye will fight no 
more humble your ſelves under our ſubjection, 
that ye may ſave your lives :or elſe, if ye be deter- 
mined ſlill deſperately to fight with ns, then get 
you forth from hence, and let us go into the fields 
there to ſet our battels in aray. Why will ye defile 
_ JanQuary, and hinder the worſhipping of your 
God 2? | | 
Much more beſides this ſpake Tits, partly 


blaming their ſiubbornneſs, in that they had 


defiled their Temple, and yet ceaſed not to 
pollute it more and more, partly with fair 
words,6: gentleneſs, exhorting them to yield. 
admoniſhing them not to refiti ſy mighty an 
Army when as they could not do it without 
danger of utter dcfiruction, | 

Theſe and man other things Foſeph exprel- 
| ſed in Hebrew to the people, as Titus willed 
},1n, but the Few an{wcred never a word; for 
Jechoehayan had given charge that no man 
(hould ſp:ak. Tacn 
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Then Captain Febochanan anſwered Titus 
;mſelf, ſlaying, We can offer no kind of factt- 
ce More acceptable to God, than to devote, 
hazard, and abandon our own bodies and 
blood for his Name fake : wherefore we will 
lie free men in this our Town, and will never 
ome in bondage to ſerve you, 

Tits made him anſwer by Foſeph, ſaying, 
This your City I grant, is a holy City , and 
our Temple is moſt holy, which no man doth 
leny : but ye have grievouſly ſinned, in that ye 
have polluted the Temple of the Lird your God, 
by ſhedding in it innocent blood of Saints, and 
the Prieſts of God, with ether moſt godly and ho- 
ly men. 
| By what reaſon can ye then ſay, tht ye ſhall be 
eeepted for ſacrifices, and offerings before Ged ? 
yea rather, God abhorreth and deteſteth you utter- 
ly when as be requireth in bi ſacrifices, that 
they ſhould have no default ner ſpot : but ye are 
all beſpotted, ſo that no ſound place is Iift in 
J0hs 

For teh me (I pray you ) if there be any 
more abominable (pit in man, than ſin, when 
he tranſgreſſeth the Law of God, as ye have 
done > Neither #4 there any wiſdom or intel- 
ligence in you. For wiſe men would wiſely 
bear with the calamities of times, and know 
the courſes of things. How then are ye fo 
fooliſh #0 ſay that ye are an acceptable and 
well - pleaſing Sacrifice to Gid, when as 
je do reſſt the will of God ſo proudly?

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But thou Jehochanan, axd the reſt of the Sediti> 


ous Captains that are with thee, Tell me art thou 
H0t a mortal man, ſubjef unto the griefs and vex- 
ations of this life, and worms meat as we be? 
Should he not diſpleaſe thee, that ſhould take away 
and violate a Table or ſuch like thing, prepared 
$0 the honour of thee ? and wouldſt thou take it in 
good part, and hold him excuſed that ſhould do fo 
unto thee ? Why then haſt thou taken away the 
ſacrifices of thy God out of is Temple, and haſt 
fluſfed it with innumerable dead bodies ? Who 
can ſee or hear this, and abſtain from weeping, 
when we ſhall know ſo many Iraclites ts have 
ſuffered death by thee, and Schimeon, and Elca- 
zer thy fellows ? Neither canft thou yet apply thy 
mind to ceaſe and leave off thy malice, and yet 
acvertheleſs perſwadeſt thy (af that God is 
with thee, and that thou and thy fellows, are 
an acceptable and well-pleaſing ſacrifice unto God, 
aothing perceiving that your '(ins ſeparate you, 
and kecp you aſunder more flrongly than any bra- 
zen wall. 


It is true; T confeſs, that it becometh eve- 
ry valiznt man to ſtand ſtoutly in the defence 
of his People, City and Country. For it is 


better to die valiantly, than to come into the

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baniſh you out of your Land, or elſe to deſtroy it 
and your Cities : but this is the cauſe of my 
coming hither, to offer you peace, and to make a 
League with you, that you ſhould take upon you 
our yoke, and be oxr Subjeds as ye were before. 
Where did you ever hear of a people in all the 
World, that bath ſhewed themſelves ſo merciful 
and gentle, both towards others,and towards you, 
& we bave done ? | 


. "Hannibal the Captain of the Carthaginians, 
after he had waſted our Country, and at length 
ms taken by us, Was be not had in great ho- 
our and reputation of us, and with ſuch civis 
lity handled, that we made him King of hi peo» 
ple ? And ſo dealt we with Antiochus the Ma- 
cedonian, and other Kings that we took priſoners. 
Te brag tbat ye keep theVigils and Feaſts of your 
God :. Why then follow ye not the' example of ]c- 
choniah your King ? who to ſave the Temple of 
your God from aeftrution, and leſt your people 
alſo. ſhould be led away into bondage, or be deſtroy- 
ed with the Sword, yielded bimſelf and bus bouſe 
into the bands of the King of the Chaldees. Why 
ſpare you;not your own lives, your City and your 
SanAuary ? 


' Now therefore, bcarken unto me , and 1 
will make @ Leagne with you - before the 
God of i935. Howſe', who ſhall be a witneſs 
betwixt me aid you 5 by. wiom- I ſwear 
that 1 will ncver break, this Leagane , neither

do you any harm, nor ſpoil your gods, nor lead 


you away captive, nor yet conſtitute any Ruler 
over y'u, but a ]-w of your own Nation 5 even 
Joteph the Pracſt which is with me, ſhall be your 
Prince, if you think it god, and all the faiths 
ful men alſo which are with me, ſhall return 
home ag 4in'; ye ſhall inhabit, your own Land, 
ſhall have the uſe of the fruits thereof with peace 
and quietneſi, without any corruption, or altes 
ration of the ſervice of your God , wherefore cre- 
dit me, and make a League with me. And that 
you may truſt me the better, ye ſhall have pledgeg, 
Joſeph a Noble-man of your own Country, and 
other Princes and N»blemen of the Romans, 
Come fomh therefore and treat a peace with us, 
bw your Shoulders, and bumble your necks to 
ſerve us like as all other nations do, and as you 
bave your ſelves inthe time of Nero-Celar, that 
ye m:y live and not be deſtroyed, keeping your Re- 
ligton ſafe and ſincere. b, 0 

Foſeph the Prielt hearing the words of Titw 
and his clefnency, in that he was minded to 
ſpare the Fews, burſt out aloud and wept in 
the preſence of the Captains, and of the Sedi- 
tious very bittcrly : but they nothing regar ded 


It, 


Foleph therefore ſeeing that Titus could 
do nothing with the Seditious, ſaid unto 
their Princes, | marvel nothing that this 


City tends to deſirution, and deſolation , for 
I know 
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[ know the end of it is at hand. But this is it 
that I marvel moſt, that ye have read in the 
book of. Daniel and underſtand it not, which is 
now fulfilled in all points,and yet never a one of 
you doth mark it: The continual ſacrifice is al- 
ready ceaſed a good while ago, the anointed Prieſt 
15 cut away and put down. Thele things though 
they be moſt manifeſt, yet your hearts cannot 

believe them. | 
And many other words ſpake Joſeph full of - 
admonition and conſolation, but the Fews re- 
fuſed to hear him:When he had made an end 
therefore, and the Seditious had fo hardened 
their necks, Tit#s turned him, and departed 
out of Feruſalem, ſaying, Let us go hance, leſt 
their fins deſtroy us. Wherefore he pitched his 
Tents without the City4n the ſame place where 
he encamped at firfi, For he was afraid both 
for himſelf and his Army, leſt they ſhould . be 
circumvented and cloſed in, and flain cruelly in 
lo great a City as that was. < IF | 
. Certain of the Prieſts of that time, and of . 
the Nobles of the Town, with other. gadly 
men did wiſcly- provide for themſelves, and 
came forth to Tits, ſubmicting themſelves to 
his mercy, and were received of him pcaceably 
with great honourz who Titzs commanded 
to be conducted into the land of Goſhen, where 
in times paſt the Iſraelites dwelt in the days 
of Facob their Father, and Foſeph Lord of E- 

pt. ; 

; Thither ſent he them, ard] gave it them in 
pclle{- 
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poſſeſſion,: to them and to their heirs for ever 
after ; commanding a company of the Chaldeey 
ſafely to. conduc them, till they came ta-the 
land of Goſhen. | 
Tu directed hisLetter alſo to theRomanPre: 
ſident which was ſct over Epypt, to take pity of 
the Jews that he had placed in the Land of G+- 
ſhen, to fuftain and ſuccour them,and to fee that 
no Roman nor other ſhould do them harm, or 
annoy them by any manner of means. Many 0- 
ther alſd of the Fews coveted to go forth of Fe- 
reſalem, but they were diſappointed by the Se- 
ditious, that they could not do as they intend- 
ed. And who can tell whether they were 'en- 
tangled with their own fins, and deſtined to 
defirucion with their (editious brethren, when 
as their hands alſo were polluted with the cru- 
elty and iniquity of the Seditious ? Wh. refore 
the Scditious cloſed up all the walls about the 
Temple, - that-none of the F-ws which were in 
Feruſalem might get out to Titrs. I OL 
When Titus knew that many of the Jews 
were 'defirons to flce unto him, and could not 
becuuſe-of the Seditious,” he went again to the 
place where he was before, and Foſeph with him: 
Whom when the people ſaw to be there with 
Titus,they fell a weeping, and ſaid unto him, We 
acknowledge our ſins, and the tranſgreffion of 
our fathers,we have ſwerved out of the way a- 
gainſt the Lord our God 3 for we ſee now the 
mercy and gentlenels of Titzs,the ſon of Ceſar, 
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mn we do, when it is not in our power to flee 
nto him, becauſe of the crucl:y of the Sediti- 
us ? The Scditious hearing them talking with 
ſeph, in the prefence of Titans, and that they 
ake reverently of him, and honourcd his fa- 
her calling him Lord, they ran upon them 
ith their drawn Swords to Kill them 3 Then 
yed they unto Titus, Dcar Lord and Maſter, 
eſcue us : The Romans theretore, made ſpeed 
) deliver them out of the hands of the Sediti- 
us 3 So roſe there a fray in the midſt of the 
emple, betwcen the Romans, and the Fews 3 
he Romans flcd into the place called Sautum 
mtorum, which was the holicſt of all and the- 
ps followed after, and ſlew them even there. 
Titus ſanding without, cryed unto Fehocha- | 
#, and faid unto him : Heareſt tho Jchocha- \ | 
m, Is not thy wickedneſs yet great enough ? [ 
Filt thou never make an end of miſchief ? Where 
the honour of thy God ? Is it not written un the 
wy of thy God, of the SzuGum Sandtorum that 
ſtranger ought to come at it, but only the high 
rieſt, and that but once @ year, bccauſe it is tbe 
lieſt of all * And now how dareſt thi be ſo bold 
kill thoſe that are eſcaped unta it * And bow 
re you ſhed the blood of the uncircamciſcd there- 
, whom ye abhor, and yet mix their blood with 
's ? The Lord your GOD #s my witneſs, that 
weld not have this H:uſe deſtroyed ; but your 
Mm wicked works, and your own hands do pull it 
wn. And would God you would receive yrur 
ce,which if it were once done, we would honour 
| this 
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this Houſe of the Sanflnary and Temple of th 


Lord : yea, we would depart away from you, Bui 
your hearts, are hardened like Iron, and your neck 
and forcheads are become ob(tinate as braſs, t 
yaur own undiing. For ye ſhall carry your ow 
fins, and die ix the Laid of the Romans; I and m 
fathers houſe are innocent and guiltleſs of your deat 
as the Lord and his Temple, in whoſe preſence w 
ftand, ſhall bear us witneſi this day. 

But when he ſaw that none of the Scditiou 
gave any regard to his words, he choſe out 
the Romanr, thirty thouſand valiant fightin 
men, and gave them commandment to tak 
and occupy the entry of the Temple, which! 
a holy Court,and determined to go with the 
himſelf; but his Nobjes w:-uld not ſuffer hi 
but willed him to remain upon a high plac 
whcre he might behold his ſouldiers fh1zht: an 
when they ſee thee afar off, their hearts ſhall b 
comforted, and they ſhull tight according a,,. 
thou wilt with them: but come not at the cnfſf, *., 
try of the Temp'e thy lelt, I.it thou be deſiroyffÞ 11/o

The Romans therefore doing, after his co 
mandinent {ct upon the 7:ws, but — Je 
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aving ihtelligence of the matter, kept diligent 
atch, and withſtood the Romans all thE 
ioht. But the Romans were nor haſty to fight 
( the dark, fearing left it might turn to their 
wn harm. As ſoon therefore as it was day 
e Fews divided thernſelves , and bcſtowed 
heir Companies at the gates of the entrance, 
nd fought like men. 

Karilus and Roſtizs beſet the Temple round 
bout that not one of the Fews might eſeape 
ut; and (o the battel encrealed between them 
'r the ſpace of feven dayes; foumctimes the 
lomans getting the upper hand of the: Ferrs , 
Inving them within the entrance: ſorerimes 
he Ferys encouraging themſclves,made the Ro- 
ans x.tire, and purſucd chem to the walls of 
ke Antochia; in this manner fought they theſe 
ven days; 

| Aﬀter the Romdns turned back from the 
ws, and would not fight hand ro hand with 
emany more. Then Titus commanded the 
all.of the Awtochia to be pullcd down fur- 
her, that there might be; place for all his hoſt 
) enters 

The famine in the mean ſeaſon grew more 
rievous, fo that no food was left. For the Ferws 
2an now to iffue out, and fieal Horſes, Afles, 
Noche beaſts, whatſoever they could catch 
en out of the Romans Camp, that they might 
Ireſs them fome tmeat, and ſuſtain their lives 3 
hich they doing oftentimes, at length the 
mans ferctived it, and wete wonderfully 
Z z dil- 
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difpleaſed at the matter, wherefore, they ſet 
Watch and ward round about the Camp, leſt 
by the deceit of the Fews, they ſhould be ſpoil- 
ed of their cattel. So after that, the Fews could 
fieal no more thence. | 
Afterward notwithſianding,they armed them- 
ſelves, and iſſued out at the Eaſt Gate, & brake 
the wall that Titus had raiſed for his own (aft 
ty,leſi the Fews ſhould iſſue out upon a ſudden, 
and come upon him at unawares. A fort of tall 
fellows therefore of the youth of the 7ewz,iflu 
cd out at the breaches of the wall, and got up 
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quickly to the Mount Oliver, where they foundſ , SO 
horſes, mules,aſſes,and much other cattel; and that fi 
ſlaying their Keepers, they drove them befordf*?> cl 
them with great ſhouts into the Town. The that t 
Romans perceiving it purſued them. Where that a 
fore the young men divided themſelves intofff Tit 
two bands: the one to drive the booty, and the him tc 
other to reſiſt the Romans.So there was a ſore} 22h 
fight becween them, but the Fews got the uppet rite p 
hand, and went their ways clear with the prey © 
toward Feruſalem. ther t: 
For the Fews came forth, confirained by the of Toc 
neceſ{ity ot hunger, and fought for their living Roma! 
the Rom ins had no cauſt to tight ſave only for Army 
ſhame, toſce their cattle driven away befor let bit 
their eyes 3 for otherwiſe they put not thei him, 
lives in jcopardy to tight unto death, as th and y' 
Fews did, yet there was many of the Roma# or thi 
ſ1:in in that hahe. A 


The Fews while the Romans purſued ther 
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in vain,got into the Town with their ſpoil and 
prey, and firaightway turncd upon the Romans 
and drove them back, purſuing them again till 
they came almoſt to Tizzs Camp, which when 
the other Romans ſaw, they iffued forth to the 
reſcue of their fellows, and purſued thoſe 
young men,either to kill them, or take them, 
albeit they eſcaped to the Town without any 
harm, ſave that they took a Boy, and brought 
him unto Titus. He that took this Lad, was 
called Pornus. 

So the Romans prevailed againſt the Few at 

that time, and for a certain token of the Vico- 
ry, they had this young Few priſoner. Pornus 
that took him, was had in great eſtimation for 
that act, of Titus and all the Remanxs, 
Titus apparrelled the Boy, and committed 
him to Foſeph to keep. This boy had a brother 
amongſt them that eſcaped into the Town, a 
vile perſonage, evil-favourcd, and of a low ſia- 
ture, his name was Tonath:zx. He ſeeing his bro- 
ther taken priſoner, cometh forth of the Tomb 
of Tochanan the H gh Pricft over againſt the 
Romans, and crycd unto Titus, and to all the 
Army, ſay ing if there be ever a man among you 
Jet him come forth unto me, here will I abide 
him, and tight with him upon this ground : 
and ye ſhall know this day, whether the Romans 
or the Fews be the better men. 

The Romans deſpiſed him, yet durfſt they not 
meddle with him, but ſaid, if we kill him, we 
(hall never be counted the better men for 
Z 3 ſuch 
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ſuch an AR, and if he'ſhould kill any of us, -itſhe poy 
ſhould be a great diſhonour to be- ſlain of hroweſ 
wretched captive, Fonathan (aid to the Roman Myzs no 
How much is .che manhood of the Romany tafſſhet pre 
be regarded in our eyes? Have not you beenfſfalling 
flain and put to flight by us? What were youſſ£nt hi 
then if bands and companies of the Gentiledfiare 
came not every day to aid you? if they ha, on, 
not refreſhed you, we had long ago eateniſſhruck | 
you up. We have deftroyed our feives one anoflind k 
ther with civil wars, ſo that we are but fewipercei; 
left: but what are you? Who is ſo hardy of thMlieed th 
beſt of you all,to come and declare his ſirengrhrejoyce 
and to fight with me?I am one of the meaneſ} ir, 
and outcaſts of the Fews ; Pick you out thefllhemſe 
chicfeſt and valianteſt man among you all, and The 
you ſhall know by ard by, whether part is morgiÞof the 
valiant. When Fonathan had ſpoken thus proudthe T 
ly, there came. forth one of the moſt valainteſMknow' 
fouldiers of the Romans,whoſe name was PorayWany th

ſ, one of the Romans whoſe name was Pornan 
fruck him through with an arrow at unawares 
ind killed him 3 by whofe example ye may 
perceive, 1: is every mans part chiefly for to take 
heed that when they overcome their enemies, they 
rejoyce not over much tor wax proud for the mat- 
ter , fer, who Knoweth what end they ſhall bave 

themſelves. | 
Theſe things done, the Fews ſecing the walls 
of the Temple, and three walls that compaſſed 
the Towr, to be razed and pulled down, 
knowing alto that they had no help left, nor 
any thing fo truſt unto, thy conſulted what 
was beſt to be done. There was a great houſe . 
joyned upon the fide of the Temple that Ring 
Solomon had buiided, of a great height, whole 
wa!ls alſo the Rings of the Second Temple had 
raiſed on heighr, and had decked it with Tim- 
ber of Firr, and Cedar-trees. The Jews went 
and anointed every where the Cedar Timber 
of the houſe with brimttone and pitch abun- 
dantly:So when the Romans came again to the 
Temple to «f[ault the Fews,and purſued them - 
unto that Palecc; They entred the Palace after, 
the Fews, who went out again another way 
Z 4 and

and ſome climbed up to the battlements of the 
houſe, others ſet up ladders to ſcale it : Then 
rejoyced they wonnderfully ſaying, The palace 
1s taken,now have the Fes no place left to flee 
unto for refuge, Thus when the Romans had 
gotten the Palace,and the houſe was full of the 
a certain Fewa young man vowing himl(clf de- 
ſperately to die, went and ſhut up the Palace,and 
fet tire on the gates anointed before with brim 
fione and pitch,and ſiraightway the fide wall 0 
the houſe, and the whole building began to bt 
on alight fre, ſo that the Romans had no wa 
to eſcape, becatiſe the tixe compaſſcd the houle 
on every ide, 

The Fews alfo ftood in harneſs round about 
the Houlc left any of the Romans ſhould cſcap: 
Wherefore ſo many of the Romans as cntree 
into the Houſe, were defiroyed with the fire 
which was twenty two thouſand men of war 
Titus hearing the cry of the Romans that peri 
ſhed in the fire, made ſpecd with all his men tc 

'"come-&: reſcu« them, but could not deliver the 

out of the hire, it burne fo vehemently z where 
forc Titus and his men wept bitteily. The Ro 
mans that. were above upon the Houſe, whe 


they (aw their Mattcr Titus weep, and the tire 


to be b- tween trem, that neither could come tc 
on. -nother, they colt then{clves down kead 
long from the b: RT _ of che houſe, whic! 
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f they perceived any man go about to eſcape out 
f the fire, or to come down of the battlements, 
hem they killed with their ſwords. 

In that fire was a certain great Commander, 
f the ſiock of Kings, whole name was Longi- 
4u5,to whom the Fews cryed, and flouted him, 
aying, come hither unto us, that thou mayeſt 
ave thy life,and not be defiroyed: but he durſt 
ot go out at the gate, fearing the Fews would 
illhim. Wherefore he drew out his (word, 
nd thruft himſelf thorow before their faces. 

AnotFer gicat Commander alſo was in that 
fire, whoſe name was Arterizs, who looking 
orth from the top of the houſe, ſaw one of his 
lear friends by Titus, which was called Lyucixs 
o whom Artorizs called ſaying, my dear friend 
Lucius, get on thy Armour and come hither 
hat I may leap down upon thee,& thou may- 
{t receive me. If I dye,T make thee my heir, 
f thou die, thy children ſhall inherit my goods. 
Wherefore Laucias ran and held his lap open at 
he houſe fide, and Artorixs leapt down, and 
ight upon him with ſuch weight, that they 
oth dicd therewith. Titus commanded the co- 
renant that they made before their death,to be 
written on x {word with blood, & their friend- 
hip to be notcd in theChronicles of the Romans, 
that it might bean example to all men to learn 
truc friendſhip by : At that time therefore the 
Terrs revcnged themſelves meetly well upon the 
Komani Th: fire burnt till it came to the Chiſ- 
kijabs Ring of Fehuda, and had almoti taken 
| & tt.c 
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the Temple of the Lord, which the Romens ſee. 


ing fled,out of the town,and got them fo their 
tents, a great part of them being defiroyed by 


the cruelty of the Fews,fo that few of them re-WB 


mained, The reft therefore lay fiill in their fiege 
round about the Town, ſaying, we ſhall not be 
able to win the Town by the ſword, but rather 
we muſt be fain to drive them to yield by fa- 
mine, wherefore they compaſſed it on every fide; 
in the Town was now no viduals left. 

There was a certain rich woman at Ferwſalem, 
of a Noble houſe alſo, whoſe Name was Miriam, 
Her dwelling was beyond Fordan but when ſhe 
perceived the wars to grow more and more in 
the time of Veſpaſizn, ſhe came up with her 
neig'-bours to Jeruſalem, bringing with her not 
only her men {crvants.and women ſervants,and 
all hcr family, but alſo her goods and riches, 
which were very great, 

When the hunger was grievous at Feruſalem 
and the Seditious went from houſe to houſe to 
ſcek meat;they came alſo to this womans houſe 
and took away ftrom her by force, all that. cvcr 
ſhe had, and left her nothing remaining.By this 
means ſhe was opprett with very great hun- 
ger,fo that ſh2 wiſhed her (elf out ot the world 
but her time was not yet come to die : wherc- 
fore that ſhe might ſlack her hunger & ſuſtain 
her felf, ſhe began to ſcrape in the chatt anc 
duſt for beaſts dung, but could tind none, Se 
had one ſon, and when ſhe ſaw the famine wax 
grcatcr and greatcr vpon her, ſh2 laid afide all 
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yoman-hood and mercy and took upon her an 
10rrible cruelty : For when ſhe heard her boy 
veep, and ask for meat, which ſhe had not to 
ive him, ſhe (aid unto him, what ſhall I do my 
on? For the wrath of God hath environed the 
whole City, in every corner thereof the famine 
reigneth; without the City the {word killeth up 
al}, within we ſtand in fear of the Scditious? our 
encmies prevail without,in the Town are fires, 
durnings, and ruines of houſes, faming, pelii- 
cence, ſpoyling 2nd deſtroying,ſo that I cannot 
feed thee my ſon. Now therefore my fon, if I 
ſhould dye tor hunger, to whom ſhould I leave 
thee being yet achild?I hoped once that when 
thou ſhouldeſicome to mans eftate,thou ſhould- 
ct have (ſuſtained mine age with meat, drink, 
and cloth, and after when I ſhould die, to bury 
me honourably, like as I was minded to bury 
thee, if thou ſhouldeſt have died bifore me. 
But now my fon, thou art as good as dead al- 
ready,for | have no meat to bring thee up with- 
all, becauſe of this great famine, and cruelty cf 
the enemies both within and without : If thou 
ſhouldſt dye now amongſt others, thou ſhouldſt 
have nopood nor honourable Tomb,as I would 
wiſh thee : wherefore I have thought good to 
chooſe thee a {:puicher, cven mine own body, 
Jeſt thou ſhonldeft dye,and dogs eat thee in the 
fireets;l will therefore be thy grave, and thon 
thalt be my food:and for that, that if thou had 
lived and grown to mans eſtate, thou ovghtelt 
by right to have nourith:d me, & fed me-witin 

| , ity 
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thy ficſh, and with it ſuſtain mine age, before 
that famine devour thee, and'thy body be con. 
ſumed,render unto thy mother that which 
gave unto thee, for thou cameſt of her,ind thoy 
(halt return into her. For I will bring thee unto 
the (elf ſame ſhop, in the which the breath or 
life was breathed into thy noſtrils, foraſmuch as 
thou art my will beloved fon, whom I have lo- 
ved alwayes with all my ſtrength : Be therefore 
meat for thy mother, and ignominy and re- 
proach to the Seditious, that by violence haye 
taken away our food. Wherefore my ſon hear 
my voice ; and ſuſtain my foul and my life,and 
go to the end that is determined for thee by 
. my hands, thy lot bein the garden of Edex and 
Paradiſe, be thou meat for me, and rebuke and 
ſhame to the Seditious, that they may be com- 
pelled to ſay, Lo, a woman hath killed ber ſon, 
and hath eaten him 

So when ſhe had thus foken to her ſon, ſhe 
took che child, and turning her face away left 
ſhe ſhould ſee him die, the killed him with a 
ſword, and aftcr cut his body into certain pic- 
ces, whereof lome (he roſtcd, ſome ſhe ſod,and 
when ſhe had eaten oi them ſhe laid up the reſt 
to Keep. 

The favour of the fl.ſh roaſted, when it came 
Out into the ſireets to the people, they laid one 
to another; Sec, here is the {mell of roatt meat. 
Which thing came to to the knowledg of the Se- 
ditious at length, who went into the houſe of 
the woman,und {pake :oughly unto her, Why 
ſhould 
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,ouldeſt thou have meat to live with, and we 
ic for hunger ? The woman made them an- 
wer, and faid unto them, Be not diſpleaſed 
beſcech you, with yous handmaid for this, for 
ou ſhall ice Thave rcſerved part for you. Sit 
ou down therefore, and I will bring it you, 
nat ye may taſt thereof, for it is very good 
neat.

'or thou haſt not only fed me in this moſt grie- 
70us famine, but haſt defended me from the 
yrath of the Scditious, wherewith they were 
ncenſed towards me, when the (ſmell of the 
neat brovght them into my houſe.Now there- 
ore are they become my friends, for they fac 
it my table,and I have made them a feaſt with 
hy fl:ſh. 

After ſhe turned her to the Seditious, & bad 
hem eat,and fatisfic themſelves:for why (ſaith 
he)ſhould ye abhor my meat which I have ſec 
before you : I have ſatisfied iny ſelf therewith, 
why therefore do not you cat of the fleth of my 
on? taſte and fee how (weet my fons fl:(h is, i 

are 
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dare ſay ye will ſay, It js good mcat. What nee- 
dth pity ? O.ght yeto be more moved there- 
with than a Woman?lf ye will in no wiſe eat of 
the ſacrifice of my for, when as I have caten 
thereof my ſelt,ſhall not this be a ſhame for you 
that I ſhould have a better heart, and greater 
courage than you? Bchold, I have prepared a 
fair Table ſor you, moſi valiant men, why cat 
ye not? Is it not a good feaſt that IT have dreſi 
for you? and it is your will that I ſhould make 
you this feaſt, It had been tmy part rather to 
have been moved with pity of my Son , than 
yours : and how chanceth it theretore that you 

are more merciful than'l ? Are ye not they that 
ſpoi'ed my honſe, and left me no kind of food 

for me and my (on? Arc ye not they that con- 
ficzined meto make you this feaft,not withftand- 
ing the greater hunger that I have ?Why then 
eat ye not thercof, when as ye were the Authors 
and cauſcrs that I did this deed ? The -Fews 
hearing this matter, were wonderfully (mitten 
m fadneſs; yea even the Govcrnaurs of the Se- 
ditious began to ſtzop when they heard of this, 
fo that they all in a manner defircd death, they 

were fo amazcd at this horrible act, Many 
thercfore of the common p:ople ſtole out in the 

night forth of Feruſilcm with all their ſubſtance 

to the Romans Camo and ſhewed Titys of this. 

Who wept thereat,& was lorry tor the matter 

exccedingly, holding up his hands to Hleaven, 

and crying, Thou Lord God of the world, God of 
this bouſe,to whom ll ſecrets are known, o_ alfa 
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noweſt my heayt,that I came not againſt this Ci- 
y as deſirous of Wars, but rather of Peace which 
offered them, but yet the Citizens thereof ever- 
nore refuſed it, altbough I oftentimes intreated 
hem. And when they deſtroyed one another by ther 
wil diſſentions, I would bave delivered them but 
| found them alwayes like molt fierce and cruel 
rafts, nothing ſparing themſelves. Aud this miſ- 
-hief is come now ſo far, that a w;man hath eaten 
Ver own fleſh, being drives thereunto by moſt ex- 
ream neciſſity. I have heard, and my forefathers 
have told me, of all the power that thou haſt exer- 
ciſed in times paſt 1owards them and their fathers 
bow tby name dwelt amongſt them. For thou 
broughtefi :9em cut of Egypt, with a ftrong hand 
and a fliretcved forth Arm,out of the houſe of bon- 
dage,to whom alſo thuu divideſt the Sea, leadedjt 
them through it dry, and drownedjt their enemies 
;n the water z after conduteſt thy people thorow 
the wilderneſs, and fed'ſt them with bread from 
heaven, thou cauſedſi Q uails to fly unto them, 
and broughteſt out Water out of the rock, fir them. 
At length thon broughteſt them into this holy 
land by great and terrible miracles and wonders : 
For thou drycdſt up the water of Jordan, & ms- 
dejt them ſtand up in a heap, till they were paſſed 
overs thou didjt cauſe the Sun & Moon alſo to ſtay 
their courſe for thy peoples ſake, till they did wvan- 
quiſh their enemies. Thou wouldſt that thy Name 
ſhould dwell amongſt them, and gaveſt them this 
City by inheritance. Some of them thou didjt chooſe 
for thy ſclf to be Prophets, which might condudt 
thy people, teach them, and lead them into the 

right

riobt way, to give them warning of future miſe« 
ries, that they might take heed, and beware of 
them. Moreover, thou didit chooſe of them Prieſts 
20 ſerve thee and to bleſs thy people Ifrael 3 certain 
godly meu amongſt them thou dreweſt unto thee, 
and in a fiery Chariot thou didſt carry them up to 
Heaven , Thou ſmoteft the Tents of the King of 
Afur, and kiliedjt 8718 men. Theſe and divers 
other things have I heard of my forefathers, yea, 
and of Joſeph the Prieſt a very wiſeman : And 
now, Lord God, this people which T have ſtriven 
againſt, I wou!d have ſaved bad they trufted in 
thee, but thou ſeeſt they traft not in thy ſaving 
bealth, but in their own Sword. 

When Titzs had ſaid all theſe things, he 
commanded to bring an Iron Ram,and to bend 
it againſt the new wall which the Scditious had 
raiſed, that they might batter it down ; but 
many of the Nobles among the Seditious came 
forth unto Titus, and made pcace with him, 
whom he placed among his chief men. 

Shortly after the Romans let on fire one of 
the Gates of the Temple that was ſhut, whoſe 
dore was covercd over with filver, and while 
the timber of it burnt, the ſilver melced, and 
ran upon the ground 5 fo when the Gate was 
open, the way appeared which leadeth to the 
Sangum Santforum- 

As ſoon as Titus ſaw it, he honoured it with 
great reverence and forbad his pcople that none 
ſhould come nigh it. Wheretorc he comman- 


dcd a Proclamation to be publiſhed —_—_ 
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his Camp to this tenor, Whoſoever cometh 
r the Sanauary, ſhall ſuffer death for it. 

He appointcd alſo a firong band of men to 
p the temple, that it might not be propha- 
| and unhallowed by any.of his:: . But his 
nces and Captains anſwered z Unleſs this 
uſe be ſet on fire, thou ſhalt never ſabdue 
; people, in regard that to preferve it, they 
v to die. +:

The whole Rowgan Army being now come in 
to the Temple and the Frys fled to Mount Sio 
the Romans ict up their Idols in the Lord 
Temple and railed at the Fews - It hapned,tha 
there came down to the Komans alittle boy 0 
the Priefis from Mownt Sion to a Captain of th 
wall, Keeper of the Temple, deliring him tc 
give him ſome water 3 he taking pity of th 
boy, gayc him ſome 3 the boy raking the veſlc 
the water was in, firft drank himſclf, then rat 
away with the xclt : the Captain made ſhew td 
Fun aftcr him, but let him go of purpoſe. 
Once when the Romans were at their ſacrific 
with 7:itus,lome Prictts came and beſought hin 
that he would not kill them, heanſwercd, wh 
do you wiſh to live now, and not rather di 
with your brethren who have fuffer'd death fo

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After Schimeon and Fehoehanan ſent to Titus 
or peace : he anſwered, this thing ye ſeek 200 
ute 3 but how cometh it to paſs \ that y # berg your 
ves now being ſo fer and that ye have waſted all 
bings ſo deſperately : ye deſire life and yet perſe- 
ere 21 your malice,ftill bolding your ſwords in your 
nds, have we not taken your City, Temple, and 
the Sai:tum Sanorum. IWFhat is there left for 
yoze 20 put your hope in ? therefore caſt away your 
words, and lay down your armonr 3 and then if 
yu come to me, I know rhat Thave to do, perad- 
venture T ſhall be gracious unto you 

Schimeon and Febochanan anſwered, We have 
worn by the Loyd our God, who is God of heaven 
1d earth, that we will never bear thy yoak nor 
erve thee, or mike any peace #0 be ſubjecito thee, 
therefore 3/ it be thy pleaſure to ſhew us merey, we 
will take our journey into the wilderneſs : in 
granting this, we will report we have found fa- 
wr if not, we will remain in this place to ſee 
what manner of death we ſhall dye. 

Titxs hearing this, was much incenſed, and 
aid, remains the pride of your hearts, aud the 
bardneſs of your neck, (till with you, though ye be 
Captives ? dare yc be ſo bold as t0 ſay, ye bave 
[worn n0t to endere our yoaks 

Then Titzs gave commandment to the Ro- 
nas not to omit any opportunity to ſet upon 
the Scditious, and by one means or other,to de- 
troy Schimen and Febochanan. There was at 
that time, a certain man of the Royal blood, 
whoſe name was Serach : he accompanicd with 
Il his brethren and Sons that were there with 
Aa 4 ' him 
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him of the Kings blood, came down from the 
Mount Sox to Titus, who received them ho- 
nourably, and gently ordered them. 

When Fehochanan and Schimeon underſtood 
that Serach and the reſt were gone, and had 
yielded themſelves to Titzs, they went and ſet 
hre upop all that was in thcKings Patace,that the 
Romans ſhould have no commodity thereby. 
From thence they went to the Temple,where 
they found cerrats Commanders, and Captains, 
whom Titus had put in authority about the 
Temple of whom three were chief : one Cap- 
tain of the horſemen, the ſecond of the Chari- 
ots,and the third of the footmen, him they kil- 
led and took his companions alive. One of them 
beſought him that had taken him, that he 
might be brought to Schimeon their Captain : 
Let him (faith hc) do with me as he liR, and in 
this one thing let me find favour at your hands. 
They agreed and brought him to Schimeon, 
who commanded his (ervants,as ſoon as we was 
came to ſlay him. Bnt-while he that was ap- 
pr to this buſineſs made delay, and killed 

fm not by and by, he whipt down off the hill, 
eſcapcd, and caime'to Titus 2 who commanded 
him out of his fight, being wroth with him, 
that he had not fought unto death, rather than 
co be taken alive. 

But with the Fews was he wonderfully dif- 
pleaſed, that they had ſodcfpightfully ordered 
his men ; wherefore he command<d to kill all 
the Fews, 235 many as could be found, in the 
ſtreets of the City, whom he would haye in 'd 
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before, and cauſed proclamation to be made 
throughout all his Camp for thcir {afcty. Then 
died many of the Fews,fo that «very place was 
full of dead bodies. The men of Wer of the E- 
domites which were with Schimeon, perceiving 
how the matter went,ſent Enib-:ſfadors to Titxs 
to deſire peace, and to fave their lives ; which 
when it came to Schireons car, he went unto 
tham,and ſlew the chief of them, and thei No- 
ble men: and the refi cf the people of the Edo- 
mites fled unto Titus. From that time forth Tz- 
145 commanded his men to uſe no more cruelty 
to the Fews. Soon after fled Fchochanan and 
Schimeon, and hid themſclves in ceriain caves. 
The reſt of the chief men of the Fews that were 
with them, fceing, them now to be fled, came 
down from the Mount to Titus, and tc11 down 
upon their faces before him upon the grourd, - 
whom Titus received gently. As for the Sediti- 
ous that were with Schimeon and Jebochanan, 
they fought til] they all dyed together. 

Then came forth unto Titus one Fiſhua a 
Prieſt, fon of Scaftaz, the High Piiclt, brivging 
with him two Candlefiicks ot gold which were 
in the Sancwvary, and the Tablcs of gold, with 
other veſſels of filver and gold ; ard alſo the 
holy veſtures decked with gold and prccious 
ſtones 3 all thoſe he gave to Titzs, who made - 
him chief Pricſt over tkem thai remained, next 
unto Foſcph the Prieſt : for Titus gave Foſecph 
authority as well over the Pricſts ard Levires, 
as over the whole pcople of the Zews. Then was 
Gorion the Father of Tf 81: that writ this Hi 
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ſtory, brought out of priſon, with his wife and 
children, among whom was one Bonion, Joſephs 
younger brother : he was a very wile and godly 
Prieſt, by whom God beftowed many benefits 
upon the Tſraelites : for Titus left him at Feru+ 
ſalem,and took him not with him,as he did Fo- 
ſeph. Feſepbs F:ther lived after the City was ta- 
ken, twenty months and died. They took alſo 
one Phineas a Pricſt, who was keeper of the 
treaſure-houſe : he bewrayed and detec}cd to 
the Romany, all the treaſures of the Prieſts, and 
their V<timents ; he gave alſo unto Titus a 
moſt precious cy!,with ſweet odours, and per- 
tumes, and g-rments alſo of purple, which the 
Kiags of the ſecond Temple had given. Where- 
fore both this Phinex, and Foſhua whom we 
mentioned bcfore, tranſgretſed the Covenant 
of the Lord, and offended God, in that they 
delivered his Jewels to the encmies of his peo- 
ple, which thcy ought not to have done, but 
rather to have diced for the glory of the Lord, 
as the other Pricſts did, which caſt themſclves 
into the hire. 

Thus was thc City of Ferzſalem taken, with 
all the precious things that were therein : And 
Tits wert up to Mount Sjox, took it, and 
razed the walls thereof, Three dayes after, 7e- 
bochanaa fore vext with huvger, left his place 
where he lurtked, and came to Titzs fell down .. 
before him, and kiſicd his feet, ſaying, Save 
me O Lord King Titus commanded him to be 
fettered with iron chains, and when he had 
cauſed him to be carricd about the Camp, fo 

baund 
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bound, and to be mockcd of all men, by the 
ſpace of ſeven days, he commanded to hang 
him, and fo got he a jull end, and fit reward 
for h15s cruelty. 

Afterward came Schimeon allo forth of his 
dcn being driven to it with famine. He had put 
on Kingly appare], and ſhewed himſclf afar off, 
to the Roman hoſt;who (ceing him, were afraid 
to go to-him 3 but he called unto them ,and askt 
for fomc Captain : [Then one came forth and 
{aid unto Schimeon, Tell me who thou art, and 
I will not kill thee 3 Schimeon anſwered there- 
fore, and told him I am Schimeon, that f(editi- 
ous Captain of the Fews, which have made you 
f» much ado, now I beſeech thee, ſhew me (© 
much favour as to bring me to Titus thy Ma- 
Ger, which he did; Titus therefore when he 
faw Schimcon, he commanded him to be faſt 
bound, and to be led about the whole hoſt, that 
he might be derided and mockt : Afterward, 
he was put to a ſore death 3 firfi his head was 
Gricken off, then he was cut in pieces, and caſt 
unto Dogs 3 So be died an abominable death, 
being puniſhed for his iniquity. 

The number of the Fews, as well Citizens as 
others, that came unto the feaſt of Feruſalem, 
which were ſlain, partly by the Romans, partly 
by the Seditious, during the whole time of 
theſe wars, was known to be eleven hundred 
- thouſand, befides them whoſe number was 
not known 3 only they were counted which 
were ſlain and buried : Befides thern, they al- 
ſo were not rcckoned, that after the death of 
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ehxchanan and Schimeon, died with Eleazay 
\he ſon of Anani the Pricft : They that were 
thouland men. 

So Titus with Fſeph went to Rome, leaving 
Bonian, Foſephs brother at Jeruſalem, who was 


appointed to be the cihiet Priett of them that. 


abode there for Foſeph did requeſt it of Tirws, 
which he performed. The Seditious were all 
f1ain in the battel. which they cook in hand for 
the peoples (ke. and the Temple of the Lord : 
thote alſo that Titzs took priſoners, were put to 
vile dezths , for he reſerved many to be mock- 
ivg-ſtocks in every City, where he paſſcd by in 
the way to Rome and in every town he com- 
manded ſome of them to be brought forth,and 
cali unto the Lions, till they were all conſumed,

CHAP. V. 


Here were certain people at that time, 
dwelling amongſt the Mountains of Ara- 

rat, that were call'd Alaxites, whole power A- 
lexander R.of Macedonia fearing,cloſed them on 
every fide. This people although they had ro 
knowledge of the uſe of Iron nor Armour; yet 
this wes their manner, That one of them with 
- a great pole burnt alittle at the end, would put 
to flight -a hundred good fouldiers, were they 
never ſo well appointed, and armed. Uatil this 
year they were always ſhut in, but now being 
oppreſſed with a grcat dearth and famine 
=. through- 


ed priſoners by Tirxs co Rome, were {1xteen_ 
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throughout al] the land, they ſent Embaſſadors 
to the peopl: of Hurkau their neighbours, re- 
quiring them that they would opcn the ſtraits of 
the Mountains that they might come forth with 
ther wives and children to ſeek them food, 

| The Hurkians granted their requeſts, and 
opencd them the entrances of the Mountains ; 
So they came forth, wandring here and there, 
ſpoiling divers Countries, till at length they 
took their journcy toward the Mountains of 
the Land of Midaj, where they found horſes, 
namely in the D-fart of M:daz, amongſt the 
pcople of Ararat 3 They got thoſe horſes, leapt 
upon them,and entred the Land of Madai.The 
Picfident or Ruler of the Country hearing 
therecf, flcd into the higheſt hills, leaving his 
wife ard children bchind him for hafie, he was 
ſo atraid of the Alanites, knowing their valiants 
nels. Straightway he {cnt unto them Embaſſa- 
dours to mike peace with them, and he would 
let them have vicuals upon this condition,that 
they would not {poil his Countrey : They made 
anſwer, It fo bc he would maintain them, and 
let them have foud for the ſpace of one month, 
eill thecorn in their own Countrey were ripe, 
they would return home again at the months 
end , for we detire not (fay they) thy gold or 
ſilver, being mcn ſeparated from all entercourſe 
in trafick with other people, nor any thing elſe 
than tood do we fecek. 

This their r<quett the Ruler granted them, 
and let them haye a certain Grain called Mill, 
| fodden with one kind of fl:(hor other. The 
NUI» 
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number of them was ſeven thouſand one hun: 
dred and fifty, and five thouſand one hundred 
and forty perſons. When the month was ended, 
and the Alanites underſtood the corn in their 


own Country was ripe, they departed out of the 


land of Madaz, according as they had ſworn, 
and returned toward their own Country. 

And as they were in their way homeward, 
Mithridates King of Ararat came againſt them 
to annoy them; minding to drive them from his 
coaſts,left they ſhould waſte his Country. There- 
forc while they. marched through this Country 
going toward their own, Mithridates made 
war upon them, but his men were beaten down 
by the Alanites, like as graſs falls upon the 
ground whcn a firong man treads upon it. Then 
one of the young men of the Alanites, in de- 
{pight, put arop- about Mibridate's neck, and 
drew hin aftcr him, unto his great ſhame, M;- 
thrid tes gat out his fword,and cut afunder the 
rope ans fl-d. To whom the Alanztes looking 
back,(4id,G' thy way,gct thee home and make 
no More wer upon us nereafter x for we were 
not minded to waite thy Land, nor yet to kil 
thy people. For ii we had ever intended it, 
Could we not have done it long ago, when as 
nothing 1s b-twixt us ard you, but the Moun- 
tains of Ararat ? But we were of this mind,thaf 
we (hould greatly gft:nd to kill men of our 
own thape and likencſs. Se: now how Alex- 
ander, which went about to ſubdue the. whole 
earth, and to declare his power cloſed us up 
within our land, Why ? becauſe he was afraid 
WC

we ſhould come out upon him. But welaught 
him to ſcorn when he did it. If we had liticd, 
we could have letted him from ſhutting us in, 
and to make no peace with him : but we made 
no reckoning of his doings. For it is our cuſtom 
to keep us within our own Country,we feek no 
other land, when as our own Land is better than 
any other. It plcafeth us well that he incloſed 
- us, that the cruel wild beafis which are in the 
Mountains of Ararat, could have no paſſ.ge to 
us. The caute wc came our now, was nothing 
elſe, than tha! we were oppr fl: d with a great 
dearth,and we determin*®d to be no longer from 
home, than till our own fruits were ripe, and 
then ro return. as you ſee we do. If we had been 
minded to win you: Land, had we not been able 
utterly to hav. ov: rome you, and to have got-= 
ten the dominion over you ? But neither ye nor 
your Country did ever delight us greatly; for 
our manners differ far from yours. 

Behold the King of Madai,when he had kept 
us forth a month, we harmcd him not, we are 
not wont to hurt men as ye arc, that cannot be 
content with your own ftate, but muſt defire 
other m« ns inheritance. Now therefore go and 
return to your own Cuuntry, and ſo will we to 
ours, without doing you any more hurt ; wheres 
fore ye need not be atraid of us. So the Alanites 
went home to their own Countrys having fliin 
of Mithrid:tes pcople, three hundred thiulznd 
men, and nevcr a one of their own was killed. 

- Titus hearing 'f this, wis defirous to go unto 
them; co let them undertiand his — ; 

ut 
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but he could not compaſs jt, becauſe all his 
beſt men were ſpent in the Wars at feruſzlem. 
Wherefore he determined to return to Rome, 
after he had taken Fersſalem, where he abode 
as yet brſides the Antochiz, There he had in- 


telligence that divers of the Fews were gather'd 


cog: ther, with whom was Eleazar the fon of 
Anani the Prieft, who during the fiege fled un- 
to a certain Hold, called Meczira, whereupon 
many of the Fes rclorted to him. 

Titus hcarirg this, that many had joyned 
themf.lves to Elcazar, feared left after his de- 
parture, Fl:1z+y might from thence mzke an 
inrode, and take Feruſulem, and deſtroy the 
Romans, which ſhould be no ſmall damage to 
the Romax Empire. Wherefore he made out 
apainli him, and ſent thicher one Silcham a 
Noble man of Rome, with a great hoſt to belicge 
M:zir2 3 but he could not get it. 

Wherctore he (cne unto Titws for an Iron 
Ram, to batter the Walls withal 3 which after 
he had reccived it, he beat down the walls of 
Mczira therewith. The Fews {ecing that, raifed 
a great Countermure within of Wood and Tim- 
ber, which the Romans {et on hire and burnt. 
Atcer that, they affaulted the town from morn- 
ing till night, at what time the Komeans left off, 
ſuppoſing they were not able to prevail againlt 
Eleazars detcnce in the dark. 

 Eleazur in the mean fcalon, called an afſem- 
bly of all the chick men of the Fews that were 
wich him; and ſaid unto them 1a this wile. 
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Come bither ye ſeed of Abraham, and King- 
ly Prieftbood, which have unto this day ever pre- 
vailed againſt the enemies of God z Lee ws heat 
your advice what is beſt to be done againſt thi 
multitude that i tome upon us at unawares. Te 
te that at this time chiefly it becometh us to fol- 
low the courage and valiantneſs of our fore-fathers, 
herewith they were in time paſt endied : Confi- 
der moreover, that every thing hath bis end, and 
there are ſome times in War, when as men art 
wont #0 follow the purſuit, Sometimes to flee front 
tbe ſame, whom they purſued, and tw bumble 
themſelves before them. 


And it is no ſhatntie ro be humbled and dif 
paced, when as all things have their determi- 
ate end, Albeit, whoſo #4 of an haughty cou- 
zze, be muſt ſo eftabliſh bis beart that be quail not 
ith fear 3 then ſhall be be deemed a valiant man: 
f ye therefore be of that courage that ye fear not 
Death, then will T call you Valiant Men and 
Vorthy. GConfider the Fortitude of Abraham 
i Father, and the Fad that be did : For ha- 
ing but one only Son, whom Sarah bare unto 
im - in her Ape, he never ftaggered nor ſtayed 
t 3t to offer him wp 10 the Lord God for @ burnt 
fering : for he th:ught not that be ſhould kill 
im, but F nary” himſelf moſt certainly, 
bat be ſhould promote bim 10 the Life aud Light 
f the Lord, foraſmuch as for the love of God, 
1d at bu Commandment, he ſhould bave kil- 
d bim: TYeigh the thing that Joliah the juſt 
ing did, who ſerting at nought thit wretched 
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life, and aſpiring to everlaſting felicity, woul, 
0t avoid the jeopardy of bis life, when. .as h 
might have done it. For although Phaxaoh Ne 
cho ſaid, He came not againſt him, hut again 
the King of the Chaldees, yet would not Jofiah 
hear bim, but rather proceeding againſt Pha 
Taoh in arms, was ſlain in the battel, and wen 
znto that great Light in the Garden of Paradiſe 
which is the Lot and Inheritance of the juſt. 
know that in this world no man teceives the re 
ward of his righteouſneſs, but it is laid up 
him in the other world : where be (ſpall reap th 
fruit of bis righteonſneſs, tbat he hath ſown i 
#hi world. Neither doth long life in this worl 
profit a man t#0 tbe attaining of everlaſting bli 
except be work righteouſneſs, and lead bu ſou 
forth of darkneſs, into light : Like as contrar 
wiſe, ſhortneſs of life hindreth no man from eve 
laſting happineſs, if ſobe it, bis ſoul have mod 
fee in thoſe things which pertain to the World 
come. For Abel which was ſlin of his Bri 
ther, lived no I»ng life : Yet when he had ende 
it, be obtained everlaſting reſt : But Cain th; 
lived long in the world, was a wanderer and 
runagate in this earth; and after this life, we 
to perpetual miſery. 


Now therefore, my Brethren, if we alſo ſhi 
live any longer, eur life ſhall be @ miſerable l; 
and our dayes, days if vanity and travel yes 
our ſoul as long as it ſhall remain in this bod 
it ſhall bet:ſſed with great tribulation z but if 
once go forth, then ſhall it rejozce, aud never | 
_ afral 
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afraid. And all the days that it is in the body, 
z aver leaveth weeping and mwrning :. for 3t is 
the Spirit of life, which 1s hedzed within the 
body, by Puews and boxes, non? otherwiſe than, if 
t were bound with Chains. ns” 


The ſpirit is alſo that which quickneth the fl 
that is taken of the duſt of the earih, for fleſh can- 
wot quicken the ſpirit. Beſides this; the ſpirit 
s that which obſerveth and marketh the fleſh, 
ind ſearcheth the works thereof ſo long as it is in 
he body 3 yea, the fleſh cannot ſee the ſpirit, but 
he ſpirit ſeeth the Fleſh alwazes, neither is there 
my Member cf the body bid from it. The eyes 
Iſo of the body, cannot percerve what time the 
brit reſorteth to the fleſh, and departeth from 
be ſame ;, for the ſpirit of man which is his ſoul, 

r from heaven, but the fleſh is taken from the 
rarth, Wherefore the ſoul-may remain without 
be body, but not likewiſe tb2 body without tre 
ul ; and when the ſpirit comes to the fleſh, it 
ifateth it,4s a neighbour is wont to go and ſee his 
eighbour, and quickeneth it 3 and when ain 
 departeth frm it. the fliſh dieth, and if the 
al will follow the defires of the fleſh, then ti515 
the death of the ſeu] ; but if it give no ear 
229 the fleſh, then ſhall the ſoul come to tbe light 
' life, and the fleſh ſhail dye. | Do 
I herefore the Soml is glad when it depart= ©: 
bh out of the Body, like as ene that hath + 
en long bound, is very wel! contented when be . 


diſmiſſ-d out of Priſon. For all the while © 
B 2 that .. 
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that the ſoul is heps cloſed in the fleſh, it 8 as it 


were a ſlive, in moſt hard and grievous bon« 
dage under a hard Maſter. Therefore when it 
departeth from the body, it is glad, bceanſe it 
muſt go 20 the Garden of Paradiſe. Thus ye ſee 
that wa this life, the ſoul is compared to a bond- 
ſervant and ſlave. 


Much more than this, did he diſcourſe of the 
immortality and bleſſedneſs of the foul before 
chem, which we have omitted here. And ma- 
king then a Digreſſion from that, he lamented 
and wept molt bitterly for the caſe of the City 
of Feruſalem, ſaying : | 

Where is now the City of Feruſalem, that 
great and populous Ciry ? Where is that moſt 
beautiful City of Six, and that holy City 
which rejoyceth the whole Earth ? O thou 

worſhip of Iſrael, the mirth of qur hearts, whi- 
ther is thy glory come ? where is thy magnift- 
cence O Feruſalem 2 where be the hills of the 
daughter of Siox # where be her Kings and 
Princes? where be the Rings that were accu- 
fiomed t9 come to enquire of her welfare in her 
gates? where are our Sages and Elders, her 


young and moſt valiant men, which were jo- 
cund znd merry in her ſtreets upon her Sabbaths 


and Fefiival dayes? Where is her famous San- 
Gtuary, the Dwelling of the Almighty God ? 
Where 15.the houſe of SarGum Sandorum, the 
habication of holineſs, wherein no man might 
ſee his foot but the bigh Prieſt, which he never 
but once a year centred into, but in thee ? O Fe- 
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rſalem, thou waſt once repleniſhed with peo- 
ple, and renowned among Kings, beloved'ovf 
God 3 in thee was eſtabliſhed the ſeat of the 
Kingdom of Juſtice and Judgement, whole 
Streets were paved with moſt precious Marble, 
whoſe walls gliſter'd and ſhined with the ſame' 
fione 3 whole Gates were every one plated 
with Gold and filver, whoſe walls were build- 
ed with great Stones moſt honourable, whoſe 
Prieſts in the midſt of the Sanctuary, (like to 
Angels of God, and Princes of Holineſs, with 
Sacrifices and burnt offerings) made the Lord 
loving to thee and thy people. How art thou 
now tull of ſlain men, and carkafes which have 
periſhed, ſome by the ſword, ſome by famine ? 
and how are thy ſons that dwelt in thee, and 
the ſfirangers alſo that reſorted to thee, to ho- 
nour thy Feafts, brought to ruinz now in thee ? 
How art thou fallen from the height of thy 
pride, and how art thou ſet on fire and burne 
even unto thy foundations, and are left deſolate 
and ſolitary ? What eye is ſo hard that can be- 
hold thee ? What heart ſo flony that can en- 
dure to fee thee ? how art thou become a bu- 
rying place of carcaſes ? and how are thy 
ſtreets made void and defiitute of living crea- 
tures ? and they which heretofore - were reple- 
niſhed with living, are now ſtuffed with dead ? 
how hath the aſhes of the fire covered thee, 
that the Sun cannot come at thee ; How do the 
ancient men, which in times paſt did fitin 
midſi of thee, m the ſeat of wiſdom,judgement, - 
and juſtice, now fit by the carcaſes of their

things in thee, and (hall defire-to live, rather 
than to die? . Who knowing the magniticence 


thou has t of late, and now ſhall ſee thine jgno- i 


miny ard diſhonour of the ſame, will not chuſe 
to dye? And would God wc had been dcad 
before, that we might not have ſeen in thee this 
thy reproach : O that we were without eyes, 
that we might not be compellcd to fee theſe 
miſchiefs that arc.in the midſt of thee! And be- 
hold we live a moſt forrowful life 3 for our cne> 
mics cven now before we be dead, caſt lots for 
our ſons and daughters, to divide them among 
them to be their ftervants and handmaids. = 
WhenEleagar had ended this lamentation,he 
{pake to the people that was with him, thus 
Now therefore, brethren and friends take com- 
paſſion of yeur ſelves, your wives and children with 
zhe old me: which be with you ; Let them not be 
led into bondage without all mercy, that they be not 
conſtrained :to mourn unter the hands of their 
E::emics. For if ye doths, ye I:ſe without doubt 
al. places rhat are prepared for youin the world of 
righte:uſneſs, neither ſhall ye have any part inthe 
ligh: of life. Yea rether with your own bayds kill 
them : for if ye will do ſo.ubey ſhall be counted as 
ſacrifices meſt acceptable unto Gods And that done 
we 


their hoary. heads befſprinkled Tha 
aſhes, inſtcad of their glory ? and 
r}ole women, thy. aughters that are left; they hr 
remain in the houſes of them that made thce 
delolate; not that they may live, but be un. 
hallowed and, polluted ? ? who ſhall ſee 21! theſe 


will, after, iſſue out upon our enemies and fight 
yaiuſt them 11ll we dye valiantly for the glory of 
e Lord. For we will never ſuffer them to bind ns. 
ith bonds and chains, as bondſlaves in the hands 
fthe uncirenmciſed. Neither will ye ſee our anci- 
jt men baled by the beards before our eyes moſt 
/erably, nor yet our maids, wives and deughters 
be prophaned .unhallowed, and defloured, nor our 
Ms crying t0 us, and we cannot help them. For 
that ſhall our life avail us, after our land is deſo- 
te, our Sanfuary razed, the Romans will raviſh 
ur wives, and daughters before our eyes, and op- 
reſs: or ſons with a moſt grievous and hard yoke ? 
Now therefore it is better for us all to kall our wives 
nd, children, whoſe blood God ſhall accept thank= 
ully. as the blood of burnt- offerings, and after we 
pill iſſue out on the Romans, fight till we be all 
leftroyed, and die for the glory of the Lord God. 

Theſc men theretore went and gathered to- 
gether, their wives and daughters, embraced 
hem, and kiſſed them, ſaying, is it not better 
for you to. dye in your holy Country honour- 
ably, than to. be led away into bondage with 
gxcat ignominy and ſhame into the land of your 
enemies, and be compelled to die: before the 
Idols of the Gentiles ? Theſe ſayings when the 
people had heard, they broke forth that night 
nto great forrow and penſivencſs, weeping 
ind making great lamentation 3 but they all 
confeſt with one accord, that they had rather 
dye than live. Therefore as ſoon as it was day, 
Eleazars companions killed their wives and 
children, and caſt their. bodies ;into ciſterns 
Bb 4 and 
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and wells that were in Mezirah, covering and 
ſtopping them with earth. Afterward iſſued 
Eleazar the Priefi forth of the Town, with all 
' his men, and forced a battel upon the Romans, 
of whom the Fews killed a great number, and 
fought ſo long, till thcy all died manfully for 
the Lord God. 

- But Titus left a remnant of Jfraclin the City 
Fafnah, and the Villagcs thereabout, and in 
the City Bitter, and Aſſ= and their Villages; 
jn which place Rabby Fochanan, fon of Sakkai, 
was appointed chief. Boxzox the Prieſt, younger 
brother to Foſeph the Prieſt, was put in autho- 
rity by Titus for Foſiphs lake, over all the Fews 
which were at Feruſalcnz. At the (ame time 
was Raſchbag a Prince of Tſrael put to death : 
Iſchmael ton of Eliſcha the High Prieft : More- 
over Titus was minded to have put Rabhi Ga- 
maliel, father of Raſchbag to death 3 but Rabbyll 
Fochnan (on of Shakkai made ſuite for him, and £ 
obtained pardon for his life. This Rabbi Fo-Yl Sanb 
ebanan was he that came forth of Feruſalem in Once

Wy Nebuchaduezzjar had reigned oo

yeats,he made wars againſt Fernſalem, bringing 


with him the Chuteon Hereticks out of Baby-, 


lon, Ethiopia, Hemates, Avim, and Sepbarva- 
im: and as he warred upon Fudea, he took in 
that: Country a hundred and fifty Cities in the 
which there were two tribes, Juda and Sime- 
041, whom he took with him, and cauſed them 
forthwith to be led into Halah, and Habar, un- 
till-che'King of the Ethiopzans rebelled againſi 
him,'whoſe' kingdom was on the hinder parts 
of Fgypt. Then taking Fxda and Simeon with 
him, he made war with the King of Ethiopia. 
So the holy and blcfled God placed them in the 
dark mountains. Here was four Captivities,, 
whereby ten tribes went into exile by Sanberib. 
There remained yet of F#ds one hundred and 
ten thouſand, and of Benjamin, one. hundred 
and thrity thouſand in the City of Feruſalem, 
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over whom reigned Hizkzabu. Moreover  Sax- 
herib came out of Erhimpia againſt Feruſalem 
again, leadivg with him one hundred and ten. 
thouſand, but the holy Lord overthrew him 
therezas it is written, And the Angel of the Lord 
iſſuing forth ſmote in the houſe of Alar 195 thou» 
ſand men. H's people therefore was 1lzin, and 
no man letr bur $424hcrib and his two ſons, and 
Nebuchadaezzar ans Nebuzaraden 3 ihis fleugh- 
tex was in the fourteenth year of Hizkiabs : 
From, which overthrow until the time that Ne- 
buchadnezzar invaded the Fews in the raign of 
Febojakim, were a hundred and fcven years. 

\ The fourth year of Fehojakim, came Neby- 
chadnezzar thi: firſt time, and 'carried away. 3

This tranſ{migration made he in; Babylon, 
which is the fixth Captivity. _ 

\ Furthermore, betwixt the ſixth. bondage and 
the ſeventh, were nine years of the-raign of 
Zidkiabu. When Netuchadnezzar had raigned 
nineteen years, he came the third time unto Fe- 
ruſalcm, and oycrcoming Zjdjkiahu 3 he _

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the Temple and rook away the Pillars, the 
brizzen Sea, and the furnitures that Sol:mox 
made, and all the Veſſels of the houſe of the 


Lord, and: the treaſures of the houſe of the: 


King which was in Feruſa/cm; all the veſſels he 
ſent to Babylon. He flew allo of the T/raelires, 
nine hundred and 'one thouſand, bclides them 
that were ſlain to revenge the blood of Zacha- 
riars The Levites ſtood linging a fong, whiles 
f1:ughter was made of them, but they were not 
able to finiſh it, before the enemies centred the 
Temple, and found them ſtanding in their place 
with harps in their hands. . Thercfore he carri- 
cd away in this Captivity, the Levzres which 
were of the ſeed of Moſes, fix hundred thou- 
fand, whom when the Gentifes had brought 
unto the Rivers of Babylox, they Jemantel of 
the Fews, Sing us a Song of Sion ; And by and 
by chey knewecd off the tops of their fingers 
with their tecth, ſaying, How ſhall we fing the 
f'mp of the Lord in a ſtrange Leaud ? And the 
blefled Lord ſeeing they would not ſing a ſong 
he enlarged them, and placed them on the 
further ſide of Sambatia. Moreover he tran(la- 
red and carried away cight hundred,and thirty 
two thouſand, which were all of the tribe of 
Fuda, and Benjamin, whereof he left in Feruſa- 
tem (ix thouſand, ſetting over them for their 
Ruler, Gedaliz the ſon of Abikam, who was ſlain 
after by Imael the ſon of Natania,whereupon 
the Jfraclites being afraid, fled from their 
Country into Ezypt. Fhis is the (cventh tranſ- 
migration and boncg2c, 
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The 27 year of the reign of Nebuchadnes- 
zar, he took Egypt and Tyre, drowned -the 
Fews that were therein, and the Nations which 
deſcended of Ammon and Moab.,and of the Land 
bordering upon Iſrael, and led Feremy and Ba- 
ruch with them into Egyps : This is the eighth 
Captivity. 

Then the Iſraelites that remained alive in E- 
gypt, departed unto Alexandria, and remained 
in it until they grew and increaſed unto many 
thouſands ; and who fo ſaw not their glory, 
ſaw no glory in his time. For there was in it 
the Sin ance, the Altar, the offerings, incen- 
ſes, the ordinance of bread, of faces, the houſes, 
of ſtudics,and ſchools without number, men of 
great ſubſtance, riches and power. But wick- 
ed Troganns made war upon them, and ſlew 
very many of them : After came Alexander 
againſt them, who ſlew alſo many of them. 
Theſe are the eight Captivities or Bondages, 
which befell in the firfi houſe, and time of the 
firſt Temple. 

After the deſolation of the firſt houſe ſeven- 
ty years, Cyrus the ſon of Heſter, ſent unto Ne- 
bemiah, Zerubbabel, Baruch, and his whole 
ſociety, and they builded the ſecond houſes: 
Then after four years, of the reign of Cyrus, 
aftex the honſe was deſtroyed, Ezra went 
from Babylon, with fourty thouſand in his 
company, and the Iſraelizes were afflicted and 
vexed undcr Cyrus for the ſpace of thirty three 

cars, 
, Then came Alexander the King of Maceds- 
| nia 
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1ia,and flew Cyrus, and when he had raigned 
ewelve years, he died. Aftzr him came four 
Ufarpers, which afflid-d the Tſraelites 158 
years. But after th:t, the ſons of Haſmonani 
came and ſI:w thoſe Uſurpers, and taking the 
Dominion from thern, raigned themſclves 103 
years. | S- 

Then raigned one Herod, the Servant to 
Chaſmonani, who killed his Maſters, and their 
whole family, ſave one Maid whom he loved, 
But ſhe climbed up to the top of an houſe, and 
faid, There is no body left alive of my fathers 
houſe but I alone 3 ſo ſhe caft her (elf head- 
long from the top of the houſc, and died. He- 
rod did lay her in honey, and preſerved her 
for the ſpace of ſeven years 3 There were that 
| ſaid, he had carnal copulation with her aftcr 

ſhe was dead, | 

Herod and Aprippa his ſon, and Monazah his 
Nephew poſſefied the Kingdom one rundred 
and three years. So haſt thou four hundred 
and three years of the ſecond houſe. 

Then came Veſpaſian Ceſar, and Titus his 
wives fon, and waſted the ſecond houſe, car- 
rying awayeIſrae] unto Rome. This is the ninth 
tranſmigration. Morcover, Bitter remained af- 
ter the deſolation and waſting of the Temple 
hfty two years. : 

After that Adrianus who uſcd Superſticion 
with bones, made wars upon them; and tran(- 
ported Tſracl from their Country, after he had 
ſpoiled it, conveying them into Spaixe This is 
the tenth Captivitye 
. = This 
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This Adrian vanquiſhed the Fews (which 
rebelled the fecond time againſt the Romans) 
with a final and utter deſfiruQion, ' forbidding - 
and not ſuffering them, in any wiſe to enter in- 
to Feruſalem, which he had. begun to- fortitie 
with very ſtrong, walls, and cauſcd it tobecal- 
led Helius, aftex his own name. He cauſed alfo/ 
a Sow to be graven over the chief gate of the 
City, and a Few under her feet, carved in fone, 
in token of their ſubjecion. 


A Corollary. 


["Hus the ancient Nation of the Fews, which 
A informer cimes might haye been called the 
Favoritc of God Almighty, was utterly deſtroy- 
cd, and their City demoliſhed z the famous Ci- 
ty of Feruſalem, which had been five times ſur- 
prized and ſacked before. 

Firſt, Aſochens King of Egypt, after him An- 
tiochus,then Pompey : And after him Herod with 
Sofixs took it; yet did they not diſmantle much 
leſs defiroy it. But before them the Kings of 
Babylen ruin'd it after they had poſſeflcd it 1300: 
years eight months and fix days after the build- 
ing of it. The firſt founder of it was one of 
the Princes of the Canaanites, called in his own 
Language,the juſt King : and indeed he was fo, 
for he was the tir Prieſt that ſacrificed to God, 
and dcdicated a Temple there, calling the City 
Solyma : But David King of the Fews having 
driven out the Canaanites,gave it unto his peq- 
ple: to be inhabited, and after 464 years and 3 

| months, 
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months, it was deſtroyed by the Babyloxians. 
And from King David who was the firſt Few 
that reigned there until the time that Titxs de- 
Groyed it, were 1179 years: And frotn the time 
that it was firſt erected until it was thus ruin- 
ed, were 2177 years, yet neither the Antiquity, 
nor riches, nor fame thereof then ſpread over 
the world, nor the glory of Religion, did any 
thing avail to hinder this hard deſtiny. 


Such was the end of belicging Feruſalem, | 


when none was left to kill more, or any thing 
remaining for the ſouldiers to get, or whercon 
_ they (ſhould exerciſe their courage, for they 
would . have ſpared nothing that they could 
have ſpoiled ; Tir commanded ther to de- 
ſiroy the City and Tcmple, only leaving ſtand- 
ing certain Towers that were more beautiful 
and fironger than the reſ!, viz. Phaſelus, Hippi- 
cos, and Miriamne, with the wall that ſtood on 
che Weſt fide, intending to keep a Garriſon 
there, and theſe were left to ſtand for Monu<« 
ments of their ſirength, and the Koaman valour, 
which had overcome a City fo well fortificd 
All the reſi of the City they fo flatted; that they 
who had not ſeen it before would not bclicve 
it had ever been inhabitcd.

T ogether with a true (haratter of the 
JEWS, as they are at this day ; with 
the hopes and deſires of all good Men

"7 Hen the Fews had made the full mea- 
ſure of their ſins run over by putting 
o death the LORD of LIFE, Gods 
Judgements ( as they deſerved, and our S4- 
10ur foretold ) quickly overtook them : 
For, a mighty Army of the Romans bclieged 
nd ſackt the City of Feraſalem, wherein by 
ire, Famine, Sword, Civil diſcord, and For- 
cign force, eleven hundred thouſand were put 
o death. An incredible number it ſecmeth, yer 
t cometh within the compaſs of our belief, if 
ve conſider that the ficge began at the time of 
he Paſſerver, when in a manner, all F#udea was - ©,,. 
ncloſed in Feraſalem, all private. Synagogues 
Cc  . doing 4 
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doing 


than Inhabitants. Thus the Paſſeover, firſt in 


ſtituted by God in mercy, to fave the Iſraelites 


from death, was now uled by Him in juſtice 


to haſten their deſtruction, and to gather the 


Nation into a bundle to be caſt into. the fire 0 
his anger. Beſides thoſe who were ſlain, nine 
ty {cven thouſand were taken captives : Anc 
they who had bought cur Saviour for thirt 
pence, were themiclves foid thirty for 
penny. 

The General of the Romxs in this aGion 
was Titus, fon to Veſpaſian the Emmperour 3, { 
Prince {o good, that he was ſtiled the Darling 
of mankind, for his ſwect and loving natur 
C and pity it was, that fo good a Stock had nc 
been better graffed! ) So vertuovily diſpoſee 
that he may juſtly be counted the glory of al 
Pagans, and ihame of moſt Chriſtians. He la 
boured what lay in his power, to have fave 
the Temple, and many therein 3 but the Few 
by their obflinacy and deſperateneſs, mac 
themſelves uncapable of any mercy. 

Then was the Temple it felt made a Szcr 
tice, and bunt to aſhes. And of that fiate 
Structure which drew the Apoſtles admiratio 
not a lione left upon a ftonc., The walls of : 
City ( more ſhaken with the fins of the Fe 
defending them, than with the batteii 
Rams of the Romans zſlauiting them ) we 
levelled tothe ground 3 only three Towers I:

367 
fianding to witneſs the great ſlrength of the 
Place, and greater valour of the. Romans who 
conquered it. But whileſt this ſtorm fel] on the 
tinbelieving Fews, it was calm among the Chri- 
ftians , who 'wartied by Chriſt's prediions, 
and many other prodigies, fl.d betimes out of 
the City to Pellz ( a private place beyond For- 
dan ) which fcrved them inftead of a lictle 
Zoor, to (ave them from the - imminent deftru- 
Qion. | | 
Threeſcore years after, Adriar the Empe- 
rour re-built the City of Feruſalem, changing 
the fituation ſomewhat W<.ſtward, and the 
name thereof to Alia. To defpight the Chri- 
ftians, he built a Tcmple over our Suviours 
grave, with the Images of Fupiter and Venus : 
another at Bethlchem, to 4dony her Minion 3 
And, to enrage the Fervs, did engrave Swine 
over the gates of the City. Who ſtorming at 
the Prophanation of their Land, brake into open 
Rebellion : but were ſubdued by Fzlius Seve- 
rr the Emperours Licutenant, an cxperienccd ' 
Ciptain, and many thouſands ſlain with Ber- 
cachab their counterfeit Mcſſias (tor fo he term- 
ed himſelf ) that is, the Sor of a ſtar 3 uſurp- _ 
ing that Prophefic, Out of Facob (hall a Star 
a:ilez though he proved bur a fading Comet, ': 
whoſe Blzzing portended the ruine of that 
Nation. 23 
The Captivcs, by order from Adrien, were 


ranſported into Spain, the Country laid waſte, 
Cc3 which” 
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which partcd with her people, and fruicfulneſs, 
both together. | 

Indeed, Pilgrims, to this day, here and 
there, light on parcels of rich ground in Pale-

barren for the generality ; The ftreams of 


Milk and Honey wherewith once it flowed, are 
now drained dry; and the whole face of the 
Land looketh ſad, not ſo much for want of 
dreſſing; as becauſe God hath frowned 0 
If. | 

Yet great was the over-ſight of Adrian, thu 


totally to unpeople a Province, and to be 
queath it to Foxes and Leopards. Thoug 
his memory was excellent, yet here he forgo 
the old Romans Rule ; who to prevent defola 
tions, where they rooted out the Native 
Planted in Colonies of their own people. Anc 
ſurely the Country recovered not a competen 
cy of Inhabitants for ſome hundred years af 
' ICI. 

For, though many Pilgrims came thither 1 
after ages, yet they came rather to viſit, tha 
todwcell. And ſuch as remained there, mo 
embracing fingle lives, were no breeders fo 
poſterity. If any fay, that 4drian did wilfu 
ly ncgle& this Land, and proftitute it to rui 

for the rebellien of the people; yet all accou 
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it ſmall policy in him, in puniſhing the Few-sto 
hurt his own Empire, and by his vaſtation to 
leave fair and clear footing for foreign ene- 
mies to faſten on this Country and from thence 
fo invade the neighbouring Dominions ; as af- 
ter the Perfians and Saracens cafily over-ran and 
diſpeopled Paleſtine. And no wonder if a thin 
Medow were quickly mown. 

But to return to the Fews, Such firaglers of 
them, not conſiderable in number, as eſcaped 
this baniſhment into Spain (for few hands reap 
ſo clean as to leave no gleanings) were forbid- 
den to enter into Feruſalem, or ſo much as to 
behold it from any riſe or advantage of ground. 
Yet they obtained of the after-Emperoure, 
once a year, namely on the tenth of Augaſt, 
whereon their City was taken, to go in and 
bewail the defiruction of their Temple and 
people; bargaining with the Souldiers, who 
waited on them, to give ſo much for ſo long 
abiding there 3 and it they exceeded the time 
they conditioned for, they muſt firetch their 
purſes to a higher rate : So ( what St. Hierons 
noteth) they who bought Chrifts blood, were 
then glad to buy their own tears. 

Thus: the main Body of the Fews was 
brought into Spain, and yet they ſiretched 
their out-limbs into every Countrey : So that 
it was as hard to find a populous City without 
a common fink as without a company of Fews. 
They grew fat on the bareſi paſtures by uſury 
and Brokage, though often ſqueezed by thoſe

fiſt 3 France 1307, by Pbilip the Fair 3 Spaix 
1492 by Ferdinand; Portugal 1497 by Em- 
manuel, But had theſe two later Kings ba- 
niſhed all Fewiſh blaod out of their Countrics 
they muſt have emptied the veins of their beſt 
SubjeRs. as deſcended from them. Still they 
are found 'inigreat numbers in Tzrky 3 chiefly 
in Salomibi, where they enjoy the freeſft ſlaves 


ry,and they who in our Saviours time, fo ſcorn-- 
ed Pubiicans, are now moſt employed in- that' 
office to be the Turks Toll gathcrers. Likewiſe 


in the Popiſh parts'of Germany in Poland a 
P:nthecn of all Religions, and Amſterdam 
my be-forfeited to the King of Spain, when 
ſhe cannot ſhew a pattern of this as of all other 
Scas. Lifſtly they are thick in the Popes Do- 
minions, where they are kept as a tefiimony 
- of the truth of the Scriptures, and foyl to 
Chriſtianity ; but chicfly in pretence to con- 
vert them, - But his Holineſſ:s RD » 
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faculty worketh the firongeſi at the greateſt 

diſtance : For the Indians he turneth to his 
Religion, and; theſe Fews he converteth to his 
Profit. Somme are 0: opinion of the general 
Calling of the Fews 3 and no doubt, thoſe that. 
difſent from them in theix judgements, concur 
in their wiſhes and detires. Yet arc there three 
grand hinderances uf their Converſian, 

Firli, the offence taken aid given by the Pa- 
pilts, amongſt whom they live, or by rhcir wor» . 
ſhipping of Images 3 the Fews being zelots of 
the ſecond Commandment. | 

Secondly, becauſe on their converſion they 
mutt renounce all their goods as ill gotten and 
they will ſcarce enter in at tis Goor of our 
Church, when firſt they are to climb over fo 
high a threſhold. TT | 

 Lafily, they are debarred from the uſe of 
the new T<ftament, the means of their. falvatis 
on. And thus we leave them in a fiate moſt pls 
tiful, and lictle piticd. y 

To give you then a right Character in brief; 
They are a people that know how to comply 
with the times, and the condition which. they 
live in : eſpecially if their protit be concerned 
in it 3 reviled like dogs, and uſed like flaves, 
yet never ſhew ſo much as an angry counte- 
nance. A Nation which will thrive whereſo- 
ever they come; yet moſt by Uſury. and Brok- 
agc3 nor lending any thing, but upon pawns, 
and thoſe once forfeited never more redeem- 
able. The beſi of both (exes, are faid to have 

Cc 4 an 
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an unſavoury rankneſs, not incident ( if not 
cauſed by fluttiſhneſs } to other people, from 
whom they are as different in their habits as in 
their Religion, And as for that, they retain fill 
Circumciſion, as the badge and cogniſance of 
their Nation but mingled with many ceremo- 
nies not preſcribed by the Law, nor obſerved 
by the Ancients 3 placing a void chair for the 
Prophet Elias, whom they believe to be pre- 
ſent, though unſeen, at the Solemnity. And 
upon this they are ſo beſotted, that they con- 
ceive the female Sex uncapable of eternal life, 
becauſe not capable of Circumciſion. And 
therefore uſe to name them with no other Ce- 
remony, than at the fix weeks end, to have 
ſome young wenches lift up the Cradle with 
the child in it, which ſhe that flandeth at the 
head, giveth the name unto. Of their Sab- 
- bath, ſo extreamly doting, that they have ad- 
ded to the ſuperſtitions left them by the Pha- 
riſees, And herein they are (o preciſe, that 
if a Jew travel on the Friday, and in the even- 
ing fall fo ſhort of his journies end, that it 
amounts to more thar 2000. cubits, or ſix fur- 
longs, which they account a Sabbath-dayes 
journey, there muſi he fit him down, and keep 
his Sabbath, though in a Wood, or Field, or 
the High way fide, without ſear of wind or 
weather, or Thieves or Robbers, or without 
taking order for meat or drink ; And fo far 
have they gone in deſpight of Chriſt as to de- 
Flaxe it unlawful to lift the Ox or Aſs out 
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of a ditch, permitted im the ſiricteſt times of 
Phariſaical rigour 3 fo pertinacious 1n retaining 
the difference of meats and drinks, that they 
will by no means fit at the ſame "Table with 
other men ; and ſo preciſe in the” drefling of 
it, that they will cat no fleſb, but of their own 
killing only 3 and that too, with ſuch cautions, 
and reſervations, that if any of the entrails be. 
corrupt or diſlocated, they will fell the whole 
beaſt to the Chriſtians for a very trifle ; benehi- 
cial in that only to the neighbouring Chriſti- 

ans. FP 
Wine they forbear, except it be of their own 
planting, not ſo much out of diſlike of that 
liquor, for they are generally good fellows, 
and Jove their bellies, as for. fear the wine 
ſhould be baptized : A Ceremony much uſed 
in the E2fters parts. - Of the coming of their ' 
Meſfiab ſo full of hopes, that there is no great 
Warriour fiirring, but they look upon him as 
the man, till ſome ſad tragedy or other which 
ſuffer under that: perſwafion,' makes them fee 
their errour 3 proinifing to themſelves when- 
ſoever he cometh, a reſtitution of their King- 
dom and fuch felicities therein, in the literal 
ſenſc of ſome Texts of Scripture, which carry 
in them a moxe myſtical and ſacred meaning, 
That in good time (but Gods, not theirs) they 
ſhall be made partakers of the ſeveral bleſfings 
which thoſe Texts do ſpeak of, is both the 
| hope and wiſh of all pious men : who cannot 
chuſe but gricyc, to bchold the natural 
branches 
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branches ſo long difmembred, and cut off from 


the Tree of Life. And this they neither hope nor 


wiſh for, but on-ſome fair grounds preſented to: 


them by S. Paul, who ſaid cxpreſly, that when 
the fulncls of the Gentiles 1s once: come: in, 
that then all 7/rael ſhall be ſaved, Roms 11. 
25 26, the words are fo plainly politive, that 
they necd no Commmentary : Oc, if they did, 
we have the general; confent of the Ancients ; 
befides the! conftant. current of moſt Modern 
Writers, who cheriſh the glad hopes of their 
Converlion to the Goſpel : which the Apoſflle 
doth there aim at : Origen, Athanaſins, Hierom, 
Auguſtine, Ghryſ- ftome, tor the Primitive times z 
Bedz and Hugo, Cardinalis, in;the times ſuc- 
ceeding. Ferara and Thomas Aquinas, for thoſe 
of Rome. 
Martyr, for the -Reformed- Churches, beſides

Text. Nor want there other Texts of Scripture 
to 2firm as much, which -he. that doth delire

As 
once by a wilful and woful imprecation 
they drew the guilt of his blood on 
them, and on their children : So by 
thy free imputation, drop the merit of his 
blood on them, and on their chil- 
dren. For the ſpeeding of whoſe con- 
verſion, be pleaſed to compoſe the many 
different judgements of Chriſtians into 
one truth, to unite their diſagreeing affes 
Ftious m one love, that our examples 
may no longer diſcourage, but invite them 
to. the embracing of the true Religion. 
Oh molitfie the hearts, reftifie the wills, 


unvail the eyes, unſtop the ears of thoſe
